width  of  fifty  feet,  from  Fifty-seventh  to  Fifty-ninth 
street :  Provided,  That  the  owners  of  property  affected  first 
enter  into  an  agreement  satisfactory  to  the  City  Solicitor 
releasing  the  City  fromi  all  damages  or  claims  for  damages 
by  reason  of  the  revision  authorized  by  this  ordinance,  and 
shall  dedicate  to  the  City  free  of  cost  the  bed  of  Windsor 
street,  upon  the  lines  and  grades  as  confirmed  by  the  Board 
of  Surveyors.

To  authorize  the  ]\Iayor  to  execute  on  the  part  of  the  City 
of  Philadelphia  an  agTecment  between  the  City  of  Phila- 
delphia and  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Free  Library 


of  Philadelphia,  to  carry  into  effect  the  offer  of  Andrew 
Carnegie,  Esquire,  to  provide  Branch  Library  Buildings 
for  the  City  of  Philadelphia. 

Whereas,  Andrew  Carnegie  by  letter  dated  January  3, 
1903,  has  offered  to  provide  a  million  and  a  half  dollars  as 
the  same  may  be  needed,  to  erect  thirty  branch  library 
buildings  for  Philadelphia;  and 

Whereas,  it  is  desired  by  the  City  of  Philadelphia  to 
avail  itself  of  the  offer  of  the  said  Andrew  Carnegie  upon 
the  terms  provided  under  an  Act  of  Legislature  approved 
by  the  Governor  of  the  State  March  20,  1903;  and 

Whereas,  Andrew  Carnegie  has  designated  the  Board 
of  Trustees  of  the  Pree  Library  of  Philadelphia  as  his 
agent  for  the  purposes  of  such  agreement  above  men- 
tioned; and 

Whereas,  an  agreement  has  been  proposed  to  be  made 
and  concluded  by  and  between  the  City  of  Philadelphia 
and  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Free  Library  cf  Phila- 
delphia in  the  terms  hereinafter  recited  and  set  forth: 

Section  1.  The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the 
City  of  Philadelphia  do  ordain,  that  the  Mayor  be,  and  he 
is  hereby  authorized  to  execute  and  deliver  on  the  part  of 
the  City  and  under  it?  seal,  a  contract  or  agreement  in  the 
terms  and  of  the  tenor  and  purport  following,  in  form  to 
be  approved  by  the  City  Solicitor,  and  that  the  same,  when 
delivered,  shall  be  binding  upon  the  City  of  Philadelphia: 

THIS  AGEEEMENT  made  and  concluded  this 
day  of  •  in  the  year  One  Thousand  Nine 

Hundred  and  by  and  between  the  City  of  Philadel- 

phia and  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Eree  Library  of 
Philadelphia,  witnesseth  that: 

Whereas,  on  December  31st,  1804,  a  board  or  com- 
mission designated  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Eree  Li- 
brary of  Philadelphia  was  constituted  for  the  management 
cf  free  libraries  within  the  meaning  of  the  Act  of  March 
20th,  1903  (hereinafter  mentioned)  by  the  following  Ordi- 
nance of  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the  City  of  Phila- 
delphia. 


"An  Ordinance,  for  the  creation  of  a  Board  of 
"Trustees  for  establishing  and  maintaining  a  Free  Li- 
"brary  and  placing  in  its  cnstody  certain  books  be- 
"longing  to  the  Citv  of  Philadelphia;  and  providing 
"for  the  expenses  of  the  said  Board  of  Trustees. 

"Section  1.  The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of 
"the  City  of  Philadelphia  do  ordain,  That  for  the 
"purpose  of  promoting  the  establishment  and  main- 
"tenancp  of  a  Tree  library,  the  Mayor  of  the  City  of 
^'Philadelphia,  ex-officio;  the  Presidents  of  both 
branches  of  City  Councils,  ex-officio;  one  citizen  to 
"be  elected  annually  by  each  of  City  Councils,  and 
"William  Pepper,  B.  H.  Bayard  Bowie,  George  Tuck- 
"er  Bispham,  Samuel  Wagner,  Eugene  Delano,  J. 
"Parker  JS^orris,  William  Piatt  Pepper,  Da^dd  Pep- 
"per,  Isaac  Norris,  George  B.  Roberts,  Peter  A.  B. 
^"Widener,  William  L.  Elkins,  Simon  Gratz,  Clarence 
"H.  Clark,  Samuel  K.  Shipley,  Thomas  L.  Montgom- 
"ery,  Thomas  Dolan  and  William  J.  Latta,  be,  and 
"are  hereby  constituted  and  appointed  a  Board  of 
"Trustees  to  be  known  as^  the  Trustees  of  the  Free  Li- 
"brary  of  Philadelphia. 

"Section  2.  All  vacancies  in  the  said  Board  of 
Trustees  (excepting  ex-officio  members  and  the  citi- 
"zens  elected  by  each  branch  of  Councils)  shall  be 
"filled  alternately  by  the  said  Board  and  by  the 
"Mayor,  subject  to  confirmation  of  the  latter  bV  Se- 
"lect  Council. 

"Section  3.  The  expenses  of  said  Board  of  Trus- 
"tees  to  be  charged  to  Item  10,  in  the  annual  appro- 
"priation  to  the  Mayor,  for  the  year  1895. 

"Section  4.  The  Councils  of  the  City  of  Philadel- 
^'^'phia  do  hereby  delegate  to  the  said  Board  of  Trus- 
"tees,  in  trust,  fourteen  thousand  three  hundred  and 
"fifty-six  (14,356)  volumes  of  books  presented  to  the 
"City  by  the  Directors  of  the  Free  Library  of  Phila- 
"delphia,  established  under  charter  dated  18th  Feb- 
"ruary,  1891.

"Section  5.  All  ordinances  or  parts  of  ordinances 
"inconsistent  herewith  be,  and  the  same  are  hereby 
"repealed.

And  Whereas,  by  an  Act  of  Legislature  approved  the 
'7th  day  of  June,  1895,  entitled  "An  Act  to  authorize  the 
"cities  of  the  first  class  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsyl- 
"vania  to  levy  a  tax  and  make  appropriations  for  the  estab- 
"lishment  and  maintenance  of  free  libraries,"  it  was 
amongst  other  things  provided  that  any  person  desiring  to 
make  donations  of  book,-,  money,  personal  property  or  real 
estate  for  the  benefit  of  such  library  shall  have  the  right 
to  vest  the  title  to  such  books,  money  or  real  estate  so  do- 
nated in  the  board  or  commission  duly  constituted  for  the 
management  of  such  library  to  be  held  and  controlled  by 
such  board  or  commission  when  accepted  according  to  the 
terms  of  the  deed,  gift,  devise  or  bequest  of  such  property, 
find  as  to  such  property'-  the  said  board  or  commission  shall 
be  held  and  considered  to  be  special  trustees;  and 

Whereas,  Andrew  Carnegie  by  letter  dated  January  3, 
1903,  has  offered  to  provide  a  million  and  a  half  dollars 
as  the  same  may  be  needed  to  erect  thirty  branch  library 
buildings  for  Philadelphia,  provided  sites  be  given  and  the 
City  agrees  to  maintain  these  Branch  Libraries  at  a  cost 
of  not  less  than  one  hundred  and  fifty  thousand  dollars  a 
year;  and 

Whereas,  by  an  Act  of  Legislature  approved  the  20th 
day  of  March,  1903,  entitled  "An  Act  supplementary  to 
"an  Act  entitled  'An  Act  to  authorize  the  cities  of 
"the  first  class  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania 
"to  levy  a  tax  and  make  appropriations  for  the  estab- 
"lishment  and  maintenance  of  free  libraries'  approved 
"the  7th  day  of  Jime,  A.  D.  1895;  authorizing 
"cities  of  the  first  class  to  enter  into  contracts 
"and  agreements  with  the  donor  or  donors  of  funds  for 
"the  erection  of  free  libraries  or  branches  thereof,  or  his 
"or  their  representatives,  and  to  provide  sites  for  the  erec- 
"tion,  and  funds  for  the  maintenance  thereof;"  cities  of 


the  first  class  in  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania  are 
authorized  to  enter  into  contracts  or  agreements  with  any 
persons  desiring  to  donate  any  sum  or  sums  of  money  to 
be  used  for  the  erection  of  free  branch  libraries  in  such 
cities  or  with  any  board  or  commission  as  the  donor  or 
donors  may  select  to  represent  him  or  them  as  a  party 
to  such  contracts  or  agreements,  which  contracts  or  agree- 
ments may  provide  for  the  acceptance  of  such  donation 
or  donations  of  money  and  the  provision  by  gift  or  pur- 
chase of  sites  upon  which  shall  be  erected  the  said  branches 
of  the  Free  Library,  the  said  sites  to  be  such  only  as  may 
be  assented  to  and  approved  by  the  board  or  commission 
for  the  management  of  free  libraries  in  said  cities  and 
thenceforth  said  libraries  so  erected  upon  the  said  sites  are 
to  be  used  for  such  free  branch  libraries  and  to  be  and 
remain  under  the  control  and  direction  of  the  said  board 
or  commission,  and  further  that  such  contracts  may  pro- 
vide for  the  annual  appropriation  by  the  councils  of  said 
cities  of  such  amounts  for  the  support  of  the  said  free 
libraries  when  and  as  the  same  shall  be  erected  and  com- 
pleted as  may  be  agreed  upon  between  the  said  cities  and 
the  donor  or  donors  of  said  moneys  to  be  provided  out 
of  the  annual  tax  levy  of  such  cities  and  that  such  sites 
may  be  changed  or  abandoned  as  may  be  found  necessary 
or  desirable;  and 

Whereas,  the  said  Board  of  Trustees  has  been  selected 
by  Andrew  Carnegie  to  represent  him  as  a  party  to  this 
contract  or  agreement,  pursuant  to  the  powers  and  mean- 
ing of  the  Act  of  March  20,  1903;  and 

Wheeeas,  it  is  desired  hj  the  City  of  Philadelphia  to 
avail  itself  of  the  offer  of  the  said  Andrew  Carnegie  upon 
the  terins  provided  in  said  Act  of  Legislature  of  March  20, 
1903,  hereinbefore  referred  to,  and  upon  the  terms  and  in 
the  manner  herein  set  forth; 

Now  therefore  it  is  agreed  between  the  parties  hereto  as 
follows,  viz.: 

First.  The  City  of  Philadelphia  shall  from  time  to 
time  as  the  said  Councils  direct,  furnish  and  provide  such 
sites  as  shall  be  necessary  for  the  purpose  of  the  erection 
thereon  of  thirty  branch  library  buildings.  Such  sites  shall 
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be  only  such  as  may  be  acquired  by  the  City  by  gift  or  pur- 
chase; and  such  as  said  Trustees  shall  approve  and  the  said 
Councils  may  authorize  the  use  of  any  real  estate  belonging 
to  the  City,  which  is  not  required  for  other  public  purposes, 
for  the  purpose  of  such  branch  libraries.  When  sites  for 
the  said  thirty  branch  library  buildings  shall  have  been 
provided  and  approved  by  the  Trustees,  the  obligation  of 
the  City  hereunder  to  i)rovide  sites  as  aforesaid  shall 
cease. 

Second.  The  City  does  hereby  grant,  demise,  and  let 
unto  the  Board  of  Trustees,  the  land  and  real  estate  so 
acquired  by  the  City  for  sites  for  said  branch  libraries  and 
the  said  land  or  real  estate,  the  use  of  which  shall  have 
been  authorized  by  Councils  which  is  not  required  for 
any  other  public  purpose,  with  all  improvements  upon  the 
same  together  with  the  appurtenances;  TO  HAVE  AND 
TO  HOLD  THE  SAME  in  each  case  unto  the  Board  of 
Trustees  and  their  successors  so  long  as  the  Board  of  Trus- 
tees shall  continue  to  maintain  upon  the  same  respectively 
branch  libraries. 

Third.  The  City  further  agrees  adequately  to  provide 
for  the  maintenance  of  the  branch  libraries  to  be  erected 
in  accordance  with  this  agreement  in  Philadelphia  and  to 
that  end  to  provide  in  each  year  in  the  annual  tax  levy 
of  said  City  a  sum  not  less  than  ten  per  centum  of  the 
amount  expended  by  the  said  Andrew  Carnegie  under  the 
provisions  of  this  agreement.  Such  maintenance  shall  be 
pro\dded  by  the  City  for  said  branch  libraries  to  be  here- 
after constructed  as  the  same  are  completed;  and  in  case 
a  branch  library  building  i;-  under  construction,  mainte- 
nance may  be  provided  therefor,  to  commence  when  con- 
structed; provided  tliat  the  obligation  hereby  assumed  by 
the  City  to  provide  for  such  maintenance  a  sum  not  less 
than  ten  per  centum  of  the  amount  so  expended  by  the 
said  Andrew  Carnegie,  in  the  building  of  said  branch 
libraries,  shall  not  be  taken  to  limit  the  right  of  the  said 
Councils  to  appropriate  for  such  maintenance  any  larger 
sum,  if  in  its  discretion,  additional  appropriations  should 
be  required. 

Fourth.     The  City  shall  annually,  in  addition  to  the 


provision  for  maiTitenance  heretofore  mentioned,  pro\ade 
funds  for  the  necessaiy  repair  of  the  several  buildings 
constructed  under  this  agreement. 

Fifth.  The  Board  of  Trustees  agrees  forthwith,  when- 
ever any  sites  shall  have  been  provided  by  the  City  or  by 
individual  gifts  and  approved  by  the  Trustees  as  afore- 
said, to  proceed  with  the  erection  and  equipment  upon 
the  said  site?  vespectively  of  brancli  library  buildings  with- 
out cost  to  the  City,  and  to  complete  the  same  with  funds 
so  to  be  contributed  by  Andrew  Carnegie  as  aforesaid: 
Provided,  however.  That  the  Board  of  Trustees  shall  not 
be  required  to  commence  the  erection  and  equipment  of  a 
larger  number  than  five  branch  libraries  upon  sites  fur- 
nished by  the  City  in  any  single  calendar  year,  and  not 
to  exceed  thirty  branch  library  buildings  in  all. 

Sixtli.  The  Board  of  Trustees  shall  apply  such 
amounts  so  to  be  appropriated  in  each  year  mider  this 
agreement,  solely  to  the  maintenance  of  the  several  branch 
libraries,  pursuant  to  the  terms  of  this  agreement. 

Seventh.  Any  balance  of  the  annual  appropriations 
made  by  the  City  and  not  expended  by  the  Board  of  Trus- 
tees for  maintenance  of  such  branch  libraries  during  the 
calendar  years  for  v\^hich  such  appropriations  shall  have 
been  made,  shall  he  used  for  the  purchase  of  books. 

Eighth.  The  Board  of  Trustees  shall  appoint  and  re- 
move all  persons  employed  within  the  said  branch  library 
buildings  respectively,  and  in  care  of  the  same  and  shall 
manage  the  said  branch  library  buildings  and  the  books, 
and  collections  therein  and  appurtenances  thereto. 

Mnth.  Such  sites  and  each  of  them  and  the  buildings 
thereon,  when  completed,  shall  be  devoted  to  the  mainte- 
nance of  branch  libraries  and  the  same  and  each  of  the 
same  are  hereby  set  apart  for  the  said  purposes. 

Tenth.  The  said  several  branch  libraries,  which  may  be 
constructed  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  said  Act 
of  190-3  and  this  agreement,  and  each  of  them,  shall  be 
accessible,  free  of  expense,  to  all  persons  resorting  thereto, 
subject  to  such  reasonable  control  and  regulation  as  the 
Board  of  Trustees  may  from  time  to  time  exercise  and 
establish,  provided  further  that  the  rooms  in  each  of  said 
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branch  library  buildings,  devoted  to  the  use  of  the  public, 
shall  be  open  and  accessible  to  the  public  upon  every  day 
of  the  week  except  Sundays  and  legal  holidays,  at  such 
hours  and  under  such  rules  and  regulations,  as  the  Board 
of  Trustees  shall  from  time  to  time  prescribe. 

Eleventh.  This  agreement  may  be  wholly  cancelled  or 
annulled,  or  from  time  to  time  altered  or  modified  as  to 
any  one  or  more  of  the  branch  library  buildings  hereafter 
to  be  constructed  or  owned  or  for  which  maintenance  is 
provided  under  the  provisions  of  this  agreement,  as  may 
be  agreed  upon  in  writing  between  the  parties  hereto  or 
their  successors,  so  as  to  allow  the  Board  of  Trustees  to 
substitute  another  branch  library  building  for  any  one  of 
the  branch  libraries  that  may  be  closed,  anything  herein 
to  the  contrary  notwithstanding. 

IN  AVITNESS  WHEREOE,  the  City  of  Philadelphia 
has  caused  this  agreement  to  be  executed  by  the  Mayor 
pursuant  to  an  Ordinance  of  Select  and  Common  Councils 
of  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  approved  the 
day  of  1903,  and  the  Board  of  Trustees 

of  the  Eree  Library  of  Philadelphia  has  caused  this  agree- 
ment to  be  executed  by  its  President,  and  its  official  seal 
to  be  hereto  affixed  pursuant  to  a  resolution  of  the  Board 
of  Trustees  adopted  at  a  meeting  held  on  the 
day  of  1903. 

I  approve  this  Agreement  and  designate  the  Board  of 
Trustees  of  the  Eree  Library  of  Philadelphia  above-men- 
tioned as  my  Agent  for  the  purpose  of  this  Agreement.

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pri^alege  of  using  the  same  at  all  times  for  repairing;,  pro- 
tecting and  enlarging  Market  street  brideB  across  the 
Schuylkill  River. 

And  Whereas^  By  Ordinance  approved  December  24, 
1902,  entitled  ''An  Ordinance  to  revise  the  lines  and  gi'ades 
of  Market  street  from  Twenty-second  to  Thirtieth  street, 
and  to  open  the  additional  width ;  to  revise  the  grades  of 
Twenty-third  street  from  Chestnut  to  Arch  street,  and  of 
other  streets  adjacent  thereto  and  aifected  by  said  revision, 
and  to  authorize  the  Mayor  to  enter  security  for  the  pay- 
ment of  damages  caused  by  said  revision  and  widening," 
the  Department  of  Public  Works  (Board  of  Surveyors), 
were  authorized  to  revise  the  lines  and  grades  of  Market 
street  from  a  point  at  or  near  Twenty-second  street  to  a 
point  west  of  the  Schuylkill  River  and  east  of  Thirtieth 
street  by  adding  additional  width  to  the  north  side  of 
Market  street;

1902,  the  Market  Street  Elevated  Passenger  Railway 
Company  proposed  to  build    a    new^    bridge    of    sufticient 
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width  to  carry  its  tracks  and  Market  street  so  widened, 
over  the  Schuyllvill  River,  which  said  bridg'e  will  cross  said 
tracks  of  said  Schuylldll  River  Branch  of  the  Pennsylva- 
nia Railroad  Company  with  a  clearance  of  twenty  (20) 
feet. 

AxD  Whereas,  the  Pennsylvania  Railroad  Company  is 
willing  to  convey  to  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  free  of  all 
costs  to  the  said  City,  the  easement  for  highway  purposes 
over  said  portion  of  said  tract  of  land  required  for  said 
widening  of  Market  street,  and  hereinafter  more  particu- 
larly described,  subject  only  to  the  condition  that  no  bene- 
fits shall  be  assessed  against  the  said  Railroad  Company 
by  reason  of  said  widening  of  Market  street  and  to  the 
further  condition  that  at  no  time  hereafter  shall  the  grade 
of  Market  street  be  changed  so  as  to  cross  said  Schuylkill 
River  Branch  of  said  Pennsylvania  Railroad  Company  at 
grade:  Promded,  That  the  City  of  Philadelphia  will  re- 
lease and  convey  to  the  Pennsylvania  Railroad  Company 
free  of  all  costs  and  expense  to  said  Railroad  Company 
all  the  right,  title  and  interest  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia 
in  and  to  a  portion  of  said  forty  foot  passageway  which 
said  portion  is  hereinafter  more  particularly  described. 

And  Whereas,  Said  portion  of  said  forty  foot. passage- 
way referred  to  in  said  deed  of  August  3,  1852,  is  no  longer 
necessary  for  the  repairing,  protecting  or  enlarging  of  said 
Market  street  bridge;  therefore, 

Section  1.  The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the 
City  of  Philadelphia  do  ordain.  That  the  Mayor  be,  and  he 
is  hereby  authorized  and  directed  to  execute  and  deliver 
for  and  on  behaK  of  the  City  of  Pliiladelphia  a  contract 
with  the  Pennsylvania  Railroad  Company,  in  such  form 
as  may  be  approved  by  the  City  Solicitor,  agi-eeing  to  con- 
vey and  release  to  the  Pennsylvania  Railroad  Company  for 
a  consideration  of  one  dollar  all  the  right,  title  and  interest 
of  the  City  in  ajid  to  said  portion  of  said  forty  foot  pas- 
sageway which  said  portion  is  more  particularly  described 
as  follows,  viz. : 

Beginning  at  a  point  in  the  easterly  line  of  Thirtieth 
street"(80  feet  wide)  at  the  distance  of  20  feet  northwardly 
measured   along  the   easterly  line  of  the   said  Thirtieth 
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street  from  the  northerly  line  of  Market  street  (100  feet 
wide),  as  the  said  streets  are  laid  do^vn  on  the  2:eneral 
plan  of  the  said  City  of  Philadelphia,  and  extending  thence 
northwardly  alons:  the  easterly  line  of  said  Thirtieth  street 
(80  feet  vnde)  20  feet  to  a  point;  thence  eastwardly  par- 
allel with  said  Market  street,  and  40  feet  distant  north- 
wardly therefrom,  4S6  feet  Sf  inches  to  a  point  in  the 
northwesterly  line  of  Market  street,  as  confirmed  March 
2,  190.3 ;  thence  southwestwardly  along;  the  northwesterly 
line  of  Market  street,  aforesaid,  48  feet  7|  inches  to  a 
point  distant  20  feet  northwardly  from  the  northerly  100 
feet  line  of  Market  street,  if  produced  from  the  west,  and 
thence  westwardly  parallel  with  the  northerly  line  of  Mar- 
ket street  (100  feet  wide)  and  20  feet  distant  northwardly 
from  the  northerly  line  of  said  street,  442  feet  5-| 
inches  to  the  place  of  beginning*.  And  agreeing  further, 
that  no  subsequent  change  of  grade  of  Market  street  shall 
ever  be  made  which  will  permit  the  crossing  at  grade  by 
Market  street  of  the  tracks  of  said  Schuylkill  River  Branch 
of  the  Pennsylvania  Railroad  Company,  and  agreeing  fur- 
ther to  indemnify  the  Pennsylvania  Railroad  Company 
against  the  assessment  of  any  benefits  in  said  widening  of 
Market  street.  The  Pennsylvania  Railroad  Company  to 
agree  on  its  part  to  convey  to  the  City  of  Philadelphia  free 
from  all  costs  or  charges  whatsoever,  the  easement  for  high- 
way purposes  over  said  portion  of  said  tract  of  ground  re- 
quired in  said  widening  of  Market  street  and  more  par- 
ticularly described  as  follows: — • 

Beginning  at  a  point  in  the  northerly  line  of  Market 
street  at  a  distance  of  398.2  feet  eastwardly  measured  along 
the  northerly  line  of  said  street  from  its  intersection  with 
the  easterly  line  of  Thirtieth  street  (formerly  Bridgewater 
street),  as  the  said  streets  are  laid  down  on  the  general  plan 
of  the  said  City  of  Philadelphia,  and  extending  thence  by 
other  land  of  tlie  said  Pennsylvania  Railroad  Company.

Ali  ORDINANCE 

To  change  the  location  of  electric  lights  in  various  wards 
of  the  City  of  Philadelphia. 

Section  1.  The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the 
City  of  Philadelphia:  do  ordain,  That  the  Department  of 
Public  Safety  (Electrical  Bureau)  be  and  is  hereby  au- 
thorized and  directed  to  change  the  location  of  the  follow- 
ing electric  lights,  viz. :  From  southwest  to  the  northwest 
corner  of  Fifteenth  and  Cherry  streets;  from  the  north 
side  of  Westmoreland  street,  centre,  between  Germantown 
avenue  and  Thirteenth  street  to  the  south  side  of  West- 
moreland street,  west  of  Gennanto"wn  avenue ;  from  south- 
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west  corner  of  Twenty-second  and  Cambria  street  to  north- 
west corner  of  Twenty-second  and  Cambria  streets.

K^  ORDINANCE 

To  regulate  the  emission  of  smoke  from  chimneys,  stacks, 
flues  or  open  spaces  within  the  City  of  Philadelphia, 
providing  a  color  scale  for  the  measurement  of  the 
degree  and  darkness  of  such  smoke,  making  it  unlawful 
to  permit  the  escape  of  smoke  of  certain  degrees  of  dark- 
ness, and  providing  a  penalty  for  the  violation  of  this 
ordinance. 

Section  1.  The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the 
City  of  Philadelphia  do  ordain.  That  for  the  purpose  of 
re^ilating  the  emission  of  smoke  from  chimneys,  stacks, 
flues  or  open  spaces  vnthin  the  said  City,  and  to  deter- 
mine by  comparison  the  degree  of  darkness  of  smoke  so 
emitted,  a  color  scale  shall  be  and  the  same  is  hereby 
adopted  as  follows:  One  thickness  of  gray  glass  of  suffi- 
cient capacity  to  cut  off  60  per  cent,  of  the  light  from  a 
flame  having  a  lighting  power  of  sixteen  candles,  shall  be 
taken  as  the  basis  of  this  scale,  two  thicknesses  of  said 
glass  shall  b©  known  and  designated  as  N'o.  1  scale,  four 
thicknesses  of  the  said  glass  shall  be  known  and  designated 
a-s'  'Eo.  2  scale. 

Sect.  2.  It  is  forbidden  and  hereby  declared  to  be  un- 
lawful to  suffer  or  permit  the  emission  or  escape  of  smoke 
from  any  or  all  fires  not  in  motion  or  fires  banked  or  in  a 
state  of  rest,  or  from  any  burning  or  active  fire  through 
a  stack,  flue  or  chimney  less  than  fifty  feet  high  of  a  color 
greater  than  ISTo.  1  scale. 

StecT.  3.  It  is  hereby  forbidden  and  declared  to  be  un- 
lawful within  the  limits  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia  to 
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suffer  or  permit  the  escape  or  emission  of  smoke  of  a  de- 
gree of  darkness  in  excess  of  scale  No.  2  for  a  period  of 
more  than  five  (5)  consecutive  minntes  from  any  locomo- 
tive or  river  steam  craft  standing  with  banked  fires  or 
engaged  in  shifting,  or  for  a  period  of  more  than  ten  (10) 
minutes  from  any  locomotive  or  river  steam  craft  whose 
fire  may  be  in  process  of  cleaning  or  preparing  for  starting: 
Provided,  however,  That  none  of  the  provisions  of  this 
ordinance  shall  apply  in  the  case  of  a  locomotive  or  loeo- 
motives  or  river  steam  craft  in  continuous  transit  through 
or  across  the  City  or  entering  or  departing  therefrom. 

Sect.  4.  It  is  hereby  further  ordained  that  smoke  may 
be  suffered  or  permitted  to  escape  from  any  puddling,  open 
hearth,  or  forge  furnace  now  erected,  of  a  degree  of  dark- 
ness not  exceeding  'No.  2  color  scale,  through  a  chimney 
50  feet  high,  and  from  any  puddling,  open  hearth,  forge 
or  other  furnaces  hereafter  erected  of  a  degree  of  darkness 
not  exceeding  No.  1  color  scale  with  a  chimney  not  less 
than  150  feet  high ;  but  that  the  emission  or  escape  of 
smoke  of  a  color  degree  of  darkness  greater  than  that  pro- 
vided respectively  in  this  section  is  hereby  prohibited  and 
made  unlawful. 

Sect.  5.  It  is  hereby  further  ordained  that  no  fumes 
of  a  sulphurous  or  obnoxious  odor  occasioned  by  the  melt- 
ing of  scrap  tin  or  other  metal,  shall  be  permitted  to  escape 
from  any  foundry  or  furnace  within  the  built-up  section 
of  the  City. 

Sect.  6.  The  provisions  of  this  ordinance  shall  not 
apply  as  to  the  color  of  smoke  between  the  hours  of  4  A.  M. 
to  7.  A.  M. 

Sect.  7.  Any  person  or  persons  who  shall  violate  any 
of  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance  or  suffer  or  permit  any 
of  the  acts  hereby  forbidden  or  declared  to  be  unlawful 
shall  be  subject  to  a  penalty  of  twenty-five  (25)  dollars 
for  each  offense,  such  penalty  to  be  collected  and  recovered 
by  and  at  the  suit  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia  for  the  use 
of  said  City  as  debts  of  like  amount  are  now  by  law  re- 
coverable. Provided,  lioivever.  That  any  suits  for  the  vio- 
lation of  the  terms  of  this  ordinance  must  be  brought  within

violation  of  this  ordinance  and  the  details  of  such  viola- 
tion. 

Sect.  S.  The  provisions  of  this  ordinance  shall  become 
operative  and  effective  on  the  1st  day  of  October,  1904, 
and  the  enforcement  of  said  provisions  shall  be  and  is 
hereby  made  the  duty  of  the  Bureau  of  Boiler  Inspection, 
subject  to  such  incidental  rules  and  regulations  as  the  said 
Bureau  of  Boiler  Inspection  may  establish  and  provide.

Sect.  2.  That  the  payment  of  annual  or  other  periodic 
premiums  upon  fire  insurance  policies  covering  real  and 
personal  property  now  o\vned  or  hereafter  to  be  owned  by 
the  City  of  Philadelphia,  or  in  which  the  City  is  or  shall 
be  solely  interested,  shall  be  henceforth  discontinued,  and 
such  annual  or  periodic  payment  of  premiums  as  would 
otherwise  be  made  U]X)n  such,  policies,  or  for  the  insurance 
of  such  property,  shall  hereafter  be  made  to  the  said  Sink- 
ing Fund  Commission. 

Sect,  3.  The  said  Sinking  Fimd  Commission  is  hereby 
authorized  and  directed  to  receive  the  said  funds  herein- 
before directed  to  be  paid  to  it,  to  hold  and  invest  the  same 
as  other  moneys  in  its  charge  and  keeping  are  held  and  in- 
vested ;  to  keep  a  separate  account  thereof  as  an  insurance 
fund  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  and  to  accumulate  said 
fund  until  it  shall  amount  to  tlie  sum  of  two  hundred  and 
fifty  thousand  (250,000)  dollars,  which  shall  be  retained 
by  said  Commission  as  a  permanent  insurance  fund,  and 
shall  be  used  and  applied  for  the  repair,  rebuilding  and  re- 
placement of  any  real  or  personal  property  of  the  City 
which  may  be  injured  or  destroyed  by  fire  or  otherwise  in- 
jured as  an  incident  to  such  fire  or  fires. 

It  is  further  hereby  directed  that  when  and  as  from  time 
to  time  the  accumulations  of  such  fund  shall  reach  the 
sum  of  fifty  thousand  (50,000)  dollars  in  excess  of  the  said 
sum  of  two  hundred  and  fifty  thousand  (250,000)  dollars, 
such  excess  shall  be  used  by  said  Commission  in  paying  the 
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bonded  indebtedness  of  the  City  or  in  the  purchase  and  can- 
cellation of  outstanding  City  bonds,  or  shall  be  held  for  the 
general  purposes  of  the  Sinking  Fund  Commission  for  ulti- 
mate application  in  the  discharge  of  the  City's  indebted- 
ness, as  may  be  deemed  most  advantageous  to  the  interests 
of  the  City  by  said  Sinking  Fund  Commission. 

Sect.  4.  "Whenever  any  fire  or  fires  shall  occur  which 
may  result  directly  or  incidentally  in  the  destruction  or 
injury  of  any  real  or  personal  property  owned  by  the  City, 
the  said  Sinking  Fund  Commission  shall  pay  over  from 
such  insurance  f  imd,  to  such  department  or  departments  of 
the  City  government  as  may  be  charged  with  the  rebuild- 
ing, repair  or  replacement  of  such  property  so  injured  or 
destroyed,  such  sum  or  sums  as  may  be  necessary  for  the 
purpose  of  such  rebuilding,  repair  or  replacement. 

Sect.  5.  All  ordinances  or  parts  of  ordinances  incon- 
sistent herewith  be  and  the  same  are  hereby  repealed.

To  authorize  the  jSTew  York  Short  Line  Railroad  Company 
to  construct  a  line  of  railroad  across  the  streets  and 
roads  in  the  Thirty-fifth  AVard  of  the  City  of  Philadel- 
phia, prescribing  certain  conditions  for  such  crossings 
and  to  authorize  the  revision  of  lines  and  grades  of 
streets  and  roads  adjacent  thereto. 

Section  1.  The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the 
Cliy  of  FliUadcIphia  do  ordwin,  That  the  Xew  York 
Short  Line  Railroad  Company  be,  and  is  hereby  authorized 
to  construct  a  line  of  railroad  across  the  Thirty-fifth  Ward 
of  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  from,  a  point  in  the  line 
of  the  Philadelphia,  jSTewtown  and  New  York  Railroad, 
about  four  hundred  (-iOO)  feet  southwest  of  Cheltenham 
Station,  to  a  point  in  the  boundary  line  between  Phila- 
delphia and  pjucks  Counties,  about  fourteen  hundred 
(1,400)  feet  northwest  of  Carter's  road  ford  across  the 
Poquessing  creek,  measuring  along  the  line  of  said  creek 
and  to  cross,  by  undergrade  or  overhead  bridges,  all 
streets,  roads  and  lanes,  which  are  now  open  or  may  here- 
after be  opened  across  tbe  line  of  the  said  railroad: 
Provided,  That  nothing  herein  contained  shall  authorize 
the  longitudinal  occupation,  or  crossing  at  grade  of  any 
street,  road  or  lane. 

Sect,  2.  The  location  and  grade  of  the  said  railroad 
shall  be  in  substantial  accordance  with  that  showm  upon 
a  plan  and  profile,  which,  before  this  ordinance  shall  have 
any  effect  or  confer  the  authority  aforesaid  upon  the  said 
jailroad  company,  shall  be  filed  in  the  Department  of 
Public  AVorks  (Bureau  of  Surveys). 

Sect.  3.  The  Department  of  Public  Works,  Board  of 
Surveyors,  is  hereby  authorized  to  re\dse  the  lines  and 
grades  of  any  and  all  streets  and  roads  now  open  or  upon 
the  City  plan  adjacent  to  the  line  of  the  said  railroad,  or 
affected  by  its  construction,  between  Martin's  Mill  road 
(Old  Soldier  road)  and  the  Poquessing  creek,  and  to  strike 
from  the  City  plan  and  vacate  Fulmer  street,  from  Tom- 
linson  street  to  Dedaker  street ;  Argyle  street,  from  Bleigh 
street  to  Shelmire  street. 
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Sect.  4.  When  streets  or  roads  heretofore  open  to 
public  use  shall  be  cut  off  or  diverted,  necessary  and 
proper  outlets,  approved  by  the  Board  of  Surveyors,  must 
be  made  to  other  streets  or  roads  at  the  expense  of  the 
railroad  company,  which  shall  pay  all  cost  of  such  changes 
and  all  damages  occasioned  thereby. 

Sect.  5.  No  street  now,  or  hereafter  placed  upon  the 
City  plan  shall  cross  the  said  railroad  at  grade,  and  all 
streets  upon  the  City  plan  as  revised  in  accordance  with 
the  provisions  of  this  ordinance,  and  all  streets,  roads  and 
lanes,  now  open,  and  when  opened,  shall  be  carried  over  or 
under  the  said  railroad.  The  said  New  York  Short  Line 
Railroad  Company  shall  bear  the  entire  cost  of  construct- 
ing and  forever  maintaining  all  bridges,  whether  overhead 
or  undergrade,  upon  the  lines  of  streets,  roads  or  lanes  now 
open  and  in  public  use;  and  shall  agTee  to  pay  one-half 
the  cost  of  construction  of  all  bridges,  whether  overhead 
or  undergrade,  upon  the  lines  of  all  streets  and  roads 
hereafter  opened  across  the  line  of  said  railroad  when- 
ever Councils,  by  ordinance,  authorize  the  construction  of 
said  bridges.  All  bridges  for  carrying  streets  hereafter 
opened  over  and  above  the  said  railroad  shall  he  main- 
tained at  the  expense  of  the  City,  and  all  bridges  for  carry- 
ing the  said  railroad  over  and  above  streets  hereafter 
opened  shall  be  maintained  at  the  expense  of  the  said  rail- 
road company.  All  bridges  for  carrying  the  said  railroad 
over  and  above  streets  and  roads  now  o]Den  or  hereafter 
opened  shall  have  a  clearance  of  at  least  fourteen  feet 
above  the  surface  of  the  street,  and  all  bridges  for  carry- 
ing streets  or  roads  over  and  above  the  said  railroad  shall 
have  a  clearance  of  at  least  seventeen  (17)  feet  above  the 
tops  of  the  rails,  and  shall  be  designed  in  accordance  with 
the  standard  specifications  of  the  Department  of  Public 
Works  (Bureau  of  Surveys),  for  the  designing  of  bridges. 
No  bridge  of  any  kind  or  character  shall  be  erected  until 
the  plans  for  the  same  have  been  approved  by  the  Director 
of  the  Department  of  Public  Woiks  and  the  Board  of 
Surveyors.  The  said  railroad  company  shall  keep  its  road 
where  it  crosses  the  line  of  any  street  or  road  in  good 
order  and  condition  at  all  times,  and  shall  save  the  City 
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of  Philadelphia  harmless  so  far  as  the  said  City  may  be 
liable  therefor,  from  any  responsibility  or  liability  that 
may  gTOw  out  of  the  construction  or  operation  of  the  said 
railroad  over  or  under  any  of  the  streets  or  roads  afore- 
said. 

Sect.  6.  Before  this  ordinance  shall  become  effective 
or  confer  any  authority  upon  the  said  iSTew  York  Short 
Line  Railroad  Company,  and  before  the  Board  of  Survey- 
ors shall  confirm  any  of  the  revisions  or  changes  of  streets 
and  roads  herein  authorized,  the  said  New  York  Short 
Line  Railroad  Company  shall  enter  into  an  agreement, 
satisfactory  to  the  City  Solicitor,  to  at  once  construct  steel 
or  masonry  bridges,  and  to  grade  and  macadamize  ap- 
proaches to  the  same  to  the  gTades  established  under 
authority  of  this  ordinance,  at  its  own  expense,  for  carry- 
ing the  following  streets  and  roads  over  and  under  the 
said  railroad.  At  Martin's  Mill  road  (Old  Soldier  road), 
a  bridge  thirty-three  (33)  feet  wide;  at  Cottman  street 
(Township  Line  road),  a  single  span,  paved  floor  bridge 
seventy  (70)  feet  wide;  at  the  Kensington  and  Oxford 
turnpike,  a  single  span,  paved  floor  bridge  sixty  (60) 
feet  wide;  at  Rhawn  street,  a  single  span,  paved  floor 
bridge  seventy  (70)  feet  wide;  at  Krewstown  road,  a 
bridge  thirty-five  (35)  feet  wide;  at  Welsh  road  or  Grant 
avenue,  a  solid  floor  bridge  eighty  (80)  feet  wide;  at  the 
Bustleton  and  Somerton  turnpike,  a  single  span,  paved 
floor  bridge  fifty  (50)  feet  wide;  at  Red  Lion  road,  By- 
berry  road  and  Southampton  road,  bridges  each  thirty- 
three  (33)  feet  wide;  and  shall  dedicate  or  agree  to  dedi- 
cate to  the  City  as  much  of  the  property  owned  or  con- 
trolled by  it  as  may  be  required  to  widen  or  open  any 
street  or  road  now  upon  the  City  plan,  or  hereafter  placed 
upon  any  plan  establishing  or  revising  the  lines  and  grades 
of  streets,  and  shall  dedicate  or  indemnify  the  City  against

The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the 
City  of  Philadelphia  do  ordain,  That  the  Philadelphia 
and  NewtoAvn  Connecting  Railroad  Company  be,  and  is 
hereby  authorized  to  reconstruct,  alter  and  extend  tho 
bridge  carrying  its  track  over  and  above  Tabor  street  and 
IMascher  street  in  such  manner  as  will  permit  the  laying 
of  an  additional  track  thereon:  Provided,  That  the  said 
bridge,  as  extended,  shall  have  a  clearance  of  at  least 
fourteen  (14)  feet 'above  the  present  confirmed  grade  of 
Tabor  street,  and  shall  be  built  in  accordance  with  plans 
approved  by  the  Director  of  the  Department  of  Public 
Works  and  the  Board  of  Surveyors:  Provided,  also,  That 
the  entire  cost  and  expense  of  reconstructing,  altering  and 
extending  the  said  bridge   and  any  and  all  damages  to 
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private  property  resulting  therefrom,  shall  be  paid  by  the 
said  railroad  company. 

Sect.  2.  The  Philadelphia,  Newtown  and  New  York 
Railroad  Company  is  hereby  authorized  to  alter  the  loca- 
tion and  grade  of  its  railroad  between  Tabor  street  and 
the  Montgomery  county  line:  ProvMed,  That  the  new 
location  and  grade  shall  be  in  substantial  accordance  with 
a  plan  and  profile  filed  in  the  Department  of  Public  Worfe 
(Bureau  of  Surveys):  Provided,  also,  That  the  said  Phila- 
delphia, Newtowai  and  'New  York  Railroad  Company  shall 
pay  the  entire  cost  and  expense  of  all  changes  in  the  loca- 
tion and  grades  of  the  said  railroad,  the  entire  cost  and 
expense  of  reconstructing,  altering  or  extending  the  bridge 
or  bridges  for  carrying  the  said  railroad  and  the  Phila- 
delphia and  Frankford  Railroad  over  and  above  Adams 
road,  and  the  entire  cost  and  expense  of  constructing  a 
bridge  to  carry  the  said  railroad  over  and  above  Green 
lane,  the  said  bridges  to  be  constructed  or  reconstructed 
in  accordance  wath  plans  approved  by  the  Director  of  the 
Department  of  Public  Works  and  the  Board  of  Surveyors, 
and  to  be  maintained  by  the  said  railroad  company. 

Sect.  3.  The  Department  of  Public  Works,  Board  of

Sect.  4.  AVhen  streets  or  roads  heretofore  open  to 
public  use  shall  be  cut  off  or  diverted,  necessary  and 
proper  outlets,  approved  by  the  Board  of  Surveyors,  must 
be  made  to  other  streets  or  roads  at  the  expense  of  the 
railroad  company,  which  shall  pay  all  cost  of  such  changes 
and  all  damages  occasioned  thereby. 

Sect.  .5.  Before  this  ordinance  shal'l  become  effective 
or  confer  any  authority  upon  the  Philadelphia,  Newtown 
and  New  York  Railroad  Company,  and  before  the  Board 
of  Surveyors  shall  confirm _any  revision  herein  authorized, 
the  said  Philadelphia,  New^town  and  New  York  Railroad 
Company  shall  file  a  bond  satisfactory  to  the  City  Solic- 
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it  or,  indemnifying  the  City  against  all  and  any  damages 
which  may  arise  by  reason  of  the  change  of  lines  or  grades 
of  any  street  or  road  now  open  or  dedicated  to  the  City 
necessitated  by  the  changes  of  location  and  grade  of  the 
said  railroad  as  authorized  by  this  ordinance,  and  shall 
pay  into  the  City  Treasury  the  sum  of  fifty  (50)  dollars 
for  the  printing  of  this  ordinance.

buildings  for  contagious  diseases,  nine  hundred  thousand 
(900,000)  dollars;  for  the  erection  of  buildings  for  home 
for  the  indigent,  five  hundred  thousand    (500,000)    d(jl- 
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lars;  for  the  construction  of  main  and  branch  sewers,  one 
million  (1,000,000)  dollars;  for  the  erection  of  new 
bridges,  one  million  (1,000,000)  dollars;  for  repaying 
with  improved  pavement  streets  not  occupied  by  passenger 
railways,  for  paving  intersections  and  grading  streets, 
seven  hundred  thousand  (700,000)  dollars;  for  continu- 
ing the  improvement  of  the  Boulevard,  from  Broad  street 
northeastward,  one  million  (1,000,000)  dollars;  for  ac- 
quiring property  and  improvement  of  parkway,  from  City 
Hall  to  Fairmount  Park,  two  million  (2,000,000)  dollars ; 
for  the  improvement  of  Broad  street,  from  Moyamensing 
avenue  southward,  and  other  parkways  in  the  southern  sec- 
tion of  the  City,  five  hundred  thousand  (500,000)  dollars; 
for  the  purchase  of  sites  and  the  erection  of  police,  patrol 
and  fire  houses,  two  hundred  thousand  (200,000)  dollars;

A-N'  ORDINANCE 

To  provide  for  the  enforcement  of  the  Act  of  Assembly 
approved  March  24,  1903,  entitled  "An  Act  relating  to 
the  powers,  duties  and  compensation  of  the  Fire  Marshal 
in  cities  of  the  first  class,"  fixing  a  fine  for  the  viola- 
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tion  thereof,  and  authorizing  the  Fire  Marshal  after 
notice  to  close  buildings,  vessels  and  places  wherein  the 
law  is  violated. 

Section  1.  J.^he  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  tlte 
City  of  Philadelphia  do  ordain,  That  if  any  occn])ant  or 
owTier  of  any  livery  or  other  stable,  hayboat  or  vessel,  or 
any  place  where  any  powder,  hemp,  flax,  tow,  hay,  rushes, 
firewood,  boards,  shingles,  shavings  or  any  explosive  or 
combustible  material  may  be  stored  or  deposited  in  the 
City  of  Philadelphia,  shall  violate  the  provisions  of  the 
law  relating  to  explosives  or  combustibles,  and  shall  have 
been  served  by  the  Fire  Mai'shal  or  one  of  his  assistants 
with  a  printed  notice  of  the  law  in  reference  thereto,  and 
a  notice  to  remove  or  remedy  the  same,  as  the  case  may  be, 
and  shall  fail  within  twenty-four  hours  to  remove  or 
remedy  the  same,  as  the  case  may  be,  he  shall  be  subject 
to  a  penalty  of  fifty  (50)  dollars  for  each  day  that  such 
failure  shall  continue,  to  be  recovered  by  the  City  of  Phila- 
delphia as  debts  of  like  amount  are  by  law  recoverable; 
and  the  Fire  Marshal  may  in  addition  cause  tlie  closing  up 
of  any  such  building,  vessel  or  place. 

Sect.  2.  If  the  OAvner,  lessee,  manager,  or  occupant  of 
any  building  of  a  public  character,  departmental  store, 
hotel,  church,  theatre,  public  hall,  or  other  structures  used 
or  intended  to  be  used,  for  the  purpose  of  assemblies, 
amusement  or  instruction,  and  buildings  used  for  manu- 
facturing in  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  where  a  large  num- 
ber of  people  congregate  or  are  employed,  shall  fail  to  keep 
the  hall  doors,  stairways,  passageways  and  aisles  thereof, 
furnishing  egress,  clear  from  all  obstructions  during  busi- 
ness hours  or  when  any  performance,  service,  exhibition, 
lecture'  or  ball  is  going  on,  and  shall  continue  so  to  fail  for 
twenty-four  hours  after  the  Fire  Marshal  or  one  of  his  as- 
sistants shall  have  served  a  written  or  printed  notice  upon 
him  directing  such  changes  as  may  be  proper  or  expedient 
to  furnish  full  and  free  access  to  and  egress  from  all  aisles 
and  exits  to  any  fire  escapes,  doors,  halls,  stairways  and 
street  entrances,  in  and  about  any  such  building  or  struc- 
ture, he  shall  be  subject  to  a  penalty  of  fifty  (50)  dollars 
for  each  dav  that  such  failure  shall  continue,  to  be  recov- 
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ered  by  the  City  of  Philadelphia  as  debts  of  like  amount 
are  by  law  recoverable;  and  the  Fire  Marshal  may  in  addi- 
tion cause  the  closing  up  of  any  such  building  or  structure.

strike  from  the  City  plan  Pine  street,  from  Thirty-fourth 
street  westward  to  a  point  at  or  near  the  former  line  of 
Thirty-sixth  street,"  more  particularly  described  in  accord-

the  south  line  of  the  said  Pine  street  and  the  middle  line 
of  the  said  Guardian  avenue,  as  formerly  upon  the  City 
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plan ;  thence  along  the  middle  of  the  said  Guardian  ave- 
nue south  61°  28'  36"  ^vest  903  83/100  feet  to  the  north- 
east line  of  Cleveland  avenue;  thence  along  the  northeast 
line  of  the  said  Cleveland  avenue  south  26°  36'  41"  east 
30  1/100  feet  to  a  point,  the  face  of  the  wall  enclosing 
the  Almshouse  property ;  thence  along  the  face  of  the  said 
wall  north  61°  14'  50"  east  Y75  1/100  feet  to  a  gateway 
in  said  wall;  thence  continuing  along  said  wall  north  61° 
28'  36"  east  162  42/100  feet  to  the  south  line  of  the  said 
Pine  street;  thence  along  the  south  line  of  the  said  Pine 
street  north  78°  59'  west"42  25/100  feet  to  the  middle  line 
of  the  said  Guardian  avenue  and  place  of  beginning. 

Sect,  2.  That  the  said  City  of  Philadelphia,  for  the 
consideration  hereinafter  named,  does  hereby  release,  quit 
claim,  and  surrender  all  the  restrictions,  conditions  and 
restraints  imposed  upon  the  other  part  or  half  of  said  Pine 
street  by  virtue  of  the  ordinaance  of  Councils  herein- 
before mentioned,  and  upon  other  streets  belonging  to  the 
said  Trustees  of  the  University  of  Pennsylvania,  viz. : 
Pine  street,  from  Woodland  avenue  to  Thirty-sixth  street, 
and  Thirty-sixth  street,  from  Spruce  street  to  Pine  street, 
imposed  by  virtue  of  an  ordinance  approved  the  16th  day 
of  July,  1897,  entitled  "An  Ordinance  to  strike  from  the 
City  plan  Pine  street,  from  Woodland  avenue  to  Thirty- 
sixth  street,  and  Thirty-sixth  street,  from  Spruce  street  to 
Pine  street."  To  have  and  to  hold  the  said  pieces  of  land 
to  the  said  Trustees,  and  their  successors  for  the  use  of  the 
said  University  of  Pennsylvania  forever,  under  and  sub- 
ject, however,  to  the  following  conditions :  That  the  said 
pieces  of  land  shall  never  be  alienated  by  the  Trustees  of 
the  University  of  Pennsylvania  without  the  consent  of  said 
City,  and  that  no  buildings,  other  than  such  as  are  essen- 
tial to  the  educational  work  of  the  University  of  Pennsyl- 
vania, shall  be  erected  thereon,  and  further,  that  the  said 
Trustees  for  themselves  and  their  successors,  will  maintain 
in  good  condition,  for  the  use  of  said  City,  a  15  feet  wide 
right  of  Avay  beginning  at  the  southwest  comer  of  said 
Thirty-fourth  street,  and  Pine  street,  and  extending  of 
tliat  width  along  Pine  street  on  the  south  side  tJjereof 
north  7S°  59'  west  699  87/100  feet,  the  face  of  wall  at 
Guardian  avenue;  thence  along  said  wall  on  the  south  side 
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of  the  said  Guardian  avenue  south  61°  38'  '66"  west  162 
42/100  feet  to  the  gateway  or  entrance  in  the  wall  of  the 
Almshouse  property.  And  further,  tliat  the  various  De- 
partments and  Bureaus  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia  shall 
at  all  times  have  access  over  and  through  said  Pine  street, 
Guardian  avenue,  and  Thirty-sixth  street,  in  order  to  ex- 
tend or  repair  its  municipal  structures  within  tlie  lines  of 
said  streets.  And  further,  that  the  said  Trustees  of  the 
University  of  Pennsylvania  shall  first  pay  into  the  City 
Treasury  the  sum  of  fifty  (50)  dollars  for  the  publication 
of  this  ordinance. 

Sect.  3.  And  it  is  further  ordained  that  the  sale  and 
conveyance  and  release  above  provided  for  shall  be  made 
upon  the  consideration  that  if,  at  any  time,  the  City  of 
Philadelphia  shall  open  Cleveland  avenue,  from  Woodland 
avenue  to  Thirty -fourth  street,  the  Trustees  of  the  Uni- 
versity of  Pennsylvania  agree,  by  the  acceptance  of  this 
ordinance,  to  waive  any  claim  hereafter  for  land  damages 
against  said  City  on  account,  of  any  right,  title  or  interest 
the  University  of  Pennsylvania  may  have  in  the  bed  of 
such  Cleveland  avenue,  and  the  further  consideration  of 
the  sum  of  one  (1)  dollar.

Secttojvt  1.  llie  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the 
City  of  Philadelphia  do  ordain,  That  permission  be,  and 
is  hereby  granted  to  the  Julius  Cold  Storage  and  Refrig- 
erating Company,  its  successors  and  assigns,  to  enter  upon 
the  following  named  public  streets,  lanes,  alleys  and  high- 
ways of  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  to  wit:  Callowhill  street, 
from  Water  street  to  Fourth  street;  Second  street,  from 
Callowhill  street  to  Noble  street;  Newmarket  street,  from 
Callowhill  street  to  Willow  street;  Produce  avenue  (form- 
erly Margaretta  street),  from  Front  street  to  Second  street ; 
Front  street,  from  Vine  street  to  Willow  street;  Water 
street,  from  Callowhill  street  to  Dock  street;  Dock  street, 
from  Delaware  avenue  to  Second  street ;  Front  street,  from 
Dock  street  to  Pine  street,  and  to  lay  in,  through  and 
under  the  same  its  pipes  and  conduits,  construct  the  neces- 
sary manholes,  and  to  maintain  and  operate  the  same  and 
to  make  connections  with  any  properties  whose  owner  or 
owners,  occupant  or  occupants,  consent  thereto,  for  the  pur- 
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pose  of  establishinp:  a  system  of  refrii>'eration  and  supply- 
ing materials  through  the  aforesaid  pipes  or  conduits  from 
central  stations  for  refrigerating  purposes,  to  such  .per- 
sons, partnerships  and  cor]joratioiis  residing  therein  and 
adjacent  thereto,  as  may  desire  the  same,  at  such  price 
or  prices  as  may  be  agreed  upon. 

All  openings  in  streets  must  be  promptly  filled  with  a 
suitable  material  thoroughly  and  evenly  compacted  through- 
out. The  paving  must  be  restored  with  the  same  char- 
acter of  material  equal  in  composition  and  in  accordance 
with  the  standard  specifications  of  tlie  Department  of 
Public  Works  for  such  class  of  w^ork.  Where  pipes  or 
conduits  are  laid  in  streets  or  roads  not  occupied  by  pas,- 
senger  railway  tracks,  the  company  shall  pave  the  space 
over  the  ditch  and  such  space  adjoining  thereto  as  in  the 
opinion  of  the  Director  of  the  Department  of  Public 
Works  may  be  necessary  to  restore  the  street  to  its  proper 
condition,  and  shall  maintain  the  said  space  for  all  time  in 
good  condition  satisfactory  to  the  said  Department.  In 
streets  occupied  by  passenger  railway  tracks,  the  company 
shall  repave  the  entire  distance  from  curb  to  rail  on  the 
side  of  the  street  which  it  occupies,  in  accordance  with  the 
terms  of  the  ordinance  of  December  9,  1889,  and  shall 
maintain  this  entire  paving  during  the  time  of  any  exist- 
ing guarantee  or  as  required  by  ordinances  of  Councils, 
but  in  no  case  for  a  period  of  less  than  five  years,  and  the 
Department  of  Public  Works  shall  be  empowered  to  ap- 
point an  inspector  to  see  that  the  work  is  do7)e  in  accordance 
with  the  specifilcations  of  the  Department. 

The  work  to  be  done  under  this  ordinance,  both  in  the 
construction  of  the  plant  and  in  the  maintenance  of  the 
same  shall  at  all  times  be  subject  to  the  ordinance  of  Au- 
gust 5,  1886,  regulating  the  laying  and  constnicting  of 
underground  wares,  electrical  conductors,  conduits,  cables 
and  tubes  in  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  and  also  be  sub- 
ject to  the  laws  and  ordinances  now  in  force  or  which  may 
hereafter  be  passed  regulating  refrigerating  corapauies, 
and  also  subject  to  the  rules  and  regulations  of  the  Board 
of  Highway  Supervisors. 

All  materials  and  workmanship  used  in  the  construc- 
tion and  laying  of  refrigerating  pipes  and  conduits  shall 
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be  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Deparbnent  of  Public 
Works  and  the  Department  of  Public  Safety,  and  the  ma- 
terials used  shall  meet  such  requirements  and  be  subjected 
to  such  tests  as  the  said  Department  may  prescribe. 

The  work  of  laying  the  pipes  and  conduits  herein  au-

Said  com- 
pany shall,  before  exercising  any  of  the  ]:)rivileges  under 
this  ordinance,  first  pay  fifty  (50)  dollars  into  the  City 
Treasuiy  for  the  printing  thereof.

Item  6.  For  the  supply  of  water,  the  sum  of  ten  (10) 
cents. 

Item  7.  For  the  police,  the  sum  of  eighteen  (18)  cents. 

Item  8.  For  the  care  of  markets  and  City  property,  the 
sum  of  five  (  5  )  cents. 

Item  9.  For  fire,  the  sum  of  seven  (7)  cents. 

Item  10.  For  the  prisons,  the  sum  of  (2)  cents. 

Item  11.  For  the  Department  of  City  Commissioners, 
the  sum  of  six  (6)  cents. 

Item  12.  For  Health,  the  sum  of  two  (2)  cents. 

Item  13.  For  the  remaining  expenses  of  the  municipal- 
ity, the  simi  of  twenty-six  (26)  cents;  and  said  amounts 
are  hereby  declared  to  be  appropriated  for  said  objects 
subject  to  further  direction  by  ordinance;  and  it  shall  be 
the  duty  of  the  Receiver  of  Taxes  ttf  cause  to  be  printed 
on  the  tax  bills  the  rate  voted  for  the  objects  hereinbefore 
mentioned.

That  upon  all  taxes  paid  during  the  months 
of  January,  February  and  March,  a  discount  of  one 
per  cent,  shall  be  allowed,  after  the  last  day  of  March  a 
discount  at  the  rate  of  one  per  cent,  per  annum  shall  be 
allowed  if  paid  on  or  before  the  30th  day  of  June-  Dur- 
ing the  months  of  July  and  August  no  discounts  shall  be 
allowed  and  no  penalties  shall  be  imposed.  If  paid  after 
the  31st  day  of  August  and  on  or  before  the  30th  day  of 
September,  an  addition  or  penalty  of  one  per  cent.  If 
paid  on  or  before  the  31st  day  of  October,  there  shall  be 
an  addition  or  penalty  of  two  per  cent.  If  paid  on  or  be- 
fore the  30th  day  of  jSTovember,  there  shall  be  an  addition 
or  penalty  of  three  per  cent.

The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the 
Cily  of  Philadelphia  do  ordain,  That  the  ordinance  en- 
titled "An  Ordinance  to  place  upon  the  Citv  plan  an  ave- 
nue or  parkway  between  City  Hall  and  Eairmount  Park," 
approved  the  '28th  day  of  March,  1903,  be  altered  and 
amended  by  striking  out  all  of  Section  1  following  the 
words  "described  as  follows"  and  inserting  in  lieu  thereof 
the  following: 

Beginning  at  the  point  of  intersection  of  the  north  line 
of  Filbert  street  mth  a  line  drawn  from  the  point  of  in- 
tersection of  the  south  line  of  Filbert  street  and  the  west 
line  of  Broad  street  to  a  point  in  the  south  line  of  Race 
street  350  feet  ^  inch  east  of  the  east  line  of  Nineteenth 
street,  hereinafter  referred  to  as  line  A-B,  thence  extend- 
ing northwestward  along  line  A-B  to  the  south  line  of 
Race  street,  thence  eastward  along  the  south  line  of  Race

to  include  within  the  said  avenue  or  parkway  such  trian- 
gular pieces  of  ground  at  the  junction  of  intercepting 
streets  as  may  be  considered  necessary  to  complete  the 
plan.

Authorizing  Andre  F.  Bornot  &  Brother  to  construct  and 
maintain  an  enclosed  ash  conveyor  in  connection  with 
their  works  and  outside  the  building  line  on  the  north 
side  of  Melon  street,  east  of  Seventeenth  street,  in  the 
Fifteenth  AVard. 

Section  1.  The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the 
City  of  Philadelphia  do  ordain,  That  Andre  F.  Bornot  & 
Brother  be,  and  they  are  hereby  authorized  to  build,  erect 
and  maintain  in  connection  with  their  building  and  works 
on  the  north  side  of  Melon  street,  east  of  Seventeenth 
street,  in  the  Fifteenth  Ward,  and  outside  of  the  north 
building  line  of  said  Melon  street,  an  enclosed  ash  con- 
veyor for  use  for  the  removal  of  ashes  from  their  said 
works.  The  said  ash  conveyor  to  be  erected  along  and 
against  the  present  wall  of  their  said  building  on  the  north 
side  of  Melon  street,  at  a  distance  of  about  one  hundred

line  of  the  Boulevard  (of  the  width  of  one  hundred  feet) 
over  the  Philadelphia,  2^ewtown  and  iSi^ew  York  Railroad, 
and  on  the  line  of  the  Boulevard  (of  the  width  of  one  hun-* 
dred  feet)  over  the  iNTorth  Pennsylvania  Railroad. 

Sect.  2.  That  the  sum  of  one  million  (1,000,000)  dol- 
lars appropriated  to  the  Department  of  Pukic  Works  (Bu- 
reau of  Surveys),  for  the  construction  of  new  bridges  be, 
and  is  hereby  apportioned  for  the  construction  of  tlie  said

on  the  line  of  Passyunk  avenue,  to  continue,  five  hundred 
thousand  (500,000)  dollars;  on  the  line  of  Gravers  lane, 
ten  thousand  (10,000)  dollars;  on  the  line  of  Wyoming 
avenue,  forty-two  thousand  (42,000)  dollars;  on  the  line 
of  the  Boulevard  over  the  Philadelphia,  JSTewtown  and 
]^rew  York  Railroad,  forty-five  thousand  (45,000)  dollars; 
on  the  line  of  the  Boulevard  over  the  iSTorth  Pennsvlvania 
Railroad,  thirty-seven  thousand  (37,000)  dollars;  on  the 
line  of  the  Boulevard  over  Tacony  creek  and  Ashdale 
street,  one  hundred  thousand  (100,000)  dollars:  Pro- 
vi'ded,  That  in  the  event  of  any  of  the  aforesaid  bridges 
costing  less  than  the  sum  herein  set  aside  for  their  construc- 
tion, the  Director  of  the  Department  of  Public  Works  is 
authorized  at  his  discretion  to  use  the  balances  or  any  part 
thereof  for  the  completion  of  any  of  the  bridges  named 
herein  for  which  the  sum  set  aside  is  insufficient. 

That  the  Director  of  the  Department  of  Public 
Works  be  authorized  and  directed  to  advertise  for  proposals 
and  to  award  contracts  as  provided  in  existing  laws  and 
ordinances  for  the  construction  of  the  said  bridges  and 
work  appurtenant  thereto,  in  accordance  with  plans  and 
specifications  to  be  prepared  by  the  Department  of  Public 
Works  (Bureau  of  Suiweys)  ;  and  is  also  authorized  to  ap- 
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point  assistants  nnd  inspectors  as  may  be  requisite,  and 
to  pay  all  expenses  for  salaries,  somidings,  inspe.ction, 
tests,  transportation  and  incidental  expenses  not  othei-^'ise

AN  ORDINANCE. 

To  regulate  the  emission  of  smoke  from  chiuuieys,  stacks^ 
flues,  or  open  spaces  within  the  City  of  Philadelphia; 
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providing  a  color  scale  for  rlio  moasureiueut  of  the 
(leorce  of  darkness  of  such  smoke,  making  it  unlawful  to 
])ermit  the  esca])e  of  smoke  of  a  certain  degree  of  dark- 
ness and  jiroviding  a  ])enalt_v  for  tlie  violation  of  this 
ordinance. 

Sia-riOiN  1.  The  Sch'cf  and  Coinnioii  Coiuicils  of  the 
City  of  Ph'daddphia  do  ordiiji.  That  for  ilie  purpose  of 
regulating  the  emission  of  smoke  from  chinnieys,  stacks, 
flues,  or  open  spaces  within  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  and 
to  determine  hy  comparison  the  degree  of  darkness  of 
smoke  so  emitted,  a  color  scale  of  measurement  shall  be, 
and  the  same  is  hereby  adopted,  as  follows :  One  thickness 
of  grey  glass  of  sufficient  capacity  to  cut  off  sixty  per  cent, 
of  the  light  from  a  flame  having  the  lighting  p()wer  of 
sixteen  candles,  shall  be  taken  as  the  basis  of  the  said  scale, 
and  four  thicknesses  of  such  glass  shall  be  known  and 
designated  as  iSTo.  1  scale. 

Sect.  2.  It  is  hereby  forbidden  and  declared  to  be  un- 
lawful to  suffer  or  permit  the  emission  or  escape  of  smoke 
of  a  g-reater  degree  of  darkness  than  ISTo.  1  scale  from 
any  fire  or  fires,  wdiether  the  same  be  acvive,  or  burning 
or  banked,  or  in  a  state  of  rest,  and  whether  said  smoke  be 
suffered  or  permitted  to  escape  through  a  stack,  fine,  or 
chimney,  or  from  an  open  space :  Provided,  however.  That 
it  shall  not  be  nnlaw^ful  to  permit  or  suffer  the  emission 
or  escape  of  such  smoke  of  a  greater  degree  of  darkness 
than  No.  1  scale  for  a  period  of  not  more  than  five  con- 
secutive minutes  from  any  locomotive  or  river  steam  craft 
standing  with  banked  fires  or  engaged  in  shifting,  or  for 
a  period  of  not  more  than  ten  consecutive  minutes  from 
any  locomotive  or  river  steam  craft  while  irs  fires  may  be 
in  process  of  (deaning  or  preparing  for  starting:  And  pro- 
vided further.  That- none  of  the  provisions  of  this  ordi- 
nance shall  apply  to  a  locomotive  or  locomotives  or  river 
steam  craft  in  continuous  transit  through  or  across  the 
City,  or  w^hile  entering  or  departing  therefrom. 

Sect.  3.  The  provisions  of  this  ordinance  shall  not 
apply  at  any  time  between  the  hours  of  4  o'clock  A.  M. 
and  7  o'clock  A.  M. 
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Sect.  4.  Any  person  or  persons  who  shall  violate,  or 
cause  to  be  violated,  this  ordinance,  or  any  of  the  pro- 
visions thereof,  or  who  shall  suffer  or  permit  any  of  the 
acts  hereby  forbidden  or  declared  to  be  unlaAvful,  shall  be 
subject  to  a  penalty- of  twenty-five  (25)  dollars  for  each 
offense,  to  be  collected  and  recovered  by  and  at  the  suit 
of  the  City  of  Philadelphia  for  the  use  of  said  City,  as 
debts  of  like  amount  are  now  by  law  recoverable :  Pro- 
vided, however,  That  all  such  suits  shall  be  brought  within 
five  days  after  the  offense  shall  have  been  committed. 

Sect.  5.  This  ordinance  shall  become  operative  from 
and  after  the  first  day  of  January,  1905,  and  the  enforce- 
ment thereof  shall  be  and  is  hereby  made  the  duty  of  the 
Bureau  of  Boiler  Inspection,  subject  to  such  incidental 
rules  and  regulations  as  the  said  Bureau  of  Boiler  In- 
spection may  establish  and  provide. 

Sect.  6.  The  ordinance,  approved  the  25th  day  of 
March,  1904,  entitled  "An  Ordinance  to  regulate  the  emis- 
sion of  smoke  from  chimneys,  stacks,  flues,  or  open  spaces 
within  the  City  of  Philadelphia ;  providing  the  color  scale 
for  the  measurement  of  the  degree  of  darkness  of  such 
smoke ;  making  it  unlawful  to  permit  the  escape  of  smoke 
of  certain  degrees  of  darkness,  and  providing  a  penalty  for 
the  violation  of  this  ordinance,"  and  all  other  ordinances, 
or  parts  of  ordinances,  inconsistent  herewith  be,  and  the 
same  are  hereby  repealed.

Item  11.  For  advertising,  postage,  horse  shoeing,  mis- 
cellaneous expenses,  repairs  to  wagons,  carts,  harness,  tools, 
pipe,  pavements,  etc.,  ground  rent  918  Cherry  street;  rent 
of  ofiice,  shop  and  stable,  Fifth  District,  electric  current, 
•etc.,  four  thousand  (4,000)  dollars. 

Item  12.  For  asphalt  and  granolithic  paving  and  re- 
pairs thereto,  five  hundred  (500)  dollars. 

Item  13.  For  emergencies,  five  thousand  (5,000)  dol- 
lars. 
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Item  14.  For  hauling  coal  and  ashes  from  Spring  Gar- 
den, Queen  Lane  and  Belmont  Pumping  Stations,  twelve 
thousand  five  hundred  (12,500)  dollars. 

Item  15.  For  the  purchase  of  materials,  connected  with 
the  repairs  to  machinery,  mains,  buildings  and  sidings,  two 
thousand  five  hundred  (2,500)  dollars. 

Provided,  That  nothing  in  this  ordinance  shall  prevent 
the  Director  of  the  Department  of  Public  Works  from 
laying  water  pipe  or  making  repairs  by  day's  work  or 
from  the  employment  of  any  additional  service  when  the 
exigencies  require :  Provided,  also.  That  laborers  be  paid 
not  less  than  one  (1)  dollar  and  seventy-five  (75)  cents 
per  day,  and  that  eight  hours  constitute  a  day's  labor  for 
caulkers,  mechanics  and  other  per  diem  men  of  this 
Bureau. 

Provided,  further.  That  the  Director  shall  be  allowed, 
when  it  is  in  his  judgment  to  the  best  interest  of  the  City, 
to  purchase  or  contract,  without  advertising,  bills  for  this 
Bureau  not  exceeding  the  sum  of  one  hundred  (100) 
dollars. 

Sect.  9.  When  the  Director  of  the  Department  of 
Public  Works  is  obliged  to  employ  labor  to  do  the  work 
under  neglected  or  annulled  contracts,  then  payments  shall 
be  made  from  the  item  against  which  such  contracts  are 
charged,  and  the  amount  so  paid  charged  against  the  con- 
tractor on  the  amount  set  aside  for  such  neglected  or  an- 
nulled contracts. 

Sect.  10.  That  all  bids  shall  be  opened  and  all  con- 
tracts awarded  in  the  presence  of  the  Committee  of  Coun- 
cils having  supervision.  And  that  no  contracts  shall  be 
entered  into  extending  beyond  December  31,  1905,  without 
the  approval  of  Councils. 

Sect.  11.  Warrants  shall  be  drawn  as  follows:  For 
employees  of  the  City  Tee  Boats,  one  warrant,  payable 
monthly:  for  employees  in  the  District  Surveyor's  Office 
(Bureau  of  Surveys),  one  warrant,  payable  monthly. 

For  the  Bureau  of  Water :   For  employees  at  the  pump- 
ing   stations,    one    warrant    for    each    station,    payment 
monthly. 
23 
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The  following  employees  in  the  Bureau  of  Water  to  be 
paid  semi-monthly:  For  the  employees  in  the  Purveyor's 
districts,  one  warrant  for  each  district;  for  the  employees 
of  the  City  construction  and  repair  shop,  one  warrant; 
for  the  employees  upon  the  improvement  for  distribution 
and  contingent  roll,  one  warrant;  for  the  employees  upon 
the  buildings,  grounds,  and  reservoir  roll,  one  warrant. 
Warrants  for  the  Director's  office  shall  be  drawn  by  the 
Director.  Warrants  for  the  City  Ice  Boats  shall  be  drawn 
by  the  Superintendent,  and  all  other  warrants  by  the 
Chiefs  of  the  respective  Bureaus,  and  shall  be  approved  by 
the  Director. 

Provided,  That  before  any  warrants  for  contract  work 
are  countersigned  by  the  City  Controller  the  contractoi* 
shall  file  an  affidavit  with  him  that  none  but  American 
citizens  have  been  employed  on  the  work,  in  accordance 
with  the  provisions  of  the  ordinance  of  Councils,  entitled 
"An  Ordinance  for  the  employment  only  of  American 
citizens  by  contractors  doing  work  for  the  City  of  Phila- 
delphia," approved  by  the  Mayor,  December  16,  1896 : 
Provided,  further.  That  in  work  in  which  the  cost  is  paid 
whole  or  in  part  from  assessment  of  benefits  the  affidavit 
shall  not  be  required:  Provided,  also.  All  salaried  em- 
ployees in  this  Department  shall  be  citizens  of  the  United 
States  and  bona  fide  residents  of  this  City. 

All  ordinances  or  parts  of  ordinances  inconsistent  here- 
with be,  and  the  same  are  hereby  repealed.

To  permit  J.  P.  Mathieu  &  Cbmpany  to  construct  an  iron 
bridge  across  Ontario  street,  west  of  Ninth  street. 

The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the 
City  of  Philadelphia  do  ordain.  That  permission  be  and 
the  same  is  hereby  granted  to  J.  P.  Mathieu  &  Company 
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to  construct  an  iron  bridge  over  and  across  Ontario  street, 
about  forty  feet  west  of  Ninth  street,  to  connect  tbe  third 
story  of  their  works  on  either  side  of  said  street;  said 
bridge  shall  not  exceed  six  feet  wide,  nor  nine  feet  high, 
and  shall  have  a  clearance  of  at  least  twenty-two  feet  above 
the  curb  line,  and  be  constructed  under  the  supervision  of 
the  Department  of  Public  Works  in  accordance  with  plans 
to  be  approved  by  said  Department.  Before  exercising 
any  privileges  under  this  ordinance  the  said  J.  P.  Mathieu 
&  Company  shall  first  enter  into  an  agreement,  satisfactory 
to  the  City  Solicitor,  protecting  the  City  against  all  dam- 
ages by  reason  of  the  construction  and  maintenance  of  said 
bridge,  and  shall  pay  into  the  City  Treasury  the  sum  of 
fifty  (50)  dollars  for  the  publication  of  this  ordinance. 
The  privilege  hereby  granted  shall  be  revocable  at  any  time 
and  the  bridge  removed  upon  the  passage  of  an  ordinance 
of  Councils  to  that  effect.

To  revise  the  lines  and  grades  of  that  portion  of  the  City 
plan  bounded  by  Sixty-fourth,  Race,  Sixty-fifth  and 
Vine  streets,  in  the  Thirty-fourth  Ward. 

Section  1.  The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the 
City  of  Philadelphia  do  ordain.  That  the  Department  of 
Public  Works  (Board  of  Surveyors)  be  authorized  and 
directed  to  revise  the  lines  and  grades  of  that  portion  of 
the  City  plan  bounded  by  Sixty-fourth,  Race,  Sixty-fiith 
and  Vine  streets,  in  the  Thirty-fourth  Ward,  by  striking 
therefrom  Simpson  street  as  now  laid  out,  from  Race  to 
Vine  street,  and  placing  on  the  plan  in  lieu  thereof  Simp- 
son and  Avondale  streets,  each  of  the  width  of  forty  feet, 
from  Race  to  Vine  street :  Provided,  That  the  owners  of 
property  affected  by  said  revision  first  enter  into  an  agree- 
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ment,  satisfactory  to  the  City  Solicitor,  protecting  the  City 
from  all  damages  by  reason  of  the  changes  hereby  author- 
ized, and  shall  dedicate  to  the  City  free  of  cost  the  bed  of 
the  proposed  Simpson  and  Avondale  streets  on  the  lines 
and  grades  as  confirmed  by  the  Board  of  Surveyors.

Dear  Sir: — In  reply  to  your  oral  inquiry  as  to  the 
right  of  the  Mayor  of  Philadelphia  to  veto  a  part  of  an 


item  of  appropriation,  allowing  the  other  part  not  so  vetoed 
to  stand  as  a  valid  ordinance,  J  would  say  that  the  subject 
is  governed  bv  the  case  of  Commonwealth  vs.  Barnett,  191 
Pa.,  161.  In  that  case  it  was  held  by  the  Supreme  Court, 
per  Mitchell,  J.  (Mestrezat,  J.,  dissenting),  that  Article 
IV,  Section  16  of  the  Constitution  of  Pennsylvania, 
authorized  the  Governor  to  disapprove  of  a  part  of  an 
item  of  appropriation  without  affecting  the  validity  of  that 
part  of  the  same  item  which  was  not  so  disapproved ;  and 
that  under  such  power  the  Governor  was  authorized  to 
disapprove  of  $1,000,000  of  an  appropriation  of  $11,000,- 
000  for  educational  purposes,  leaving  the  appropriation 
as  to  $10,000,000  thereof  intact. 

The  article  of  the  Constitution  referred  to  gives  to  the 
Governor  the  "power  to  disapprove  of  any  item  or  items 
of  any  bill  making  appropriations  of  money  embracing 
distinct  items,  and  the  part  or  parts  of  the  bill  approved 
shall  be  the  law,  and  the  iteni  or  items  of  appropriation 
disapproved  shall  be  void  unless  repassed  according  to  the 
rules  and  limitations  prescribed  for  the  passage  of  other 
bills  over  the  executive  veto." 

It  is  needless  to  set  out  the  precise  phraseology  of  so 
much  of  the  Act  of  June  1,  1885,  as  pertains  to  this  sub- 
ject. Article  I,  Section  1,  of  that  Act,  on  page  39,  is 
substantially  identical  in  regard  to  the  disapproval  of 
items  of  councilmanic  appropriation  as  the  section  of  the 
Constitution  above  quoted  is  with  respect  to  appropria- 
tions by  the  Legislature,  the  differences  between  the  con- 
stitutional provision  and  the  legislative  language  in'  the 
Act  of  1885  being  merely  trivial  and  implying  no  distinc- 
tion of  meaning. 

I  can  find  no  ground  upon  which  to  advise  you  thaic 
the  effect  of  that  portion  of  the  Act  of  June  1,  1885,  is 
in  any  way  different  in  its  legal  effect  from  that  of  the 
constitutional  provision  referred  to,  as  the  latter  has  been 
construed  by  the  Supreme  Court  in  the  case  above  cited, 
which  construction  we  are,  of  course,  obliged  to  submit  to 
as  long  as  the  same  remains  unreversed. 

I  would  therefore  answer  your  inquiry  by  saying  that 
the  Mayor  of  the   City  of  Philadelphia  has  the  power 


under  the  Act  of  June  1,  1885,  to  veto  part  of  an  item 
of  appropriation  by  Councils  and  to  approve  of  the  other 
part  thereof.

Dear  Sir:- — I  am  in  receipt  of  your  commnnication 
asking  the  opinion  of  this  department  upon  the  subject  of 
the  right  of  the  Commissioners  of  Fairmount  Park  lo 
allow  the  lot  of  ground  on  Thirty-third  street,  near  Berks, 
to  be  used  as  a  site  for  the  erection  of  a  public  school. 
You  enclose  copy  of  an  opinion  which  has  already  been 
rendered  to  the  Fairmount  Park  Commission  by  their 
Solicitor.  It  is  therein  stated  that  the  land  in  question 
lies  outside  of  the  Park  limits,  and  has  been  acquired  by 
the  City  of  Philadelphia  in  pursuance  of  Section  13  of  the 
Act  of  April  14,  1868,  P.  L.  1083, — the  material  portions 
of  which  section  are  as  follows : 

"It  shall  be  lawful  for  said  Park  Commissioners  to 
acquire  title  to  the  whole  or  any  tract  of  land,  part  of 
whicli  shall  fall  within  the  boundaries  mentioned  in  the 
first  section  of  this  Act,  and  to  take  conveyance  thereof 
in  the  name  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia ;  and  such  part 
thereof  as  shall  lie  beyond  or  within  the  said  park  limits 
again  to  sell  and  convey  in  absolute  fee  simple  to  any  pur- 
chaser or  purchasers  thereof  by  deeds,  to  be  signed  by  the 
Mayor  under  the  seal  of  the  City,  to  be  affixed  by  direc- 
tion of  Councils,  either  for  cash  or  part  cash,  and  part  to 
be  secured  by  bond  and  mortgage  to  the  City,  paying  all 
cash  into  the  City  Treasury:  Provided,  That  the  proceeds 
of  such  sales  shall  be  paid  into  the  sinking  fund  for  the 
redemption  of  the  loan  creat^id  under  the  provisions  of 
this  act." 


It  will  be  noticed  that  the  authority  to  dispose  of  por- 
tions of  the  land  acquired  by  virtue  of  the  foregoing  is 
limited  so  that  the  deeds  therefor  are  to  be  signed  by  the 
Mayor  under  the  seal  of  the  City  to  be  affixed  by  direction 
of  Councils.  If  such  language  stood  alone,  it  would  be 
clear  that  the  Mayor  and  Councils  of  the  City  might  sell 
such  land  without  regard  to  any  action  which  the  Park 
Commission  might  take  in  the  premises,  but  it  is  the  Park 
Commissioners  who  are  explicitly  authorized  to  make  sale 
of  such  outlying  portions  of  the  property  thus  acquired, 
and  I  think  it  follows  that  the  action  of  those  Commis- 
sioners must  conjoin  wuth  that  of  the  other  municipal 
authorities  in  making  a  valid  disposition  of  the  property. 

In  this  conclusion  I  find  mj^self  in  agreement  with  the 
learned  Solicitor  for  the  Park  Commission,  and  it  is  pos- 
sibly also  true  that  the  proposition  is  correct,  that  if  sucli 
property  were  to  be  sold  the  proceeds  should  be  paid  into 
the  Sinking  Fund  for  Park  loans  as  directed  by  the  Act. 
In  this  connection,  however,  it  is  to  be  borne  in  mind  that 
all  of  the  loans  authorized  by  said  Act  have  long  since 
been  paid,  and  that  any  new  loans  which  may  have  been 
or  may  hereafter  be  created  for  park  purposes,  by  virtuo 
of  present  legislation  necessarily  provide  for  their  own 
Sinking  Funds. 

But,  be  this  as  it  may,  the  present  question  is  not  one 
respecting  the  sale  of  land  held  in  the  manner  in  question, 
or  of  the  disposition  of  the  proceeds  thereof,  but  respects 
the  use  of  said  land,  and  is  briefly,  whether  the  Park  Com- 
mission may,  if  it  see  fit,  permit  the  City  to  make  use  of 
such  land  as  a  site  for  a  school  building.  The  Solicitor 
for  the  Park  Commission  thinks  that  they  cannot  do  this, 
because  in  his  view  the  intendment  of  the  Act  as  a  whole 
requires  the  Commission  to  receive  a  quid  pro  quo  upon 
any  alienation  and  inferably  to  use  it  in  the  interest  and 
for  the  sole  benefit  of  Fairmount  Park,  as  distinct  from 
the  benefit  and  interest  of  the  City  itself. 

To  this  conclusion  I  cannot  see  my  way  clear  to  assent, 
though  holding  the  views  of  the  Counsel  of  the  Commission 
in  the  highest  respect.  I  find  nothing  in  the  Act  of  Assem- 
bly, or  in  any  other  act,  which  would  preclude  the  Park 
Commission  from  permitting  the  City  to  use  part  of  such 


a  lot,  outside  of  the  Park  limits,  for  school  purposes. 
That  lot,  it  is  to  be  remembered,  was  paid  for  with  the 
City's  money,  and  title  to  it  is  held  in  the  City's  name.  It 
is  not  made  obligatory  upon  the  Park  Commission  to  dis- 
pose of  such  land  at  all ;  it  is  only  made  lawful  by  the  Act 
of  1868  for  them  to  do  so.  The  trust  relation  which  they 
occupy  toward  the  property  is  no  less  clearly  in  favor  of 
the  City  which  holds  title  to  it  and  whose  money  paid  for 
it,  than  it  is  in  favor  of  the  Park  considered  as  a  separate- 
entity  from  the  City  itself. 

In  order  that  a  school  house  sJiould  be  erected  upon  the 
site  proposed,  it  is  doubtless  true  that  the  Board  of  Publi(5 
Education,  the  Councils  and  J\Iayor  of  the  Citj^,  and  the 
Park  Commission  must  concur  in  consenting  to  such  use; 
but,  given  the  concurrence  of  those  bodies,  it  seems  clear 
to  this  Department  that  in  no  view  of  the  statute  affecting 
the  subject,  or  of  any  broader  consideration  either  of  law 
or  of  public  policy,  can  it  be  held  that  it  would  be  invalid 
or  unlawful  to  permit  a  school  house  to  be  built  upon  the 
plot  in  accordance  with  the  suggestion  which  has  been 
made.

Dear  Sie  : — To  3'our  communication  under  date  of  yes- 
terday relative  to  payment  to  Daniel  Dooley  and  James 
Curran  of  the  ten  per  centum  of  the  amount  of  their  con- 
tracts for  cleaning  streets  of  tlie  Third  and  Fourth  Dis- 
tricts respectively  during  the  year  1903,  I  reply  that  under 
the  terms  in  the  copy  of  contract  and  specifications  submit- 
ted to  me  the  contractors  are  required  to  deposit  in  cash 
with  the  Citv  Treasurer  ten  per  centmn  of  the  amount  of 
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eacli  contract  (General  Regiilations  'No.  1)  ;  and  further, 
tli.-it  upon  failure  to  comply  with  any  part  of  the  contract 
or  specifications,  shall  be  cause  for  the  employment  of  suffi- 
cient force  to  have  the  work  contracted  for  properly  done, 
and  the  same  to  be  paid  for  out  of  the  ten  per  centum  so 
deposited  as  a  security  therefor  by  the  contractor  (General 
Regulation  ISTo.  9). 

Therefore,  if  no  part  of  the  ten  percentum  so  paid  has 
been  used  in  the  manner  indicated  in  said  specifications, 
the  said  contractors  are  entitled  to  have  the  same  paid  to 
them  irrespective  of  any  question  regarding  fines  imposed 
iipon  them  by  your  Department,  or  whether  they  have  re^ 
fused  to  accept  warrants  for  the  work  performed  under 
their  contracts. 

If  the  money  has  not  been  so  used,  I  am  of  the  opinion 
that  it  should  be  paid  to  the  contractors  without  further 
delay. 

You  further  state  that  said  contractors  demand  the  satis- 
faction of  "the  judgments  on  their  contracts-"  It  appears 
that  no  judgments  have  been  entered  upon  the  bonds  of 
the  corporations  Avho  are  sureties  for  the  respective  con- 
tractors, and  I  know  of  no  judgments  u]3on  their  contracts 
A\hich  have  been  entered  in  any  manner.  Assuming  that 
you  refer  to  a  demand  for  the  release  of  the  surety,  I  would 
say  that  such  release  may  safely  be  made.  As  a  measure 
of  precaution,  however,  I  would  advise  that  before  con- 
senting to  sucli  release  of  sureties  you  should  require  from 
i]]e  contractors  or  their  counsel  a  written  assurance  that  the 
same  shall  be  without  prejudice  to  either  party  in  respect 
to  any  litigation  as  to  the  fines  imposed  or  otherwise  under 
said  contracts.

Dear  Sir  : — Yo^^^s  of  a  recent  date  requesting  informa- 
tion ''as  to  whether  tlie  Ordinance  of  June  9,  1890,  en- 
titled 'An  Ordinance  supplementing  an  ordinance  regu- 
lating the  placing  of  streets  upon  the  City  plan  and  the 
is.suing  of  building  and  other  permits  by  the  depai'tments 
and  bureaus  of  the  City,  approved  April  8^  1890,'  so  modi- 
lies  the  Ordinance  of  April  8,  1890,  referred  to  in  your 
letter  of  JSTovember  IT,  as  to  warrant  the  Bureau  in  mak- 
ing surveys  upon  the  portion  of  AllengTove  street  particu- 
larly described  in  my  fonner  communication." 

The  letter  to  which  you  refer  is  the  one  of  ISTovember  2, 
1903,  having  attached  thereto  a  copy  of  letter  from  J.  H. 
Webster  to  Geo  S.  Webster,  dated  October  29,  1903 ;  also, 
jjhins  of  AUengrove  street  and  a  copy  of  the  description  in 
the  deed  of  James  C.  ThomiDSon  et  al.  to  John  Clapp,  dated 
August  23,  1882. 

In  reply  to  your  communication  I  Avould  say  that  I  am 
of  tlie  opinion  tliat  the  facts  disclosed  by  your  letter  are 
not  sufficient  to  warrant  your  Department  in  making  the 
suiwey.  The  deed  to  which  you  refer,  namely,  Thompson 
et  al.  to  Clapp,  does  not  work  a  dedication  of  AUengrove 
street,  between  Cedar  street  and  the  dead  end.  Ordinarily 
where  a  property  owner  makes  a  plan  of  lots  and  shows 
tliem  as  abutting  upon  a  street  not  upon  the  City  plan,  and 
■"hen  sells  lots  to  the  side  of  that  street,  that  action  upon  his 
part  would  be  sufficient,  so  far  as  he  is  concerned,  to  work 
a  dedication  of  the  street,  but  ia  this  particulai-  proceeding 
the  grantor  sold  to  the  middle  of  the  street  and  said,  "to- 
gether with  the  free  and  common  use,  right,  liberty  and 
jii'ivilege  of  the  said  Cedar  street  when  opened  to  public 
use,  and  also  with  the  free  and  common  use,  right,  liberty 
and  privilege  to  the  said  fifty  feet  wide  street,  etc.,  as 
above  set  forth,  at  all  times  forever,  after  the  expiration  of 
three  years  from  the  date  of  these  presents,  etc.     It  being 
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expressly  covenanted  and  agreed  between  the  parties  hereto, 
their  lieirs  and  assigns  shall  not  in  any  manner  or  either 
in  law  or  equity,  enforce  the  opening  of  said  fifty  feet  wide 
street,  or  claim  or  enforce  any  right,  use  or  passage  over 
the  same  as  laid  out  over  the  premises  of  said  grantors,  not 
hereby  conveyed,  until  the  expiration  of  the  said  period  of 
three  ,years  unless  the  said  street  shall  be  voluntarily  opened 
by  said  grantors  for  public  use  within  the  said  period  of 
ti'me." 

It  will  be  seen  from  this  language  that  the  grantor  re- 
seiTed  the  right  of  that  ground  for  himself  not  only  as 
against  the  gTantee  but  against  the  whole  world,  until  the 
expiration  of  the  three  years,  and  after  the  expiration  of 
three  years  he  merely  gave  a  private  right  of  way  over  the 
balance  of  Allengrove  street  as  far  as  Cedar  street. 

The  deed  of  December  16,  1901,  by  Mary  Ann  Allen 
et  al.  for  the  property  abutting  upon  the  other  portions  of 
Allengrove  street,  between  Cedar  street  and  the  dead  end, 
woidd  be  sufficient  to  work  a  dedication  to  public  use,  but 
here  we  are,  confronted  with  the  provisions  of  the  Ordi- 
nance of  April  8,  1890,  the  last  sentence  of  which  provides 
'"and  all  of  said  streets  shall  De  continuous  and  run  in  a 
straight  line  from  one  public  street  to  another."  Inasmuch 
as  at  the  time  of  the  dedication  by  Mary  Ann  Allen  this 
street  did  not  run  from  one  public  street  to  another,  you  are 
forbidden  by  the  terms  of  that  ordinance  from  issuing  the 
saivey.  Moreover,  in  order  to  make  a  dedication  complete 
on  the  part  of  the  jxiblic  as  well  as  the  OAViier  and  to  charge 
the  public  corporation  having  jurisdiction  over  highways 
with  the  duty  to  repair  the  Avay  and  perform  the  other 
municipal  functions  with  relation  thereto,  there  must  be 
an  acceptance  of  the  dedication  by  the  public  or  the  proper 
1'  cal  authorities.  At  no  time  could  the  Bureau  of  Surveys 
I'.ave  accepted  the  dedication  even  if  one  had  been  worked 
by  the  deed  of  Au^ist  23,  1882,  because  of  the  provision- 
of  the  Act  of  June  6,  1871  (P.  L.  1353),  Section  3  of 
"VAjiich  provides :  "^o  street  shall  hereafter  be  added  to 
ajiy  confirmed  plan  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia  and  called 
a  public  street  until  the  same  shall  liave  been  approved  by 
■^he  Board  of  Surveyors  as  to  location  and  width  and  grades, 
and  shall  extend  from  street  to  street  as  a  thoroughfare." 


Your  letter  further  fails  to  show  any  acceptance  upon 
tlic  part  of  the  general  public  by  general  common  user  of 
this  street.  Acceptance  on  the  part  of  the  public  in  the  ab- 
sence of  acceptance  of  dedication  by  the  proper  municipal 
ainl.iorities  may  be  implied  by  a  general  and  long  continued 
use  by  the  public  as  of  rio-ht.  (Elliott  on  Roads  and 
Streets,  2  Ed.,  Sec.  154,  p.  153.) 

I  am  therefore  of  opinion  that  it  will  be  unlawful  to  make 
a  survey  for  building  ]3urposes  on  Allengrove  street,. between 
Cedar  street  and  the  dead  end.

Deae  Sie: — To  your  request  for  an  opinion  in  regard 
to  the  Ordinance  of  July  7,  1857,  and  April  1,  1859,  relat-- 
ing  to  the  removal  of  snow  from  the  streets  occupied  by 
passenger  railway  companies,  inquiring  whether  any  legis- 
lation has  been  enacted  affecting  the  operation  of  these  ordi- 
nances ;  whether  they  are  still  in  force,  and  if  so,  to  wliat 
extent  the  passenger  railway  companies  are  liable  for  the 
removal  of  snow  (whether  from  the  entire  surface  of  the 
street  or  from  only  a  portion  of  the  same)  ;  and  also  whether 
this  is  a  matter  winch  comes  under  the  direction  of  the 
Department  of  Public  Works,  or  wliether  it  is  a  police 
regulation,  since  it  may  be  viewed  in  the  light  of  an  obstruc- 
tion to  travel,  I  reply  as  follows : 

The  Act  of  June  1,  1885  (Bullitt  bill),  Art.  IV,  Section 
1,  provides  that  the  Department  of  Public  Works  shall 
have  charge,  among  other  things,  of  the  gi'ading,  paving, 
repairing,  cleaning  and  lighting  the  streets,  alleys  and 
highways,  and  therefore  I  am  of  opinion  that  under  this 
section  of  the  Act  the  subject  of  your  inquiry  pertains  to 
the  administration  of  the  Department  of  Public  Works. 
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The  said  Ordinance  of  July  7,  1857,  is  entitled  "An 
Ordinance  to  regailate  passenger  railways,"  and  that  of 
April  1,  1859,  is  entitled  "An  Ordinance  supplementary 
to  an  ordinance  entitled  'An  Ordinance  to  regulate  pas- 
senger railways,'  approved  July  7,  1857." 

Each  of  these  ordinances  is  still  in  force,  and  there  has 
been  no  legislation  since  enacted  affecting  them,  nor  have 
Obuncils  by  any  ordinance  repealed  them.  They  were 
under  consideration  by  the  Supreme  Court  in  1902  in  Phil- 
adelphia vs.  Ilestonville,  Mantua  and  Fairmount  R.  R. 
Co.,  203,  Pa.  38,  when  that  company  invoked  their  pro- 
visions to  relieve  it  from  the  liability  of  the  cost  of  re- 
paving  the  streets  wdthout  having  first  received  notice  from 
the  City  to  do  so,  and  also  in  the  case  of  Philadelphia  vs. 
13th  &'l5th  Sts.  P.  R.  R.  Cb.,  169  Pa.,  269  (1895).  In 
the  latter  case  the  question  before  the  Court  was  the  liabil- 
ity under  these  ordinances  of  the  railway  to  repave  Broad 
street. 

Councils  also  so  far  as  concerns  repaving  and  repairing 
of  streets,  have  recognized  that  the  said  ordinances  were 
still  in  force,  as  for  instance,  by  Ordinance  of  May  6,  1876 
(Ord.  1876,  p.  98),  wherein  they  directed  the  Chief  Com- 
missioner of  Highwayss  "to  notify  the  se\^eral  passenger 
railways  to  repave  and  repair  from  curbstone  to  curbstone 
the  streets  upon  which  their  tracks  are  laid  in  accordance 
with  the  provisions  of  the  Ordinance  of  July  7,  1857,  Sec- 
tions 3  and  4,  and  the  supplement  thereto  of  April  1,  1859, 
Section  4." 

The  only  legislation  since  the  passage  of  these  ordinances 
which  relates  to  the  authority  of  the  City  in  regard  to  regu- 
lating passenger  railway  companies,  and  which  might  be 
thought  to  abridge  such  authority,  is  the  Act  of  April  11, 
1868  (P.  L.  849).  That  Act  provided  that  passenger  rail- 
way companies  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia  should  pay 
annually  $50  for  each  car  intended  to  be  run  over  their 
roads  during  the  year,  and  prohibited  the  City  by  ordinance 
or  otherAvise  from  regulating  passenger  railway  companies 
unless  authorized  so  to  do  by  the  laws  of  tliis  Common- 
wealth expressly  in  terms  relating  to  passenger  railway 
corporations  in  the  City  of  Philadelphia.  The  Act  of 
1868  is  prospective,  not  retrospective,  in  its  terms,  and  is 
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therefore  not  to  be  considered  as  affecting  the  ordinances 
of  1857  and  1859.  The  railway  company  in  the  case  of 
City  vs.  Ridge  Avenue  E.  K  Co.,  1-43  P^.,  444,  cited  this 
Act  as  limiting  the  powers  of  Councils,  and  therefore  ren- 
dering void  the  obligation  on  the  part  of  the  railroad  com- 
pany m  accordance  with  the  Ordinances  of  1857  and  185,9, 
to  repave  streets.  The  Supreme  Court,  however,  notwith- 
standing the  provisions  of  the  Act,  held  that  the  railway 
company  was  liable  for  the  rcpaving. 

The  Act  of  1868,  in  view  of  the  constitutional  provi- 
sion requiring  the  consent  of  the  local  authorities  to  the 
construction  of  any  street  passenger  railway,  is  inoperative 
to  prevent  a  conditional  consent  being  given.  The  passen- 
ger railways  in  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  with  few,_  if  any, 
exceptions,  accepted  the  privilege  of  operating  their  roads 
by  the  trolley  system  upon  condition  "That  the  said  rail- 
way company  shall  agree  to  accept  as  binding  upon  it  the 
terms  and  conditions  of  all  laws  and  ordinances  now  in 
force  or  which  may  hereafter  be  passed  relating  to  the  gov- 
ernment, control  or  reg-ulation  of  railways  or  railroads  of 
any  kind  within  the  City  of  Philadelphia."  They  are 
therefore  bound  by  the  terms  upon  w^hich  the  permission 
to  use  the  trolley  system  was  granted  to  them,  and  this 
required  them  to  comply  with  the  ordinances  of  1857  and 
1859,  among  the  other  ordinances  of  the  City,  as  long  as 
they  remain  in  force. 

While  thus  it  is  quite  clear  that  the  Ordinances  of  1857 
and  1859  are  in  effect,  and  while  in  regard  to  the  repair- 
ing and  repaving  of  streets  the  companies  have  complied 
therewith,  nevertheless  it  must  be  observed  that  no  attempt 
has  ever  been  made  by  Councils,  or  the  City  authorities 
during  the  forty-five  years  which  have  elapsed  since  their 
passage  to  compel  the  railway  companies  to  obey  those  parts 
of  the  ordinances,  requiring  them  to  clear  the  snow  from 
the  streets.  On  the  contrai*y.  Councils  and  the  municipal 
authorities  have  acted  as  if  the  provision  pertaining  to  the 
removal  of  snow  from  the  streets  was  either  inapplicable, 
or  had  become  obsolete.  Thus,  on  February  12,  1873, 
Coimcils  by  resolution  signed  by  the  Mayor,  provided 
"That  the  Board  of  Health  be  requested  to  require  the  con- 
tractors for  cleaning  the  streets,  to  clear  the  main  streets, 
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or  sucli  streets  as  they  shall  direct,  of  the  snow  which  may 
accumulate  therein,  and  impede  regular  tra^^el ;  and  if  they 
cannot  compel  them  to  do  it  under  their  present  contracts, 
that  in  all  contracts  made  after  the  first  day  of  February, 
1873,  it  shall  be  required  of  such  contractors,  that  when 
the  streets  are  so  covered  with  snow  as  to  interfere  with, 
regular  travel,  they  shall  in  lieu  of  cleaning  the  streets,  haul 
the  snow  from  such  of  them  as  the  Board  of  Health  shall 
direct." 

At  the  time  of  the  passage  of  this  resolution,  which  had 
the  effect  of  an  ordinance,  the  cleaning  of  the  streets  was 
under  the  control  of  the  Board  of  Health. 

In  the  same  year  by  ordinance  of  December  13,  1873 
(p.  580),  Councils  by  clear  implication  authorized  passen- 
ger railway  companies  to  run  over  their  tracks  machines 
for  the  removal  of  snow  therefrom,  such  snow^  to  be  thrown 
to  the  side  of  the  tracks,  but  not  upon  the  sidewalk. 

Furthermore,  appropriations  have  frequently  been  made 
for  clearing  snow  from  portions  of  the  highways  occupied 
by  passenger  railways.  Thus,  under  Ordinance  of  Decem- 
ber 30,  1899,  an  appropriation  was  made  to  the  Bureau 
of  Highways  "for  repairing  and  repaving  and  removing 
snow  and  ice  from  paved  and  macadamized  streets  in  which 
passenger  railway  tracks  are  laid,"  and  providing  for  the 
recovery  from  the  railway  companies  of  the  money  expended 
for  repairs  and  for  the  poling  off  of  their  tracks  while  the 
work  of  repair  was  in  progress,  but  making  no  similar  pro- 
visions in  regard  to  the  removal  of  snow  and  ice.  In  other 
years  ordinances  of  like  tenor  have  been  passed.  These 
seemingly  indicate  the  C'ouncilmanic  view  to  have  been 
that  while  the  railway  companies  were  liable  for  repairs 
made  by  the  City  to  streets  occupied  by  them,  they  were 
not  so  liable  for  the  removal  of  ice  and  snow.  This  atti- 
tude of  Cbuncils  in  regard  to  the  said  ordinances  may  have 
been  prompted  by  the  impracticability  of  literally  enforc- 
ing their  provisions  for  removing  snow  from  the  streets. 

In  considering  what  part  of  the  street  said  ordi- 
nances require  the  companies  to  clear  of  snoAv,  it  would  ap- 
pear thnt  the  Ordinance  of  1859  should  be  regarded  as  the 
one  fixing  the  obligation  of  the  companies.

In  the  Ordinance  of  1857  it  is  not  easy  to  say  from  -vhat 
part  of  the  highway  the  railway  companies  were  requi-od 
to  remove  the  snow.  Tlie  provision  applicable  thereto  is 
"that  for  the  convenience  of  the  pnhlic,  it  shall  also  be  the 
dnty  of  such  companies  to  clear  the  streets,  or  other  public 
highways  that  they  may  occupy  of  snow  or  any  obstructions 
placed  therein  by  such  companies,  when  the  same  impedes 
the  travel  upon  said  highways." 

The  only  obligation  apparently  put  upon  the  companies 
by  this  ordinance  was  to  clear  the  streets  of  snow  "when  the 
same  impedes  travel  upon  the  said  highways."  This  may 
have  referred  to  travel  upon  the  cars  of  the  railway  com- 
panies, being  intended  to  mean  that  they  should  keep  their 
tracks  clear  so  that  the  roads  could  be  operated ;  or,  it  may 
have  referred  to  travel  by  pedestrians  or  by  vehicles.  It 
is  clear,  however,  that  their  obligation  w^as  limited  to  times 
when  the  snow  impeded  travel.  Further  increasing  this 
ambiguity  is  the  alternative  proviso  to  this  section,  au- 
thorizing the  companies  to  use  sleighs  or  other  suitable  ve- 
hicles for  the  transportation  of  passengers,  and  thus  relieve 
themselves  from  the  penalty  chargeable  for  not  clearing  the 
streets  of  snow.  This  Avould  seem  to  indicate  that  the  whole 
purpose  of  the  ordinance  was  to  compel  the  companies  to 
keep  their  roads  in  operation  and  to  so  far  clear  the  streets 
of  snow  that  the  cars  might  be  run  for  the  convenience  of 
their  patrons. 

This  view^  of  the  Ordinance  of  1857  is  further  strength- 
ened by  the  Ordinance  of  1859,  wherein  it  required  the 
railway  companies  to  keep  a  passageway  for  carts  and  ve- 
hicles clear  of  snow  on  each  side  of  their  tracks.  It  is  diffi- 
cult to  conceive  that  the  earlier  ordinance  meant  that  the 
whole  street  was  to  be  kept  clear  of  snow,  and  that  w^ithin 
two  years  another  ordinance  directed,  apparently  as  an  ad- 
ditional burden,  that  only  a  part  thereof  should  be  so 
cleared.  If  it  did  have  that  purpose,  however,  it  is  modi- 
fied by  the  ordinance  of  1859  in  so  far  as  the  two  are  in- 
consistent. This  was  the  view  taken  by  the  Supreme  Court 
in  the  case  of  Phila.  vs.  Hestonville,  etc.,  supra,  in  relation 
to  the  obligation  of  the  railway  companies  as  to  repairing 
streets.      Judge  Willson,  in  speaking  of  these  two  ordi- 
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nances,  said:  "There  is  perhaps  no  essential  difference 
upon  the  point  under  discussion  (that  is,  as  to  repairing) 
between  tlie  two  ordinances,  but  we  think  that  it  would 
be  proper  if  there  were  any  such  difference,  to  regard  the 
later  of  the  two  as  fixing  the  obligation  of  the  passenger 
railway  companies."  This  opinion  was  affirmed  by  the 
Supreme  Court. 

The  Ordinance  of  1859  requires  the  companies  "To  keep 
a  passageway  for  carts  and  vehicles  clear  of  snow  in  the 
winter  season  on  each  side  of  their  tracks  or  railway." 
Therefore,  by  the  joint  effect  of  the  two  ordinances,  in  addi- 
tion to  keeping  their  tracks  clear  of  snow,  the  said  compa- 
nies are  required  to  keep  clear  a  passageway  for  vehicles 
on  each  side  of  their  tracks. 

Thus  far,  in  answer  to  your  inquiry  relative  to  the  Ordi- 
nances of  1857  and  1859,  it  appears  that  they  have  not 
been  repealed  by  subsequent  legislation,  and  in  their  en- 
tirety may  be  regarded  as  still  in  force.  I  have  also  given 
you  my  interpretation  of  the  ordinances  as  to  the  extent 
of  liability  under  which  they  place  the  railway  companies 
with  reference  to  the  removal  of  snow  from  the  streets 
traversed  by  them.  It  appears  by  citations  of  the  Su- 
preme Court  decisions  hereinbefore  referred  to,  that  the 
said  ordinances  are  undoubtedly  in  force  in  so  far  as  they 
require  the  repairing  and  repaving  of  streets,  and  have 
been  so  regarded  by  the '  railway  companies  themselves. 
While  the  provisions  relating  to  the  removal  of  snow  from 
streets  have  not  been  affected  by  subsequent  legislation  it 
is  to  be  remembered  that  in  all  the  years  since  the  passage 
of  the  ordinances,  the  companies  have  not  been  required  to 
comply  therewith,  and  Councils  have  by  the  ordinances 
hereinbefore  referred  to  assumed  that  the  obligation  to  re- 
move the  snow  was  not  upon  tlie  railway  companies,  but 
rested  on  the  City  of  Philadelphia.  Taking  into  considera- 
tion also  that  when  the  Ordinances  of  1857  and  1859  were 
passed  there  existed  but  a  few  miles  of  railway  in  the  City 
of  Philadelphia,  and  tliat  there  now  exist  four  hundred  and 
thirty  miles  of  railroads  laid  upon  approximately  four 
thousand  squares  of  the  City;  that  it  is  physically  almost 
impossible  with  facilities  reasonably  within  reach  to  re- 
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move  the  snow  from  that  number  of  squares  witliin  a  prac- 
ticable time,  that  is  to  say,  before  it  would  be  melted ;  and 
that  to  remove  it  would  entail  upon  the  railway  companies 
an  enormous  outlay;  to  what  extent  those  ordinances  are 
now  capable  of  enforcement  may  be  seriously  questioned. 

This  is  a  matter  to  be  considered  by  the  executive  de- 
partment of  the  City  government.  So  far  as  the  legal 
aspect  of  the  question  is  concerned,  I  am  of  opinion,  as 
already  stated,  that  the  Ordinances  of  1857  and  1859,  if 
not  practically  obsolete  by  reason  of  the  conditions  just 
mentioned,  are  still  in  force,  and  that  the  passenger  rail- 
way companies  are  required  by  the  said  ordinances,  in  addi- 
tion to  removing  snow  from  their  tracks,  to  keep  open  a 
X^assageway  for  carts  and  vehicles  on  each  side  thereof. 

The  text  of  Section  3  of  the  Ordinance  of  July  7,  1857, 
and  of  Section  1,  Clause  6,  of  the  Ordinance  of  April  1, 
1859,  is  as  follows: 

"That  all  railroad  companies  as  aforesaid,  shall  be  at 
the  entire  cost  and  expense  of  maintaining,  paving,  re- 
pairing and  repaving  that  may  be  necessary  upon  any  road, 
street,  avenue  or  alley  occupied  by  them.  That  for  the 
convenience  of  the  public  it  shall  also  be  the  duty  of  such 
companies  to  clear  the  streets,  or  other  public  highways 
that  they  may  occupy,  of  snow  or  any  obstructions  placed 
therein  by  such  companies,  when  the  same  impedes  the 
travel  upon  said  highways,  and  for  any  neglect  on  their 
jDart  to  do  so  for  a  period  of  five  days,  they  shall  be  pun- 
ishable by  a  fine  of  twenty  dollars  for  each  square  that  may 
be  so  impeded,  recoverable  before  any  Alderman  of  the 
City  of  Philadelphia,  and  payable  into  the  City  Treasury, 
upon  complaint  of  five  citizens  residing  therein,  upon  oath 
or  affirmation:  Provided,  nevertheless,  that  whenever  any 
such  company  shall  deem  it  inexpedient  to  use  their  said 
road  during  the  continuance  of  the  snow,  they  shall  provide 
comfortable  sleighs,  or  other  suitable  vehicles  for  the  trans- 
portation of  passengers  along  the  route  of  their  railway 
at  the  usual  rates  as  aforesaid,  then,  and  in  that  case,  no 
such  penalty  shall  be  recoverable." 

(Ord.  July  1,  1857,  Sec.  3,  p.  248.) 
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"That  whenever  and  wherever  it  may  be  found  necessary 
for  any  company  to  lay  iron-plates  or  other  material  across 
any  gutter  along  the  line  of  any  railroad,  the  same  shall  be 
laid  from  ''curbstone  to  curbstone,  and  under  direction  and 
supei-vision  of  the  Chief  Commissioner  of  Highways,  and 
the  company  laying  the  same,  or  whose  road  passes  over 
such  crossings,  shall  be  required  to  keep  the  said  gutters, 
at  all  times,  open  and  free  from  all  obstructions,  whetlier 
by  dirt,  ice  or  from  any  other  cause ;  and  they  shall  be  re- 
quired to  keep  a  passageway  for  carts  and  vehicles  clear  of 
snow  in  the  winter  season  on  each  side  of  their  track  or 
railway," 

(Ord.  April  1,  1859,  Sec.  1,  Clause  6,  p.  138.)

Dear  Sir: — To  your  request  for  an  opinion  from  this 
department  as  to  what  are  the  rights  of  the  City  in  refer- 
ence to  the  refusal  of  the  Re-^Rew  Lamp  Company  to 
comply  with  its  bid  to  furnish  certain  articles  upon  the 
ground  that  it  expected  an  award  of  the  contract  for  all 
the  articles  bid  for  by  it,  if  it  should  receive  any  award  at 
all,  I  reply  that  from  the  schedules  prepared  for  bidders 
it  seems  apparent  that  the  bids  for  each  article  may  be 
treated  individually  by  your  department,  and  that  the 
contract  may  be  awarded  for  some  of  the  articles  bid  for 
and  not  for  others,  unless  the  bidder  has  expressly  stipu- 
lated that  he  bids  for  all  or  none.  Upon  non-compliance 
with  his  bid,  the  City  therefore  has  the  right  to  proceed 
as  indicated  in  your  letter  to  the  Lamp  Company,  and  hold 
the  bidder  liable  for  any  loss  which  may  be  sustained, 
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suing  out  the  proposal  bond  if  the  bid  were  sufficiently 
large  to  require  such  bond,  under  the  terms  of  the  ordi- 
nance of  May  25,  1860 ;  or  holding  the  bidder  personally 
responsible  for  the  loss  if  the  amount  of  the  bid  was  under 
$500,  and  no  proposal  bond  was  furnished.

Dear  Sik: — To  your  inquiry  of  the  25th  inst,  whether 
under  the  Act  of  June  11,  1879,  P.  L.  130,  Section  3,  or 
any  other  act  of  Assembly,  you  are  prohibited  from  ap- 
pending your  approval  to  warrants  drawn  against  items 
enumerated  in  "An  Ordinance  to  make  an  appropriation 
to  pay  deficiency  bills  in  the  various  Bureaus  of  certain 
Departments  of  amounts  incurred  during  1903  for  work 
and  supplies  furnished  or  executed  under  contracts  that 
expired  on  December  31,  last,"  I  reply  that  the  object  and 
purpose  of  the  Act  of  Assembly  to  which  you  refer  was  to 
prevent  the  creation  of  floating  debt  by  the  City  through 
entering  into  contracts  for  wliich  no  appropriation  has 
been  made.  Said  act  did  not  ])rofess  and  was  not  intended 
to  prevent  Councils  by  ordinance  from  making  payment 
for  work  actually  furnished,  and  for  which  the  annual 
or  other  appropriations  had  proven  insufficient.  In  speak- 
ing of  this  Act  Judge  Mitchell,  who  was  then  upon  the 
bench  in  Court  of  Common  Pleas  I^o.  2,  of  this  City,  and 
who  is  now  the  Chief  Justice  of  the  Supreme  Court,  in 
McXichol  vs.  Philadelphia,  15  Philadelphia  Reports,  page 
189,  said: 
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"The  intention  of  this  act  is  that  each  year's  expenses 
shall  be  kept  within  the  year's  income.  That  the  two  shall 
exactly  balance  is  hardly  possible,  but  the  discrepancy  is 
intended  to  be  reduced  to  narrow  limits  and  prevented 
from  running  on  from  year  to  year.  If  the  income  falls 
short  of  the  estimate  there  will  be  a  floating  debt  which 
must  be  carried  into  the  estiraates  for  the  next  year  and 
then  provided  for  in  the  tax  rate.  If  the  income  exceeds 
the  estimate  the  act  makes  no  provision  for  its  disposal^ 
for  none  is  necessary.  The  money  being  in  hand  the  power 
of  Councils  to  dispose  of  it  is  ample  and  unquestionable, 
and  none  of  the  evils  against  which  the  act  is  directed  can 
arise  in  such  case." 

I  am  accordingly  of  the  opinion  that  there  is  nothing 
in  the  act  of  June  11,  1879,  which  would  prohibit  yoa 
from  approving  warrants  drawn  against  items  contained 
in  the  ordinance  in  question,  nor  is  there  any  other  Act 
of  Assembly  which  would  have  that  effect.

Dear  Sir: — To  your  communication  relative  to  enforc- 
ing the  payment  of  a  claim  for  water  pipe  laid  in  Venango 
street,  from  Balfour  to  Carbon  street,  in  front  of  property 
occupied  by  the  United  Gas  Improvement  Company,  trans- 
mitting copy  of  a  letter  to  the  Director  of  the  Department 
of  Public  Works  from  the  counsel  of  that  company,  and 
report  of  the  Chief  Engineer  of  the  Bureau  of  Surveys 
thereon,  I  reply,  that  from  said  papers  it  appears  that 
the  property  abutting  on  Venango  street,  against  which  it 
is  proposed  to  file  a  lien  for  said  claim,  is  occupied  by 
the  United  Gas  Improvement  Company,  having  been  pur- 
chased by  that  company  on  February  16,  1903  ;  that  it  has 
been  so  acquired  as  an  addition^  or  betterment  of  the  gas 
works  property  leased  by  the  City  to  the  United  Gas  Im- 
provement Company,  and  that  it  is  used  entirely  as  a  part 
of  the  gas  works  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  said 
lease. 

By  Section  5  of  the  Act  of  June  4,  1901  (P.  L.  364), 
it  is  provided  that  public  property  used  for  public  pur- 
poses shall  not  be  subject  to  tax  claims  or  municipal 
claims. 
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By  the  lease  from  the  City  of  Philadelphia  authorized 
by  ordinance  of  November  12,  189Y  (p.  227),  the  City 
leased  its  gas  works  to  the  United  Gas  Improvement  Com- 
pany. In  clause  6  of  the  first  section  of  that  ordinance  J  t 
is  provided  in  effect,  that  upon  certain  contingencies  the 
City  may,  at  the  expiration  of  ten  years  from  January  1 , 
1898,  take  over  the  said  gas  works  with  the  additions, 
betterments,  etc.,  thereof,  upon  paying  to  the  Gas  Com- 
pany the  amount  disbursed  by  it  during  the  said  period  of 
ten  years  "in  or  about  the  buildings,  apparatus,  machinery, 
mains,  pipes,  services,  connections,  meters,  appliances  and 
appurtenances  of  the  Philadelphia  Gas  Works,  *  *  J^ 
including,  however,  such  sum  or  sums  of  money  only  by 
the  said  company,  its  successors  and  assigns,  paid  in  and 
about  the  alteration,  enlargement,  removal,  extension,  bet- 
terment and  improvement  of  the  said  manufacturing  and 
distributive  systems  and  plants,  together  with  interest 
thereon  at  the  rate  of  six  per  cent,  per  annum  simple  in- 
terest." 

Clause  T  provides,  that  if  the  City  shall  not  exercise 
such  option,  then  at  the  expiration  of  thirty  years  from 
the  first  named  date,  to  wit,  on  December  31,  1927,  the 
leased  property  shall  be  returned  to  the  City  without  pay- 
ment by  it,  "together  with  all  such  alterations,  changes, 
enlargements,  extensions,  betterments  and  improvements." 

The  purchase  price  of  the  said  Venango  street  property 
has  been  charged  to  the  gas  Avorks  improvement  account 
rendered  to  the  City  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of 
the  lease,  and  if  the  claim  for  water  pipe  concerning  which 
you  inquire  were  to  be  paid  by  the  United  Gas  Improve- 
ment Company,  the  sum  so  expended  would  doubtless  bf; 
added  to  that  account  and  thus  would  eventually  be  paid 
for  by  the  City  if  the  latter  shall  take  advantage  of  the 
privilege  conferred  upon  it  by  Clause  6,  Section  1  of  said 
ordinance.  On  the  other  hand,  if  the  City  do  not  pursue 
that  course,  but  shall  allow  the  lease  to  run  for  thirty 
years,  at  the  expiration  of  that  period  the  property  leased 
will  revert  to  the  City  under  the  terms  of  the  lease.  In 
that  event,  should  a  lien  be  filed  upon  this  claim,  and 
should  the  same  renuun  unsatisfied,  the  Venango  street 
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property  ^Yill  come  into  possession  of  the  City  subject  to 
said  lien.  In  either  case  it  will  be  observed  that  the  claim 
ultimately  will  in  all  probability  be  paid  by  the  City 
itself. 

In  view  of  the  facts  above  outlined  and  if  the  quasi 
public  character  of  the  functions  performed  by  the  United 
Gas  Improvement  Company,  I  think  the  premises  in  ques- 
tion may  properly  be  regarded  as  public  property  used  for 
public  purposes,  within  the  meaning  of  the  Act  of  1901, 
and  therefore,  that  your  department  is  not  required  to  file 
a  lien  against  it  or  proceed  otherwise  to  enforce  payment 
of  the  said  claim.

Dear  Sir  : — To  your  communication  of  February  2d, 
stating  that  you  have  an  accumulated  fund  in  your  depart- 
ment of  moneys  paid  in  on  order  of  the  Court  in  suppori; 
cases,  and  also  moneys  received  from  inmates  of  the  Phila- 
delphia Hospital,  which  moneys  have  not  been  called  for, 
and  inquiring  whether  you  are  authorized  to  pay  this  fund 
to  the  City  Treasurer,  I  reply  that  certain  practical  diffi- 
culties in  the  way  of  the  course  which  you  suggest  present 
themselves. 

The  moneys  which  you  so  hold  are  liable  to  be  called  for 
at  any  time  by  those  entitled  thereto.  If  paid  into  the  City 
Treasury,  and  so  called  for,  they  cannot  be  drawn  except 
in  pursuance  of  an  appropriation. 

I  Avould  suggest  as  a  way  out  of  the  difficulty  that  Coun- 
cils be  requested  to  pass  an  ordinance  authorizing  the  City 
Treasury  to  act  as  a  depository  of  these  fimds,  to  be  held 
subject  to  the  control  of  your  department  and  payable  upon 
its  checks  or  orders.

Dear  Sie  : — Relative  to  your  inquiry  as  to  the  power 
of  the  Board  of  Health  to  make  a  general  rule  or  declara- 
tion to  the  effect  that  cesspools  are  per  se  nuisances  preju- 
dicial to  public  health,  and  inquiring  whether  there  is  any 
legal  reason  why  such  resolution  should  not  be  passed,  I 
reply,  that  by  Act  of  January  29,  1818  (P.  L.  58,  Sect. 
27),  the  Board  of  Health  was  authorized  "to  cause  such 
of  the  privies  within  the  limits  aforesaid  to  be  emptied  and 
corrected  with  lime  or  otherwise  at  the  expense  of  the 
individuals  who  are  the  owners  of  the  houses  to  which  the 
said  privies  are  appurtenant  as  the  Board  shall  from  time 
to  time  deem  necessary  for  the  health  of  the  inhabitants 
thereof." 

The  Act  of  June  30,  1885  (P.  L.  250)  authorizes 
boards  of  health  in  cities  of  the  first  class  to  adopt  and 
promulgate  suitable  rules  and  regulations  for  the  construc- 
tion of  house  drainage  and  cesspools,  provided  that  no  cess- 
pool shall  be  permitted  to  drain  into  a  sewer;  and  pro- 
vided further,  that  nothing  in  this  act  shall  be  construed 
to  apply  to  cesspools  in  existence  at  the  date  of  said  act. 

Prom  these  statutes  it  is  apparent  that  the  Bureau  of 
Health  has  the  right  to  regulate  the  construction  of  cess- 
pools not  in  existence  on  June  30,  1885 ;  to  provide  for 
the  inspection  of  the  same,  and  also  to  declare  cessjoools 
nuisances  in  individual  cases.  The  existence  of  cesspools, 
however,  which  are  not  nuisances,  seem  to  be  recognized 
by  these  and  other  acts  of  Assembly,  and  the  powers  of  the 
health  authorities  in  this  City  are  apparently  limited  to 
the  ascertainment  of  such  as  may  from  the  particular  cir- 
cumstances constitute  nuisances  with  the  consequent  abate- 
ment thereof. 

I  do  not  think  that  such  power  would  be  construed  to 
extend  to  the  enforcement  of  .a  general  resolution  declar- 
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ing  all  cesspools  to  be  nuisances,  or  that  such  resolution, 
if  passed,  would  be  upheld  by  the  courts  as  a  reasonable 
and  valid  one.

Dear  Sir: — To  your  communication  relative  to  th(3 
proper  course  to  be  pursued  by  your  Bureau  in  regard  to 
the  contract  for  the  removal  of  the  sunken  Steamshiy) 
"Bermuda"  from  the  waterway  of  the  Delaware  river,  I 
reply  that  it  is  not  necessary  to  give  further  notice  to  the 
owner  of  said  vessel  of  the  City's  intention  to  proceed. 
Such  notice  was  given  more  than  eighteen  months  ago,  and 
no  attention  has  been  paid  to  it.  I  can  see  no  reason  there- 
fore for  a  repetition  of  the  notice. 

Replying  to  your  second  inquiry,  whether  it  would  be 
legal  to  provide  in  the  specifications  of  the  contract  that 
the  material  removed  shall  become  the  property  of  the  con- 
tractor to  dispose  of  as  he  may  see  fit,  I  think  the  City 
would  be  justified  in  regarding  the  owner  as  having  defi- 
nitely abandoned  the  wreck,  and,  therefore,  in  taking  such 
measures  with  regard  to  it  as  may  be  deemed  proper.  I 
do  not  think  that  the  City  would  be  involved  in  any  risk 
by  making  such  stipulations  as  you  indicate;  but,  in  any 
event,  I  am  perfectly  clear  that  the  City's  interests  w^ould 
in  no  manner  be  prejudiced  by  specifications  to  the  effect 
that  it  itself  w^ould  make  no  claim  to  any  part  of  the  wreck- 
age, machinery  or  cargo. 
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As  to  the  general  suggestions  that  you  ask  for,  for  the 
legal  guidance  of  your  Bureau  in  the  matter,  I  know  of 
nothing  which  might  help  you,  except  that  you  should  pro- 
ceed in  the  ordinary  way  to  advertise  for  and  let  the  con- 
tract to  the  lowest  and  best  bidder,  of  course,  keeping 
within  your  appropriation;  and  after  its  award  should 
see  that  the  contract  is  executed  as  promptly  as  possible 
in  order  that  the  City  may  be  speedily  released  from  lia- 
bility for  possible  injuries  to  other  vessels  caused  by  the 
presence  of  the  wreck  in  the  river,

My  Deae  Sie: — Your  favor  of  the  13tli  inst,  in  refer- 
ence to  the  tract  of  land  known  as  the  Cambria  reservoir 
site,  located  at  about  Twenty-seventh  and  Cambria  streets, 
received. 

On  August  6,  1889,  Charles  F.  Warwick,  Esq.,  then 
City  Solicitor,  gave  an  opinion  on  this  subject  to  the 
Assistant  Clerk  of  Select  Council,  under  a  resolution  of 
the  Select  and  Common  Councils.  This  opinion  is  in  the 
ordinances  of  1889,  City  Solicitor's  opinions,  page  41.  It 
was  then  the  opinion  of  the  Department  that  the  City 
took  by  the  condemnation  proceedings,  a  fee  simple  title 
to  the  tract  of  land  known  as  the  Cambria  reservoir.  In 
my  view  of  the  matter,  I  agree  with  Mr.  Warwick,  that 
the  title  in  the  City  is  a  fee  simple  title.  With  this  belief 
it  would  necessarily  follow  that  the  City  could  use  the 
property  for  other  purposes  than  a  reservoir.  However, 
before  any  such  action  be  taken  it  would  be  well  to  wait 
until  the  opinion  of  the  court  is  rendered  in  a  case  nov\- 
before  it  involving  this  very  question.     In  the  Court  of 
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Common  Pleas  Xo.  3,  ejectment  proceedings  were  insti- 
tuted by  Andrew  Corr,  one  of  the  former  owners  of  the 
property  included  within  the  tract  of  land  condemned  for 
reservoir  purposes,  and  that  proceeding  is  still  pending. 
The  City  demurred  to  the  statement  filed  and  it  was  argued 
before  the  court  about  a  month  ago.

Dear  Sir: — To  your  inquiry  of  the  18th  inst.,  relative 
to  the  letting  of  contracts  for  horses,  I  reply  as  follows: 
It  appears  from  your  communication  that  on  the  schedules 
for  horses  for  which  bids  were  invited  for  the  House  of 
Correction,  the  only  bidder  was  John  Laughlin,  who 
offered  to  supply  horses  at  $225.00  per  head;  for  the  Bu- 
reau of  Water  and  the  Department  of  Public  Safety.  Eli 
Ivindig,  was  the  successful  bidder,  offering  horses  which 
conformed  to  the  specifications  for  the  House  of  Correction 
at  $172.00  per  hend.  You  ask  whether  there  is  any  reason 
why  you  should  not  order  horses  for  the  House  of  Correc- 
tion from  Mr.  Kindjg  instead  of  Mr.  Laughlin. 

There  is  no  reason  why  you  are  not  at  liberty  to  reject 
Mr.  Laughlin's  bid.  An  invitation  to  bid,  and  offers  in 
pursuance  thereof,  create  no  contractual  relation  between 
the  bidder  and  the  City,  but  are  rather  preliminary  mat- 
ters in  the  nature  of  negotiations.  (Hepburn  vs.  City,  149 
Pa.,  335;  McManus  vs.  City,  201  Pa.,  632,  and  other 
eases.)  For  this  reason,  as  well  as  because  the  right  of 
rejection  Avas  specifically  reserved,  you  are  not  obliged  to 
award  the  contract  to  Mr,  Laughlin,  though  he  was  the  only 
bidder. 
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By  Act  of  April  8,  1903,  P.  L.  156,  the  House  of  Cor- 
rection is  placed  under  tlie  jurisdictioai  of  the  Department 
of  Public  Safet3\  If,  therefore,  one  of  the  schedules  upon 
which  Mr.  Kindig  bid  was  for  that  department  generally, 
I  think  you  would  be  justified  in  awarding  to  him  the  eon- 
tract  to  supply  horses  to  be  used  in  the  House  of  Correction 
without  further  advertisement  or  bid.  If,  however,  the 
schedule  for  the  Department  of  Public  Safety  upon  which 
be  bid  was  so  framed  as  to  exclude  the  House  of  Correction, 
it  may  be  seriously  questioned  whether  an  award  to  him 
without  re-advertisement  would  not  constitute  a  violation 
of  Section  6  of  the  Act  of  May  23,  1874,  which  requires 
City  contracts  to  be  let  to  the  lowest  responsible  bidder.  To 
avoid  raising  such  question  I  would  suggest  that  if  the 
House  of  Correction  was  not  included  in  the  bidding  for 
the  Department  of  Public  Safety,  you  should  invite  new 
bids  by  proper  advertisement,  and  if  Mr.  Kindig  in  re- 
sponse thereto  repeats  his  offer,  and  there  is  no  lower  re- 
sponsible bidder,  then  the  contract  to  supply  the  House  of 
Correction  with  horses  may  be  awarded  to  him.

Dear  Sir: — From  your  letter  of  March  1,  relative  to 
proposed  contracts  for  supph'ing  horses  to  be  used  at  the 
House  of  Correction,  it  appears  that  no  advertisement  for 
bids  for  such  horses  was  ever  published,  and  that  not  being 
advised  of  this  fact,  you  awarded  the  contract  therefor  to 
Mr,  Laughlin.  These  circumstances  did  not  appear  in  your 
former  communication  upon  the  subject.  The  actual  award 
of  the  contract,  however,  is  not  binding  upon  the  City  until 
the  contract  is  actually  signed  in  pursuance  thereof.  See 
cases  referred  to  in  my  letter  of  February  19th. 
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That  no  bids  were  asked  for  by  advertisement,  strenG^b- 
ens  tbe  coticlusion  arrived  at  by  tliis  department — tliat  you 
have  the  right  to  reject  the  Laiighlin  bid,  if  indeed  that 
fact  do  not  make  it  your  duty  to  do  so. 

I  would  tlierefore  repeat  the  advice  heretofore  given  you, 
to  wit,  that  you  may,  if  you  deem  it  for  the  best  interests 
of  the  City,  wholly  disregard  the  bid  of  Mr.  Laughlin  and 
the  award  to  him ;  and  furtliermore,  if  JMr.  Kindig  be  will- 
ing to  supply  the  horses  for  the  House  of  Correction  at  the 
price  bid  by  him  under  the  schedules  upon  which  he  made 
offers,  you  have  the  right  to  contract  with  him  for  such 
horses,  unless  the  House  of  Con-ection  was  specifically  ex- 
cluded from  the  said  schedules.

Dear  Sir: — Relative  to  the  contract  of  Daniel  Dooley, 
deceased,  for  cleaning  streets  in  the  Third  District  for  the 
current  year,  it  appears  that  the  contractor  has  died,  and 
his  widow,  the  executrix  of  his  estate,  has  sold  to  one,  David 
Peoples,  all  the  street  cleaning  equipment  formerly  owned 
by  the  decedent^  and  desires  him  to  act  for  her  in  continu- 
ing to  clean  the  streets  of  said  district  under  the  contract 
until  its  expiration. 

If  your  Department  and  the  surety  should  assent  to  this, 
it  would  seem  to  me  that  the  simplest  method  to  carry  this 
purpose  into  effect  would  be  to  allow  the  contract  to  remain 
in  statu  quo,  and  for  the  executrix  of  the  contractor  to  em- 
ploy Mr.  Peoples  to  continue  the  work,  making  such  ar- 
rangements between  themselves  as  to  compensation  as  they 
may  agreeupon.  The  written  approval  of  the  surety  com- 
pany to  this  arrangement  should,  of  course,  be  procured. 
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The  warrants  in  such  case  should  be  issued  in  favor  of 
Daniel  Doolej,  and  should  be  ^^iven  to  the  executrix  to  be 
transferred  by  her  to  Mr.  Peoples,  or  under  a  power  of  at- 
torney from  her  to  collect  the  same,  might  be  delivered  di- 
rectly to  Mr.  Peoples.

Dear  Sir  : — To  your  communication  of  tliis  date  stating 
that  you  are  in  receipt  of  a  contract  for  furnishing  coal  to 
the  Department  of  Supplies  during  January,  Febimary, 
March,  April  and  May,  1904,  for  the  use  of  the  Board  of 
Public  Education,  accompanied  by  a  bill  for  coal  furnished 
during  the  month  of  January  for  that  purpose,  amounting 
to  $18,999.87,  and  inquiring  whether,  in  view  of  the  recent 
decision  of  Judge  Sulzberger,  you  would  be  justified  in  cer- 
tifying said  contract  and  attaching  your  approval  to  the 
bill  and  warrant  in  question,  I  reply  that  you  would  be  so 
justified. 

The  decree  of  the  Court  of  Common  Pleas  founded  upon 
the  decision  to  which  you  refer,  has  been  appealed  from,  to 
the  Supreme  Cburt  of  Pennsylvania,  and  is  by  such  appeal 
superseded  in  its  effect.  Moreover,  in  this  connection,  I 
would  call  your  attention  to  the  case  of  Potts. i'S.  Philadel- 
phia, 195  Pa.,  619,  in  which  it  was  held  that  any  error  in 
the  awarding  of  contracts  as  between  the  various  Depart- 
ments of  the  city  is  a  mere  irregularity  which  is  cured  by 
the  execution  of  the  contract  on  the  part  of  the  Mayor  in 
behalf  of  the  city.  In  view  of  that  ruling  it  appears  to  this 
Department  immaterial  which  of  the  Departments  may 
have  advertised  and  received  bids,  so  long  as  the  city  has 
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entei'ed  into  tlie  contract  in  the  regular  method  prescribed 
by  law.

Dear  Sir: — To  your  recent  communication  inquiring 
whether  Section  16  of  the  Act  incorporating  the  Philadel- 
phia, Germantown  and  Norristown  Railroad  has  been 
modified,  and  relative  to  the  effect  of  that  section  of  its 
charter,  I  reply  that  said  railroad  was  incorporated  bv  Act 
of  February  17,  1831,  P.  L.  53.  The  16th  section  of  that 
Act  is  in  the  following  terms : 

"And  be  it  enacted  bv  the  authoritv  aforesaid,  That  the 
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said  railroad  shall  be  so  constructed  by  the  said  company, 
as  not  to  obstruct  or  impede  the  free  use  and  passage  of 
any  public  road  or  roads  which  may  cross  or  enter  at  the 
same,  being  now  laid  out  or  hereafter  to  be  laid  out ;  and 
in  all  places  where  the  said  railroad  may  cross,  or  in.  any 
way  interfere  with  any  public  road,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of 
the  said  company  to  make  or  cause  to  be  made,  a  good  and 
sufficient  causeway  or  causeways,  to  enable  all  persons 
passing  or  traveling  such  public  road,  to  cross  and  pass 
over  or  under  the  said  railway,  which  causeway  or  cause- 
ways shall  be  made  and  maintained  by  the  said  company ; 
and  if  the  said  company  shall  refuse  or  neglect  to  make 
such  causeway  or  causeways,  or  when  made,  to  keep  the 
same  in  good  repair,  they  shall  be  liable  to  pay  a  penalty 
of  ten  dollars  for  every  day  the  same  shall  be  neglected 
or  refused  to  be  made  or  repaired,  after  having  been  duly 
notified  thereof,  to  be  recovered  by  the  supervisor  of  the 
township,  Avith  costs,  for  the  use  of  the  township,  as  debts 
of  like  amount  are  by  law  recoverable ;  and  shall,  more- 
over, be  liable  to  an  action  or  actions  at  the  suit  of  any 
person  who  may  be  aggrieved  thereby;  and  the  service  of 
process  upon  any  officer  or  agent  of  said  company  shall  b'3 
as  good  and  available  in  law  as  if  served  upon  the  presi- 
dent thereof." 

The  above  cited  section  of  the  Act  of  February  17,  1831, 
does  not  appear  to  have  been  modified  by  subsequent  legis- 
lation or  otherwise.  How  far  the  language  used  may 
require  the  railroad  company  to  keep  an  absolutely  free 
passageway  for  both  pedestrians  and  vehicles  over  any 
public  road  crossing  its  right  of  way  may  perhaps  best  be 
determined  by  the  judicial  construction  which  has  been 
given  to  similar  language. 

In  the  well-known  case  of  Commonwealth  vs.  The  Erie 
&  E'orth-East  Eailroad  Company,  27  Pa.,  339,  Judge 
Black,  who  delivered  the  opinion  of  the  Supreme  Court, 
interpreted  language  of  the  like  significance  to  that  which 
appears  in  the  charter  of  the  Philadelphia,  Germantown 
&  K^orristown  Railroad  in  the  following  terms : 

"The  company  is  forbidden  to  make  the  road  so  as  to 
obstruct  or  impede  the  free  use  of  any  street.   These  words, 
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taken  literally  and  in  their  strongest  sense,  would  prevent 
the  railroad  from  being  laid  on  the  streets  at  all.  But 
we  followed  authority  in  saying  they  were  not  to  be  so 
interpreted.  The  defendants  have  the  right  to  use  a  street 
if  they  take  care  to  obstruct  it  as  little  as  the  nature  and 
character  of  their  improvement  will  permit,  if  they  create 
no  material  or  unnecessary  impediment — no  obstruction 
which  could  be  avoided  by  any  reasonable  expenditure  of 
money  or  labor.  They  cannot  occupy  the  whole  of  a  street 
and  drive  the  public  away  from  it  altogether.  But  any 
street  which  is  wide  enough  for  the  railroad  and  the  public 
both,  may  be  used  on  the  terms  mentioned.  This  applies 
to  all  the  streets — to  those  on  the  south  as  well  as  to  those 
on  the  north  side  of  the  borough — to  streets  already  built 
up,  and  to  such  as  are  laid  out  with  reference  to  the  future 
growth  of  the  town.  The  defendants  in  their  answer 
attempted  to  justify  their  occupancy  of  some  of  the  streets 
by  showing  that  they  were  wet,  low,  and  little  used.  But 
we  allow  this  to  have  no  legal  weight  whatever,  and  added 
that  it  made  no  difference  whether  it  was  a  main  thorough- 
fare or  an  unimportant  by-street,  for  this  act  of  incor- 
poration protected  all  alike.  Having  administered  this 
rule  against  the  defendants,  it  cannot  be  that  we  aro 
seriously  expected  to  deny  them  its  benefit  now  when  it 
works  in  their  favor.  Their  duties  and  the  rights  of  the 
public  being  the  same  in  all  the  streets,  we  cannot  force 
them  out  of  one  and  into  anotlier.  I^Tor  can  we  compel 
them  to  take  their  road  where  no  streets  are ;  for  the  privi- 
lege of  locating  it  on  streets,  if  certain  conditions  be  ob- 
served, is  granted  to  them  by  the  charter." 

In  the  case  of  the  ISTorthern  Central  Railway  Co.  vs. 
Comm.,  90  Pa.,  300,  the  railway  company  was  indicted 
for  maintaining  a  nuisance  at  the  place  where  it  crossed  a 
turnpike.  The  nuisance  consisted  in  the  roadbed,  which 
Avas  raised  two  feet  from  the  surface  of  the  turnpike  on 
one  side  and  four  feet  above  the  grade  thereof  upon  the 
other  side.  It  was  held  in  the  lower  court  and  affirmed 
upon  appeal,  that  such  a  construction  amounted  to  a  nuis- 
ance and  the  conviction  of  the  defendant  for  maintaining 
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the  same  was  sustained.     Mr.  Justice  Mercur,  wlio  deliv- 
ered the  opinion  of  the  court,  says : 

"This  indictment  charges  the  plaintiff  in  error  with 
having,  unlawfully  and  injuriousl}^,  obstructed  a  public 
highway.  The  obstruction  in  question  is  in  a  turnpike 
and  caused  by  the  manner  in  which  the  railroad  crosses 
the  same.  The  special  verdict  finds  the  mound,  caused  by 
the  railroad  crossing  the  turnpike,  'amounts  to  a  serious 
inconvenience  and  a  dangerous  obstruction  to  traveL'  The 
mere  construction  of  a  railroad  track  across  a  public  high- 
way, in  pursuance  of  law,  is  no  nuisance.  Danville  R.  E,. 
Co.  vs.  Comm.,  23  P.  F.  Smith,  29.  But  it  must  be  con- 
structed in  such  a  manner  as  'not  to  impede  the  passage  or 
transportation  of  persons  or  property  along  the  same.'  Act 
of  19  February,  1849,  Purd.  Dig.,  1220.  The  necessary 
running  of  trains  across  the  highway  is  not  the  cause  of 
complaint  here ;  it  is  the  construction  of  a  permanent 
obstacle  in  the  highway,  which  is  'a  dangerous  obstruction 
to  travel,'  and  the  maintenance  of  it  there.  Such  an  ob- 
struction of  a  public  highway  is  clearly  a  nuisance." 

In  the  light  of  these  authorities  I  would  answer  your 
query  by  saying  that  the  Philadelphia,  Germantown  and 
^orristown  Railroad  being  authorized  by  the  section  of 
its  charter  above  noted  to  intersect  public  roads,  but  not 
so  as  to  obstruct  or  impede  the  free  use  and  passage  there- 
of, the  words  "obstruct  or  impede"  are  not  to  be  given 
such  literal  interpretation  as  to  prevent  such  degree  of 
obstruction  or  impediment  as  is  incidental  to  the  opera- 
tion of  the  railway  at  the  intersection  of  the  roads  which 
it  crosses,  but  in  the  words  of  Judge  Black  above  quoted, 
the  company  has  the  right  to  cross  a  public  roa,d  "if  they 
take  care  to  obstruct  it  as  little  as  the  nature  and  character 
of  their  improvement  will  permit,  if  they  create  no  ma- 
terial or  unnecessary  impediment — no  obstruction  which 
could  be  avoided  by  any  reasonable  expenditure  of  money 
or  labor." 

It  will  be  noted  that  the  lOth  section  of  the  charter 
requires  the  railway  company  to  maintain  a  causeway  at 
the  intersections  of  public  roads.  What  is  meant  by  a 
causewav  in  the  sense  in  which  that  word  is  here  used 
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may  be  gathered  from  the  meaning  which  has  been  given 
to  the  same  word  as  fonnd  in  the  analogons  statute  of  Fe}>- 
ruary  19,  1849,  known  as  the  general  railroad  law.  B\ 
Section  12  of  the  latter  act  railroads  which  pass  throngh 
tracts  of  land  are  required  to  maintain  causeways  across 
their  tracks  from  one  part  of  the  land  to  the  other. 

In  the  case  of  Port  vs.  Railroad  Co.,  168  Pa.,  19,  the 
question  arose  what  was  meant  by  a  causeway  as  thus  re- 
quired to  be  maintained  ?  The  lower  court  in  an  opinion, 
which  was  aiSrmed  per  curiam,  defines  the  word  as  fol- 
lows : 

"A  causeway  according  to  lexicographers  is  a  way  raised 
above  the  natural  level  of  the  ground  by  stones,  earth, 
timber,  etc.,  as  a  dry  passage  over  w^et  or  marshy  ground. 
That  was  the  original  idea  of  a  causeway.  Applying  it  to 
railroad  construction  under  the  Act  of  Assembly  to  which 
we  will  presently  call  your  attention,  it  would  seem  to  be, 
and  we  think  is,  a  means,  a  way,  graded  so  as  to  make  it 
convenient  to  cross  the  track  of  the  road.  Whether  it  be 
at,  above  or  under  grade,  w^e  will  refer  to  again  hereafter. 
But  it  is  a  means  of  approach,  constructed  in  whatever 
suitable  manner  it  may  be  required,  so  as  to  make  a  pas- 
sage across  the  railroad  from  one  side  to  the  other;  and 
whether  it  be  called  a  causeway  cr  an  archway,  or  a  bridge 
or  any  other  artificial  term,  it  comes  down  to  a  passageway 
across  the  line  of  the  track.  *  *  We  are  of  opinion  that 
the  character  of  the  causeway  must  be  determined  by  the 
location  of  the  railroad  where  the  necessity  requires  the 
causeway  to  be  constructed.  If  the  railroad  is  built  at 
grade,  a  causeway  can  be  built  at  grade.  If  the  railroad 
is  elevated  as  by  a  heavy  fill,  it  is  clear  that  the  cheapest 
and  best  causeway  would  be  under  the  railroad;  if  the 
railroad  is  depressed  then  an  overhead  crossing  would  be 
proper,  so  that  the  conditions  of  the  ground  must  be  con- 
sidered as  to  whether  the  causeway  shall  be  overhead, 
under,  or  at  grade." 

It  will  be  noted  that  the  obligation  to  maintain  such 
causeways  as  imposed  by  Section  16  of  the  charter,  applies 
only  to  ''any  public  road  or  roads."  The  question  may 
therefore  arise  whether  these  terms  apply  to  a  city  street. 
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In  the^ease  of  City  of  Philadelphia  vs.  Philadelphia  & 
Reading  R.  R.  Co.,  25  W.  K  C,  320,  it  was  intimated 
in  the  opinion  of  Judge  Thayer,  that  privileges  conferred 
upon  a  railroad  company  with  respect  to  public  roads 
would  not  extend  to  the  streets  of  a  city,  i.  e.,  the  City  of 
Philadelphia.  (See  pages  322-3.)  This  intimation  was, 
however,  thrown  out  only  in  the  course  of  the  opinion  and 
was  not  a  part  of  the  decision  in  the  case.  On  the  other 
hand,  in  Penna.  R.  R.  Co.'s  Appeal,  115  Pa.,  514,  it 
seems  to  have  been  taken  for  granted  that  "roads"  and 
"streets"  are  interchangeable  terms.  So  in  Railroad  Co. 
vs.  Comm.,  90  Pa.,  300,  which  has  already  been  referred 
to,  the  term  "road  or  way"  seems  to  have  been  taken  to 
mean  any  public  highway,  and  in  the  case  of  Chester  vs. 
Railroad  Co.,  140  Pa.,  275,  the  words  "any  established 
road  or  way"  were  held  to  apply  to  a  plotted  city  street. 
In  the  last  cited  case  the  contention  turned  upon  the  ques- 
tion whether  such  plotted  street  in  the  city  of  Chester  was 
an  established  road  or  way  within  the  meaning  of  that 
clause  of  the  general  railroad  act  of  1849,  which  requires 
railroads  intersecting  such  established  roads  or  ways  to 
so  construct  their  roads  as  not  to  impede  the  passage  or 
transportation  of  persons  or  property  along  the  same.  It 
was  held  that  streets  thus  plotted  come  within  the  meaning 
of  the  act  and  that  therefore,  the  railroad  company  was 
obliged  to  bear  the  expense  of  making  a  crossing  when  the 
plotted  street  was  legally  opened  across  the  tracks. 

It  will  be  observed  that  the  words  "road  or  way"  as  used 
in  the  Act  of  1849  are  broader  in  their  scope  than  "public 
road  or  roads"  as  used  in  the  charter  under  consideration ; 
but  I  think  that  the  analogy  of  the  cases  last  referred  to 
would  govern  should  any  question  be  raised  whether  such 
language  is  applicable  to  the  streets  of  the  City,  and  that 
it  would  be  held  that  the  said  words  are  so  applicable.

Dear  Sir  : — To  your  communication  inquiring  whether 
you  may  hiwfully  enter  into  a  contract  amounting  to  more 
than  $500  without  a  certificate  that  a  pro]Wsal  bond  has 
been  filed,  I  reply  that  tlie  Ordinance  of  May  25,  1860, 
page  248,  expressly  requires  that  every  advertisement  for 
proposals  shall  state  that  the  person  who  shall  bid  upon  the 
same  shall  be  required  to  enter  security  in  the  Law  Depart- 
ment in  the  sum  of  $500,  conditioned  that  if  his  bid  is 
the  lowest  and  he  shall  decline  tx)  do  the  work  or  furnish 
the  materials  bid  for,  he  shall  pay  to  the  City  the  difference 
between  the  amount  of  his  bid  and  the  bid  of  the  person 
who  actually  does  the  work  or  furnishes  the  material,  "and 
no  bid  shall  be  considered  unless  there  be  a  certificate  that 
the  provisions  of  this  ordinance  have  been  complied  with," 
provided  that  the  ordinance  shall  apply  only  to  bids  exceed- 
ing $500. 

While  the  terms  of  the  above  ordinance  are  positive  and 
admit  of  no  exception,  yet  in  the  case  of  Smith  vs.  Phila- 
delphia, 2  Brewstei-,  443,  it  was  decided  that  the  City 
would  not  be  enjoined  from  awarding  a  contract  to  the 
lowest  bidder  who  had  omitted  to  file  the  bond  required 
by  the  ordinance. 

In  my  opinion  the  ordinance  makes  it  your  duty  to 
require  the  filing  of  a  bond  before  the  contract  shall  be 
awarded,  but  it  is  possible  that  the  Court  would  follow  the 
case  above  quoted,  and  would  not  enjoin  the  City  from 
entering  into  a  contract  in  the  absence  of  such  bond, 
especially  if  the  circumstances  were  such  as  to  warrant  a 
departure  from  the  directions  of  Councils,  and  if  the  City 
be  secured  against  any  possible  loss.  Unless  some^  sucb 
condition  exists  as  that  last  referred  to,  you  should  in  all 
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cases  require  the  proposal  bond  to  be  jfiled  in  pursuance 
of  the  tenns  of  the  ordinance.

Dear  Sir: — In  answer  to  your  communication  of  the 
2nd  inst.,  transmitting  copy  of  a  letter  from  counsel  for 
the  0'\\Tier  of  the  sunken  steamship  "Bermuda,"  I  reply 
that  the  previous  advices  of  this  department  have  been 
founded  upon  the  assumption  that  efforts  by  the  OA\mer  of 
the  steamship  to  remove  the  same  had  been  abandoned. 
From  the  letter,  of  which  you  send  a  copy,  it  appears  that 
such  is  not  the  case,  but  that  such  OAvner  has  not  only  con- 
tinued his  efforts  to  raise  the  vessel,  but  purposes  to  renew 
the  same  within  a  short  time. 

I  have  no  doubt  that  ample  notice  has  been  given  to  meet 
all  legal  requirements.  Nevertheless,  if  it  be  the  bona  fide 
purpose  of  the  OA\TLer  of  the  wreck  to  remove  it,  he  should 
be  afforded  all  possible  facilities  to  that  end,  especially  in 
view  of  the  fact  that  should  he  so  do,  the  City  will  be  saved 
the  expenses  therof  as  well  as  the  possibility  of  a  law  suit, 
which  is  threatened. 

I  would  suggest  that  before  proceeding  in  the  matter 
you  ascertain  as  far  as  possible  whether  the  owner  intends 
to  make  furtlier  efforts  within  a  reasonable  time  to  remove 
the  vessel  from  the  bed  of  the  river,  and  if  so,  to  permit 
him  to  do  so.  If  it  appears,  however,  that  he  has  no  such 
purpose,  then  he  may  again  be  notified  that  if  he  does  not 
proceed  within  a  fixed  time,  the  City  will  do  the  work. 
Under  the  Acts  of  Assembly  bearing  upon  the  subject  it 
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would  seem  that  such  uotice  should  properly  be  given  by 
the  Board  of  Port  Wardens.

Dear  Sir: — To  your  inquiry  relative  to  the  proper  pro- 
cedure to  stop  the  dumping  of  dirt  on  Sedgley  avenue,  be- 
tween Seventeenth  and  Eighteenth  streets,  which  you  say 
has  become  so  common  as  to  interfere  with  the  use  of  the 
street  for  travel,  I  reply  that  the  Act  of  May  3,  1876,  P.  L. 
99,  provides  as  follows : 

''Any  police  officer  or  constable,  upon  view  of  the  breach 
of  any  ordinance  of  any  city  of  the  first  class,  is  authorized 
to  forthwith  arrest  the  person  or  persons  so  offending  with- 
out any  process,  to  take  such  person  or  persons  foilhwith 
before  any  police  magistrate  or  alderman  of  said  city,  who 
shall  thereupon  require  bail  for  the  appearance  of  such 
person  or  persons  at  a  time  to  be  fixed  for  the  hearing  of 
said  cliarges,  and  in  default  of  bail  to  commit  for  a  hearing, 
and  at  said  hearing  the  case  shall  be  proceeded  with  as  if 
the  parties  were  appearing  before  said  magistrate  or  alder- 
man upon  a  summons  duly  issued  and  returned  served; 
or  if  both  parties  desire  it,  the  case  may  be  entered  and  de- 
tennined  by  the  magistrate  in  like  manner,  without  requir- 
ing bail  or  further  attendance." 

As  the  dumping  of  dirt  in  the  streets  is  prohibited  by 
Ordinance  of  March  7,  1882,  page  63,  which  declares  such 
action  to  be  a  nuisance,  and  provides  a  penalty  for  the  com- 
mission thereof ,  the  foregoing  statute  is  applicable  to  the 
offence  in  question. 

You  will  notice  that  the  Act  permits  the  officer  making 
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the  arrest  to  take  bis  prisoner  before  ''  any  police  magis- 
trate or  alderman  of  said  oity." 

I  would  tberefore  suggest  tbat  if  tbe  Magistrate  to  wbom 
you  refer  refuses  to  proceed  under  said  statute,  tbe  offend- 
ers be  taken  before  some  otber  magistrate  wbo  will  comply 
M'ith  its  directions.

Dear  Sir  : — Relative  to  tbe  resolution  of  the  Committee 
on  Property  of  tbe  Board  of  Public  Education  of  April  5, 
1904,  directing  tbe  Secretary  to  call  tbe  attention  of  tbe 
City  Solicitor  to  tbe  fact  tbat  tbe  Union  Surety  and  Guar- 
anty Company  lias  failed  and  is  in  tbe  bands  of  a  Receiver, 
and  requesting  tbe  City  Solicitor  to  see  tbat  new  surety  is 
required  upon  bonds  for  tbe  faitbful  performance  of  tbe 
contracts  and  upon  penal  bonds  of  all  contractors  for  tbe 
Board  of  Public  Education  for  wbicb  said  company  is 
surety,  copy  of  wbicb  you  transmit,  I  would  call  your  atten- 
tion to  tbe  provision  of  tbe  Ordinance  of  July  21,  1887 
(p.  246),  entitled  "An  Ordinance  providing  for  tbe  taking 
and  approval  of  corporate  surety  by  tbe  various  departments 
of  tbe  municipal  government."  Tbe  said  provision  is  as 
follows :  "And  provided  further,  tbat  in  case  any  company 
shall  liave  been  taken  as  security,  and  shall  afterwards  be- 
come insolvent,  or  its  assets  reduced  below  tbe  amount  fixed 
in  this  ordinance  for  its  paid-up  capital,  Councils  shall 
have  the  right  to  demand  from  the  contractor  upon  whose 
bond  tbe  company  is  surety,  other  and  additional  security, 
in  lieu  of  tliat  given  by  tbe  said  company." 

It  w^ill  be  observed  from  tbe  foregoing  tbat  Councils  are 
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given  the  right  to  demand  additional  security  where  the 
original  surety  becomes  insolvent.  T  would  therefore  sug- 
gest that  you  comnuuiicatxs  a  copy  of  the  resolutions  of  the 
Committee  on  Pro]jerty  to  Councils,  with  a  request  that 
those  bodies  take  appropriate  action  in  the  premises.

Dear  Sir  : — To  your  inejuiry  relative  to  "Contract  j^o. 
66,  Pipe  Line  U,  Improvement,  Extension  and  Filtration 
of  Water  Supply,"  I  reply  as  follows: 

I  understand  that  bids  have  been  invited  for  furnishing 
all  the  work  and  material  for  a  pipe  line  known  as  "Pipe 
Line  U,"  which  is  incidental  to  the  improvement  and  fil- 
tration of  the  water  supply;  that  the  territorial  limits  of 
said  Pipe  Line  U  are  fixed  in  the  specifications  upon  w^hich 
bids  for  said  contract  have  been  received ;  that  the  contract 
for  same  has  not  yet  been  awarded,  and  that  your  question 
relates  to  the  propriety  of  including  in  the  contract  ma- 
terial and  work  for  lines  not  in  the  territory  designated  as 
"Pipe  Line  U." 

The  specifications  upon  which  bids  have  been  invited 
and  proposals  made  authorize  a  variation  not  only  in  the 
quantity  of  materials  required,  but  in  the  territory  to  be 
covered,  thus  on  clause  1,  page  17  of  the  specifications, 
the  following  appears : 

"Materials  Required.— A  list  of  pipes  wanted  and  the 
routes  to  be  followed  are  given  in  the  schedule,  but  the 
Director  of  the  Department  of  Public  Works  reserves  the 
right  to  order,  at  the  prices  bid,  such  additional  lengths 
of  pipe,  special  castings  and  breeches  pipe,  and  to  make 
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such  cbaiig'Gs  in  location  of  the  pipe  line,  as  he  may  deem 
advisable." 

•Clause  112,  page  48,  reads  as  follows: 
"The  City  of  Philadelphia  reserves  the  right  to  require 
the  use  of  any  materials  that  shall  be  necessary  for  the  safe 
and  efficient  construction  of  either  the  temporary  or  per- 
manent works,  and  also  reserves  the  right  to  increase  or 
diminish  the  quantities,  to  the  extent  found  necessary  by 
the  Director  of  the  Department  of  Public  Works." 

Clauses  114  and  115,  page  49,  are  in  these  terms: 

"Modification  of  Details. — The  Director  of  the  Depart- 
ment of  Public  Works  reserves  the  right  to  modify  the 
details  of  the  Pipe  Distribution  System  in  any  manner 
which  he  may  deem  advisable  to  the  best  interests  of  the 
City.  But  such  modification  will  not  in  any  essential 
respect  change  the  character  of  the  materials  to  be  supplied 
or  work  to  be  performed,  but  may  increase  or  diminish  the 
amount  of  work." 

"Extra  Work. — -Whenever,  in  the  opinion  of  the  Direc- 
tor of  the  Department  of  Public  Works,  it  may  become 
necessary  to  use  materials  or  perform  labor  which  is 
neither  contemplated  in  the  plans  of  the  work,  nor  implied 
by  the  specifications,  referring  to  said  plans,  the  con- 
tractor hereby  agrees  to  furnish  said  materials  and  per- 
form such  labor  as  extra  work,  and  agrees  to  accept  in 
full  payment  therefor,  a  price  vrhich  shall  be  fixed  by  the 
Director  of  the  De})artment  of  Public  Works,  and  shall 
represent  the  actual  cost  of  the  work  plus  twenty  (20) 
per  cent." 

"The  contractor  shall  not  be  entitled  to  demand  or  re- 
ceive payment  for  any  work  :^s  extra  work  unless  it  has 
been  ordered  as  extra  work,  in  writing,  by  the  engineer, 
and  at  the  price  fixed  previous  to  its  commencement." 

And  paragraph  156,  page  60,  is  as  follows: 
"Eeservation. — The  Director  of  the  Department  of 
Public  Works  reserves  the  right  to  increase  or  diminish  the 
amount  of  work  to  be  performed  under  the  specification, 
if  he  shall  deem  it  advisable  or  necessary  for  the  best  inter- 
ests of  the  City  of  Philadelphia." 
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Tn  your  inquiry  you  call  attention  to  the  foregoing  and 
various  other  clauses  in  the  specifications  to  a  similar 
effect ;  including  the  last  paragi'aph  of  page  6 ;  the  first 
paragraph  of  page  13;  clause  32,  page  26;  clause  103, 
page  45. 

In  the  opinion  of  this  Department  all  of  these  para- 
graphs evince  an  intent  to  notify  bidders  that  more  or  less 
material  may  be  required  of  them  than  the  amount  esti  • 
mated,  and  that  other  territory  may  be  included  upon 
which  pipes  may  be  laid  than  that  specifically  indicated 
The  appropriation  to  your  department  I  assume  is  suf- 
ficient to  cover  the' extra  expenditure  in  view. 

If,  therefore,  under  the  discretion  which  has  been  thus 
reserved  to  the  Director  by  these  various  provisions  in  the 
specifications  it  becomes  necessary  or  advisable  in  his  judg- 
ment to  extend  the  pipe  line,  in  conformity  with  a  system. 
which  he  has  in  contemplation,  it  is  the  opinion  of  this 
Department  that  you  have  reserved  the  right  so  to  do,  and 
I  advise  you  accordingly.

Dear  Sir: — To  your  inquiry  of  April  5th,  whether 
proof  of  advertisement  must  be  presented  to  the  City  Con- 
troller in  order  that  money  shall  be  available  for  payment 
upon  contracts  entered  into  by  your  Board,  and  what  length 
of  time  should  be  allowed  in  the  advertisement  for  con- 
tractors to  submit  their  bids,  I  reply  that  the  ordinance  of 
December  26,  1882,  page  328,  requires  that  the  first  adver- 
tisement for  contracts  entered  into  with  any  of  the  de- 
partments named  in  that  ordinance  should  be  at  least  ten 
days  before  the  opening  of  proposals.  The  same  ordinance 
also  provides  that  the  City  Controller  shall  countersign 
no  warrant  upon  the  City  Treasurer  unless  he  shall  have 
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heen  furnished  with  a  copy  of  tlie  schedule  of  bids  and  a 
copy  of  the  advertisement.  S* 

I  think  your  Board  should  he  governed  by  the  terms  of 
said  ordinance,  which  seems  to  be  intended  to  apply  uni- 
versally to  contracts  let  bv  any  branch  of  the  City  govern- 
ment.

In  re.  Permission  to  extend  drainage  privileges  to  Borough 
of  Narherth. 

George  S.  AVebster,  Esq., 
Chief  Engineer. 

Dear   Sir: — Your  favor  of  the   18th 'inst.,  enclosing 
copy  of  a  letter  from  Algernon  B.  Roberts,  Esq.,  President 
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of  the  Township  Commissioners  of  Lower  Merion  Town- 
ship, to  Peter  E.  Costello,  Esq.,  Director  of  Public  Works, 
received. 

It  appears  that  the  Borough  of  Xarberth,  whicli  is  in- 
cluded in  the  Township  of  Lower  Merion,  desires  to  con- 
nect its  sewers  with  the  system  of  sewers  in  Lower  Merion 
Township,  which  are  connected  with  the  sewers  of  the  City 
of  Philadelphia. 

The  Ordinance  of  June  30,  1902,  (Ordinances,  1902, 
p.  187)  gave  permission  to  the  Township  of  Lower  Merion, 
Montgomery  County,  to  connect  its  system  of  sewers  then 
about  to  be  constructed  with  the  sewers  of  the  City  of 
Philadelphia.  You  desire  to  know  whether  that  ordinance 
would  permit  the  house  drainage  of  Xarbcrth  to  enter  the 
city  sewers. 

The  ordinance  referred  to  specifies  a  certain  system  of 
sewers  and  the  drainage  of  a  section  of  said  Township. 
Whether  the  territory  included  in  the  Borough  of  Xarl^erth 
Avas  a  part  of  the  section  of  tlie  said  Township  as  con- 
teni]3lated  in  the  said  ordinance,  and  the  sewers  constructed 
in  the  said  Borough  Avere  a  part  of  the  system  referred 
to,  is  a  matter  of  fact  which  can  best  be  determined  by  the 
authorities  of  Lower  Merion  Township.  If  the  section 
referred  to  did  not  include  the  Borough  of  jSTarberth,  the 
Ordinance  of  June  30,  1902,  would  not  authorize  the 
drainage  of  jSTarberth  to  enter  the  city  sewers.  If,  however, 
it  was  a  part  of  the  section  contemplated  in  the  said  ordi- 
nance, there  would  be  sufficient  authority  for  making  the 
connection.  This  is  a  matter  in  which  the  authorities  of 
the  Township  of  Lower  Merion  are  more  interested  than 
we,  as  they  have  entered  into  an  agreement  with  the  City 
of  Philadelphia  to  indemnify  the  city  from  any  loss  or 
injury  caused  by  the  drainage  of  the  said  Township  being 
received  into  the  sewers  of  the  said  city;  or  from  the  dis- 
charge from  said  sewers  rendering  the  sewers  within  the 
limits  of  the  said  citv,  inadequate  for  draining  the  areas 
for  which  they  were  designed. 

It  would  not  be  advisable  for  you  to  grant  any  such 
permit,  but  to  leave  that  matter  entirely  with  the  authori- 
ties of  Lower  Merion  Township ;  then  the  said  authorities. 
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if  the  drainage  of  Lower  Merion  Township  should  cause 
any  injury,  would  be  responsible  to  the  City  of  Philadel- 
phia under  the  agreement  given.

Dear  Sir: — To  your  recent  communications  relative  to 
broken  and  dangerous  coal  holes,  unprotected  areaways  on 
sidewalks,  and  xDrojecting  vent  boxes  and  water  supply 
boxes,  I  reply  that  while  it  is  tlie  duty  of  the  Department 
of  Public  Safety  to  temporarily  guard  against  peril  from 
holes  in  the  sidewalks,  or  adjacent  thereto,  the  duty  of  com- 
pelling the  removal  of  such  unsafe  holes,  areaways  and  pro- 
jecting obstructions  pertains  to  the  Department  of  Public 
Works,  the  Department  of  Public  Safety  having  no  juris- 
diction for  such  purposes. 

In  regard  to  dangerous  coal  holes,  etc.,  the  Act  of  April 
15,  1782,  2  Smith's  Laws,  page  48,  Section  13,  provides  as 
follows : 

"And  whereas  the  grates  in  the  public  streets  of  the  City 
of  Philadelphia  over  vaults  are  become  very  dangerous,  by 
the  manner  of  their  construction,  and  the  owners  neglecting 
to  keep  them  in  proper  repair:  For  remedy  whereof,  be  it 
enacted  by  the  authority  aforesaid,  that  within  three  calen- 
dar months  after  the  passage  of  this  Act,  every  o^^^ler  or 
owners  of  vaults,  over  which  a  grate  or  grates  are  placed, 
shall  cause  the  said  gi-ate  or  grates  to  be  made  of  good  iron 
bars,  of  one  inch  square,  if  eighteen  inches  long,  and  so  in 
proportion  to  the  length  of  the  bar,  the  said  bar  to  be  laid 
crossways  of  the  street,  and  the  space  between  the  bars  not 
to  exceed  one  inch  and  a  quarter  of  an  inch ;  and  the  said 
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grate  or  grates  shall  be  fixed  in  a  frame  of  stone,  or  good 
red  cedar,  the  scantling  of  which  to  be  at  least  six  inches 
square  for  a  bar  of  eighteen  inches  long,  and  so  in  propor- 
tion for  the  length  of  the  bar,  the  frame  to  be  laid  solid  on 
the  wall  of  the  opening  of  the  said  vault,  and  the  upper  side 
of  the  frame  nearly  level  with  the  pavement,  the  wall  of  the 
opening,  with  the  arch  of  the  vault,  and  grate  or  grates, 
always  to  be  kept  in  good  repair.  Aud  every  owner,  if  a 
resident  within  the  said  city,  or  tenement  of  a  non-resident 
owner,  who  has  or  may  have  vaults  under  any  of  the  public 
streets  is  hereby  directed  and  enjoined  to  comply  with  tho 
above  regulations,  under  the  penalty  of  thirty  shillings,  to 
be  paid  to  the  Commissioners  for  pitching,  paving  and 
cleansing  the  streets,  and  by  them  to  be  applied  towards 
making,  amending  and  cleansing  the  same;  and  the  said 
commissioners  are  hereby  directed  to  make  and  amend  such 
vaults  or  grates,  which  the  owners  neglect  to  repair  agree- 
able to  this  act,  out  of  the  public  money,  and  recover  the 
expenses  thereof,  with  the  forfeiture,  of  such  resident  owner 
or  tenement  of  such  non-resident  o^vner,  respectively,  as  the 
case  may  require,  in  a  summary  way,  as  debts  under  five 
pounds  are  usually  recovered." 

The  Ordinance  of  IvTovember  12,  1S55,  page  246,  regu- 
lating the  construction  of  vaults  under  the  streets  is  in  sub- 
stance based  upon  the  foregoing  statute,  but  it  does  not  pro- 
vide any  method  for  compelling  the  repair  of  openings  over 
vaults.  It  will  be  noted,  however,  that  the  Act  itself  does 
provide  a  method  of  procedure  where  notice  to  repair  grates 
over  vaults,  etc.,  is  disregarded. 

The  Ordinance  of  November  9,  1897,  page  222,  to  which 
you  refer,  is  entitled  "An  Ordinance  to  provide  for  the  en- 
closing of  vacant  lots  and  lots  upon  which  building  opera- 
tions are  in  progress  or  upon  w^hich  excavations  have  been 
made."  This  does  not  apply  to  the  streets  of  the  city,  but 
to  property  outside  of  the  limits  of  the  streets. 

The  Ordinance  of  February  11,  1889,  page  13,  entitled 
"An  Ordinance  relating  to  the  grading,  paving,  re])aving 
and  repairing  footways,  and  setting  and  resetting  curb- 
stones," provides  that  the  Director  of  the  Department  of 
Public  Works  may  require  the  grading,  paving,  repaving 
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or  repairing  and  recnrbing  of  streets  by  the  OAvner  of  prop- 
ert_y  abutting  thereon,  or,  npon  his  failure  to  comply  with 
notice  to  do  such  work  the  said  Director  may  have  it  done 
at  the  expense  of  the  oAvuer  of  such  abutting  jiroperty.  This 
ordinance,  however,  does  not  authorize  the  closing  up  of 
openings  into  vaults.  The  only  mode  of  procedure  open  to 
your  Department  seems  to  be  that  established  by  the  Act 
of  1Y82. 

So  far  as  concerns  dangerous  areaways,  the  Ordinance 
of  February  11,  1889,  does  not  provide  for  the  filling  up 
and  paving  over  such  areawaA^s,  nor  does  any  other  ordi- 
nance authorize  this  to  be  done. 

I  do  not  find  that  adequate  provision  is  made  to  compel 
the  owners  of  projecting  water  boxes  and  water  stop  boxes 
to  remove  the  same,  or  substitute  boxes  which  shall  not  be 
above  the  level  of  the  pavement. 

Upon  the  entire  subject  I  would  say  that  sufficiently 
modem  and  available  procedure  for  abating  the  nuisances 
to  which  you  refer,  does  not  appear  to  have  been  provided 
by  Councils,  and  I  would  therefore  suggest  that  an  ordi- 
nance or  ordinances  be  framed  and  submitted  to  these  bodies 
for  passage,  which  will  properly  giiard  against  the  dangers 
to  be  apprehended  from  the  existence  of  tlie  imsafe  struc^ 
tures  in  question. 

I  am  glad  to  see  that  you  have  taken  this  subject  up.  It 
is  one  which  has  been  long  neglected  :ind  which  is  a  source 
not  only  of  great  danger  to  pedestrians  upon  the  highways 
of  the  cit}^,  but  also  of  much  litigation  and  great  cost  to  the 
city.  The  evils  arising  therefrom  cannot  be  too  speedily 
corrected.

My  Dear  Sir: — To  your  communication  of  the  21st 
inst.,  inquiring-  whether  the  o\\mers  of  public  conveyances, 
such  as  hacks  and  cabs^  are  oblii^-ed  to  secure  two  licenses, 
I  reply  that  those  vehicles  which  are  defined  as  "hackney 
carriages"  by  Ordinance  of  July  11,  1876,  page  197,  are 
required  to  have  two  licenses — one  for  the  carriage  and 
one  for  the  driver.  These  are  provided  for  respectively  by 
Sectious  3  and  9  of  said  ordinance,  the  amounts  of  the 
license  fees  being  modified  by  Ordinance  of  February  21, 
1881,  page  16. 

You  ask  further,  whether  there  is  anything  in  the  law 
that  permits  large  companies,  such  as  the  Quaker  City  Cab 
Company,  the  Standard  Cab  Company,  etc.,  to  run  their 
cabs  without  licenses.  If  the  cabs  so  nin  are  such  as  may 
properly  be  deemed  ''hackney  carriages"  within  the  mean- 
ing of  the  Ordinance  of  1876,  I  find  nothing  in  the  law 
which  relieves  such  companies  from  the  requirements  of 
that  ordinance.  The  terms  of  said  ordinance,  however,  do 
not  apply  to  the  proprietors  of  livery  stables,  etc.,  who  do 
not  send  their  cabs  upon  public  stands  or  other  public 
places,  in  search  of  business.  The  subject  was  treated  at 
some  length  in  an  opinion  of  tliis  Department  dated  March 
25,  1899  (Opinions  of  City  Solicitor,  1899,  page  20),  to 
which  I  beg  to  refer  you  for  a  fuller  discussion  upon  the 
questions  submitted.

Dear  Str  : — To  your  inquiry  of  April  27th,  as  to  the 
interpretation  of  the  Ordinance  of  March  17,  1882,  and 
the  powers  of  your  Department  under  its  provisions,  I  reply 
that  said  ordinance  as  amended  by  Ordinance  of  March 
31,  1900  (p.  98),  provides  thnt  it  shall  be  a  nuisance 
(Sec.  2),  to  spill  or  dump  any  ashes,  dirt,  rubbish  or  gar- 
bage from  any  cart,  wagon  or  other  vehicle  upon  the  public 
highways.  (Sec.  3)  To  place  any  sweepings,  etc.,  from 
any  store  or  other  building  upon  the  streets  or  footways, 
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except  in  proper  receptacles.  (Sec.  4,  amended)  To  cast 
or  place  in  the  streets  of  the_  City  or  on  the  footways 
thereof,  or  into  the  vestibnles,  yards  or  porclies  bf  any 
dwelling-  or  other  bnilding  within  the  limits  of  the  City, 
any  paper,  advertisement,  hand  bills,  circnlars  or  waste 
paper,  and  any  person  or  persons  violatini^  tlie  provisions 
of  this  ordinance  shall  forfeit  and  pay  the  sum  of  twenty 
dollars  for  each  offence,  to  be  sued  for  and  recovered  in 
the  manner  that  debts  for  penalties  of  like  amount  are  by 
law  sued  for  and  recovered ;  provided,  that  nothinjy  herein 
contained  shall  be  held  to  apply  to  newspapers  and  ad- 
dressed envelopes.  (Sec.  5)  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  any 
police  officer  or  other  person  authorized  to  make  arrests  in 
the  City  of  Philadelphia,  to  arrest  iinvone  whom  he  may 
detect  violating  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance. 

In  this  connection  it  is  well  that  the  provisions  of  the 
Act  of  May  3,  1876  (P.  L.  99),  be  borne  in  mind,  as  fol- 
lows : 

"Any  police  officer  or  constable,  upon  view  of  tlie  breach 
of  any  ordinance  of  any  city  of  the  first  class,  is  authorized 
to  forthwith  arrest  the  person  or  persons  so  offending  with- 
out any  process,  to  take  such  persons  or  persons  forthwith 
before  any  police  magistrate  or  alderman  of  said  city,  who 
shall  thereupon  require  bail  for  the  appearance  of  such  per- 
son or  persons  at  a  time  to  be  fixed  for  the  hearing  of  said 
charges,  and  in  default  of  bail  to  commit  for  a  hearing, 
and  at  said  hearing  the  case  shall  be  proceeded  with  as  if 
the  parties  were  appearing  before  said  magistrate  or  alder- 
man upon  a  summons  duly  issued  and  returned  served ;  or 
if  both  parties  desire  it,  the  case  may  be  entered  and  deter- 
mined by  the  magistrate  in  like  manner,  without  requiring 
bail  or  further  attendance." 

In  so  far  as  concerns  the  casting  of  waste  paper  upon 
the  streets  or  footways  of  the  City,  or  in  the  vestibules, 
yards  or  on  the  porches  of  houses,  the  same  is  prohibited 
under  a  penalty  of  twenty  dollars  for  each  offence;  such 
penalty  may  be  recovered  by  a  civil  suit  before  a  magis- 
trate in  ordinary  course  against  the  person  offending,  or, 
under  the  provisions  of  Section  5  of  the  Ordinance  of 
1882,  and  those  of  the  Act  of  1876,  anj^  policeman  may 


arrest  such  offender  on  view,  the  further  steps  which  the 
Act  provides  being  duly  followed.  N'o  provision  is  made 
for  notice  to  those  transgressing  the  ordinance,  but  there 
can  be  no  objection  to  sending  such  notice,  if  it  be  deemed 
advisable  so  to  do,  to  those  who  habitually  offend. 

The  primary  duty  with  respect  to  the  enforcement  of 
these  ordinances  seems  from  their  context  to  have  been  de- 
volved upon  the  police  authorities,  though  the  Department 
of  Public  Works  is  not  debarred  from  such  initiative  action 
as  may  serve  to  attain  the  end  in  vicAv  and  which  does  re- 
late to  the  functions  of  that  Department,  to  wit,  the  keep- 
ing of  the  streets  clean.

In  re  License  Fees  for  Cars  dossing  Market  Street  Bridge. 
Peter  E.  Gostello,  Esq.,

Dear  Sir  : — To  your  communication  containing  a  letter 
from  the  Cliief  of  the  Bureau  of  Highwaj's  relative  to  the 
validity  of  the  Ordinance  of  June  8,  1897,  and  in  regard 
to  the  collection  of  license  fees  of  $20  for  each  car  passing 
over  the  Market  street  bridge,  and  transmitting  copy  of 
correspondence  between  that  Bureau  and  the  Philadelphia 
Kapid  Transit  Coinpany  in  reference  to  said  matters,  I 
reply  as  follows : 

The  Chief  of  the  Bureau  of  Highways  in  his  letter  to 
yourself  expresses  some  doubt  as  to  the  validity  of  the 
Ordinance  of  June  23,  1897,  page  131,  in  view  of  the 
provisions  of  the  Act  of  April  11,  1868,  P.  L.  849,  to  the 
effect  that  "the  several  passenger  railway  corporations  in 
the  City  of  Pliiladel]ihia  shall  pa.y  amiually  to  the  said 
City  in  the  month  of  January  the  sum  of  $50  as  required 
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"by  their  cliarters  for  each  car  intended  to  be  run  over  their 
roads  during  the  year,  and  they  shall  not  be  obliged  to  pay 
any  larger  sum."  But  the  sixth  section  of  the  Ordinance 
of  1897  provides  that  said  ordinance  shall  not  become  op- 
erative as  to  any  company  until  such  company  shall  first  ac- 
cept the  provisions  thereof  by  filing  an  agreement  so  to  do. 

It  thus  appears  that  the  ordinance  in  question  becomes 
effective  only  by  virtue  of  a  mutual  agreement  between  the 
City  and  the  railway  companies  accepting  it.  It,  therefore, 
does  not  contravene  the  provisions  of  the  Act  of  1868, 
since,  of  course,  those  provisions  may  be  waived  by  the 
joint  consent  of  the  parties  concerned,  to  wit,  the  City  and 
tlie  assenting  passenger  railway  company. 

The  Ordinance  of  1897,  however,  does  not  bear  upon  the 
question  of  liability  of  the  West  Philadelphia  Passenger 
Railway  Company,  or  its  lessee,  for  the  $20  fee  for  each 
car,  concerning  which  you  inquire.  Section  2  of  that  ordi- 
nance limits  its  application  to  those  city  bridges  ''upon 
which  a  bridge  license  fee  of  $50  is  now  required  to  be 
paid  under  existing  ordinances."  As  a  license  fee  of  $50 
was  not  then  required  for  crossing  the  Market  street  bridge, 
it  is  manifest  that  the  provisions  of  the  Ordinance  do  not 
apply  to  that  bridge. 

You  ask  whether  the  West  Philadelphia  Passenger  Rail- 
way Company  is  liable  for  a  license  fee  of  $20  for  each 
car  passing  over  the  Market  street  bridge  by  virtue  of  the 
Ordinance  of  March  3,  1859,  page  122.  It  will  be  ob- 
served from  the  temis  of  that  ordinance  that  the  sum  of 
$20  is  not  imposed  as  a  license  fee,  but  as  a  "toll  for  each 
car  passing  over  said  bridge  (as  provided  by  the  Act  of 
General  Assembly  authorizing  the  construction  of  the  rail- 
way of  said  company  on  said  bridge)." 

The  old  Market  street  bridge,  originally  erected  by  a 
private  company  as  a  toll  bridge,  was  purchased  by  the 
City  from  said  companv  and  freed  from  toll  under  au- 
thority of  Section  5  of  the  Act  of  March  16,  1839,  P.  L. 
100.  Subsequently,  the  City  of  Philadelphia  was  author- 
ized to  and  did  construct  a  railroad  on  Market  (High) 
street,  crossing  the  Market  street  bridge,  for  the  use  of 
which  it  exacted  certain  charges  or  tolls  (Ordinance,  Au- 
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gust  2,  1849;  Ordinance,  January  16,  1851;  Act  of  April 
10,  1849,  P.  L.  631). 

The  tolls  so  cliarg-ed  were  not  for  line  use  of  the  bridge, 
but  for  the  use  of  the  City's  railway. 

The  West  Philadelphia  Passenger  Railway  Company 
was  incorporated  by  Act  of  Assembly  of  May  14,  1857 
(P.  L.  1858,  page  585).  By  section  3  of  that  Act  said 
company  was  authorized  to  lay  its  track  over  the  route  pre- 
scribed "and  extending  eastward  across  the  river  Schuylkill 
by  the  ]\Iarket  street  bridge,  and  along  said  Washing-ton 
and  Market  streets  to  Delaware  Third  street,  with  the 
privilege  of  connecting  with  and  using  suck  parts  of  the 
West  Chester  and  Philadelphia  Railroad,  the  Columbia 
Railroad  and  the  said  City  Railroad,  or  either  of  them,  so 
far  as  may  be  necessary  or  convenient  for  the  purpose  of 
completing  the  said  route."  By  Section  4  the  Councils  of 
the  City  were  authorized  to  prescribe  the  tolls,  not  exceed- 
ing those  charged  in  other  cases,  which  the  said  company 
shall  pay  for  the  use  of  such  portions  of  the  City  Railroad 
as  may  be  necessary  to  complete  the  circuit  of  travel  on 
said  passenger  railway.  By  Section  12  it  was  prescribed 
that  before  the  said  company  should  use  and  occupy  any 
of  the  streets  of  the  City,  the  consent  of  Councils  should 
first  be  given,  "and  said  consent  shall  be  taken  and  deemed 
to  be  given,  if  the  said  Councils  shall  not  within  thirty 
days  after  the  passage  of  this  act,  by  ordinance,  duly  passed, 
signify  their  disapproval  thereof."  Xo  ordinance  sigiiify- 
ing  the  disapproval  of  the  City  was  passed  within  the 
thirty  days  thus  limited,  and  thereby  the  West  Philadel- 
phia Passenger  Railway  Cbmpany  became  fully  empowered 
to  construct  and  operate  its  road  over  the  route  mentioned 
in  its  charter,  subject  only  to  the  right  of  the  City  to  fix 
tolls  for  the  use  of  its  own  railway. 

Bearing  the  foregoing  facts  in  mind,  it  becomes  clear  that 
the  Ordinance  of  1859  in  charging  a  toll  of  $20  per  an- 
num for  each  car  passing  over  tlie  Market  street  bridge, 
as  provided  by  the  Act  of  Assembly  authorizing  the  con- 
struction of  the  railway,  meant  that  such  toll  should  be 
paid  for  the  use  of  tlie  City's  railway ;  or,  if  it  meant  more 
than  this,  it  was  to  that  extent  in  contravention  of  the  terms 
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of  tlie  Company's  charter,  wliicli  gave  said  Company  the 
right  to  use  the  bridge. 

Accordingly,  I  am  informed  by  the  Bureau  of  Highways, 
no  demand  has  been  made  upon  the  passenger  railway  com- 
pany for  payment  of  such  toll  as  far  back  as  the  records  of 
your  Department  go  (1882),  and  probably  for  a  much 
longer  period,  and  no  payment  thereof  has  been  made. 

The  City  has  long  ceased  to  own  railway  tracks  upon 
Market  street,  or  on  the  bridge  which  there  crosses  tlie 
Schuylkill  river.  The  old  bridge  at  that  point  has  since 
been  burned  down,  and  a  new  one  erected  in  its  place.  The 
ordinance  under  which  such  new  bridge  was  constnicted 
does  not  exact  any  toll  or  license  fee  for  cars  passing  over 
it,  but  does  provide  in  Section  1  that  the  bridge  shall  be 
furnished  with  slots  and  tracks  for  a  cable  railroad;  and 
in  Section  9  that  "the  company  using  the  cable  railroad 
shall  pay  to  the  City  of  Philadeli:)hia  tlie  extra  cost  of 
constructing  the  slots  for  the  cable,  according  to  a  correct 
valuation  thereof  by  the  Chief  Engineer  and  Surveyor." 
(Ordinance  of  May  26,  1886,  page  173.) 

Upon  consideration  of  the  facts  above  set  forth,  and  of 
the  relevant  laws  and  ordinances,  I  am  of  the  opinion  that 
the  charge  concerning  which  you  inquire  is  not  to  be  re- 
garded as  a  license  fee,  but  as  a  toll  charge  for  the  use  of 
the  City's  then  existing  railway  tracks ;  that  the  City  no 
longer  being  the  owner  of  any  such  tracks,  the  liability  of 
the  passenger  railway  company  to  pay  said  tolls  has  ceased, 
and  that  consequently  the  Ordinance  of  1859  cannot  be  held 
at  this  date  to  require  the  West  Philadelphia  Passenger 
Railway  Company,  or  its  lessee,  to  pay  the  sum  of  $20  each 
per  annum  for  cars  which  it  runs  across  the  said  bridge.

My  Deae  Sir: — Your  favor  of  the  2d  inst.j  enclosing 
copies  of  four  agreements  between  the  Mint  Realtv  Com- 
pany and  the  United  States  Treasury  Department,  with 
reference  to  the  sale  of  the  old  mint  property,  received. 

I  have  read  the  agreements  over  and  they  show  at  least, 
that  on  March  22,  1902,  the  United  States  Government  by 
entering  into  the  contract  with  Felix  Isman,  abandoned 
any  public  use  of  the  mint  property.  The  Act  of  June 
13,  1883  (P.  L.  lis),  might  afford  some  ground  for  the 
view  that  the  City  could  not  assess  the  mint  property  for 
taxes  for  1902-1903,  or  even  for  this  year.  The  provision 
referred  to  is  as  follows:  "The  land  aforesaid,  when  so 
acquired,  shall  forever  be  exempt  from  all  taxes  or  assess- 
ments so  long  as  the  same  shall  remain  the  property  of  the 
United  States  and  no  longer."  The  first  section  of  the 
act,  however,  speaks  of  land  acquired  for  the  purpose  of 
erecting  post  offices,  custom  houses  and  other  structures 
"exclusively  owned  by  the  general  government  and  used 
for  its  purposes."  The  constitutional  provision  authorizes 
the  General  Assembly  to  exempt  from  taxation  public 
property  used  for  public  purposes,  and  it  would  appear 
that  that  is  the  only  power  vested  in  the  legislature  so  far 
as  exempting  property  from  taxation  is  concerned. 

I  am  of  the  opinion  that  the  City  is  entitled  to  collect 
the  taxes  for  1902  and  1903,  or  at  least,  from  March  22, 
1902.

Dear  Sir: — T  herewith  return  draft  of  ordinance  sub- 
mitted by  you,  to  regulate  the  construction,  etc.,  of  area- 
ways,  coal  holes,  vent  pipes,  stop  boxes  and  other  openings 
in  the  footways. 

I  have  no  criticism  to  make  of  the  scope  and  general 
form  of  the  proposed  ordinance,  which  seems  to  me  well 
calculated  to  accomplish  the  excellent  purpose  in  view, 
though  I  have  taken  the  liberty  of  making  a  few  minor 
verbal  corrections. 

The  penalties  provided  seem,  to  be  somewhat  large,  and 
it  is  possible  that  the  ordinance  might  be  held  to  be  un- 
reasonable for  this  cause.  Sucli  danger  would,  I  think,  be 
avoided  by  reducing  the  penalties  to,  say  twenty-five  dol- 
lars for  the  substantive  offence,  and  say  five  or  ten  dollars 
per  day  for  its  continuance. 

iSTo  other  suggestions  for  the  improvement  of  the  draft 
occur  to  me.

My  Dear  Sir: — I  herewith  return  affidavit  of  Max 
Mayer  and  letter  to  yourself  from  his  attorney  relative  to 
the  examination  of  the  books  of  Joseph  Rieder,  a  pawn- 
broker, concerning  which  you  ask  whether  the  power  given 
to  you  by  ordinance  to  order  an  examination  of  such  books 
is  for  the  purpose  of  furnishing  evidence  in  bringing  suits 
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against  pawnbrokers,  or  whether  it  is  given  in  order  to  dis- 
cover what  had  actually  been  advanced  on  pledged  goods. 

The  ordinance  of  January  19,  1856,  page  5,  provides 
that  every  pawnbroker  shall  keep  a  book  to  be  called  book 
"]^o.  1,"  in  which  an  accurate  account  and  description  of 
pledged  articles  shall  be  wrilten,  with  the  sum  loaned, 
date  of  loan,  and  name  and  residence  of  the  pledger,  which 
entry  shall  be  regularly  numbered ;  a  book  "I^o.  2,"  where- 
in shall  appear  a  description  of  the  goods  pawned,  tho 
rates  of  charges  made  thereon,  and  the  number  affixed 
thereto  in  book  ''jSTo.  1,"  and  the  number  and  name  of  the 
maker  of  all  watches  pawned,  and  the  letters  or  marks  on 
goods  manufactured  of  gold  or  silver ;  a  book  "JSTo.  3,'' 
wdierein  shall  be  entered  the  sales  of  such  goods  which  shall 
be  sold,  with  the  date  thereof,  and  the  number  affixed  to 
the  same  article  in  book  "Xo.  1," — opposite  which  entry 
shall  appear  the  amount  loaned,  the  charges  thereon,  and 
the  amount  for  which  the  goods  were  sold,  with  the  nam-,3 
of  the  pawner. 

Section  6  of  said  ordinance  furthermore  provides  that 
all  of  these  books  shall  be  at  all  times  open  to  the  full  ajid 
free  inspection  of  the  owners  of  the  articles,  or  of  anj* 
person  demanding  the  same,  provided  that  such  person 
shall  exhibit  an  order  to  make  such  inspection  signed  by 
the  Mayor  or  Marshal  of  Police.  The  penalty  for  refusing 
:such  inspection  is  fixed  at  $50. 

Since  the  right  of  inspection  thus  given  applies  to  all  of 
the  above  named  books,  it  is  clear  that  its  purposes  is  not 
alone  that  of  discovering  w^hat  has  actually  advanced  on 
pawned  goods.  On  the  contrary,  the  right  appears  to  be 
;an  unrestricted  one,  giving  the  pledger,  or  any  other  per- 
son, the  privilege  of  inspection  upon  an  order  of  the  Mayor 
or  Marshal  of  Police  without  regard  to  what  the  purpose 
of  such  inspection  may  be. 

I  Avould  therefore  suggest  that  there  would  be  no  im- 
propriety in  your  giving  the  necessary  order  in  the  present 
instance.

We  understand  that  a  bill  in  equity  has  been  filed  by 
the  Mint  Eealty  Company  to  restrain  the  collection  of 
these  taxes,  and  in  view  of  this  proceeding  I  advise  you 
to  withhold  any  further  action  under  the  levy  which  you 
have  made.  The  bill  will  probably  be  served  on  you  to- 
day, if  it  has  not  already  been.

My  Dear  Mr.  Quirk: — In  regard  to  your  inquiry  as 
to  the  trailing  of  automobiles  in  the  streets,  connected  by 
ropes,  I  would  say  that  the  subject  of  the  use  of  auto- 
mobiles is  governed  by  the  ordinance  of  December  26, 
1902,  which  does  not  contain  anv  provisions  relating  to  th'j 
matter  concerning  which  you  ask.  Automobiles,  however, 
are  by  that  ordinance  made  subject  to  the  accepted  rules 
of  the  road. 
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The  ordinance  of  March  1,  1S55,  page  84,  Section  9, 
provides  that  drivers  of  drays,  wagons,  carts,  etc.,  shall 
not  follow  each  other  in  a  continuous  line,  but  must  allow 
a  space  of  ten  feet  between  each  of  them.  From  the  con- 
text of  this  ordinance,  however,  it  appears  to  relate  to 
only  such  vehicles  as  are  kept  for  public  hire.  I  do  not 
think,  therefore,  it  would  have  any  bearing  upon  the  sub- 
ject of  your  inquiry. 

By  ordinance  of  September  23,  18G4,  Section  24,  it  is 
made  a  nuisance  to  wilfully  obstruct  the  free  passage  of 
any  highway  of  the  City  so  as  to  prevent  horses  or  vehicles 
from  passing. 

Unless  the  trailing  of  automobiles  in  any  instance  is  of 
so  aggravated  a  character  as  to  come  within  the  meaning 
and  purpose  of  the  last  named  provision,  there  is  nothing 
to  prohibit  the  practice  of  which  you  speak.

My  Dear  Sir  : — To  your  inquiry  of  May  23d,  relative 
to  bonding  applicants  to  carry  on  business  as  registered 
plumbers,  I  reply,  that  the  powers  of  the  Bureau  of  Health 
in  reference  to  plumbers,  is  conferred  by  the  Acts  of  June 
30,  1885,  P.  L.  250,  and  June  24,  1895,  P.  L.  232,  which 
authorize  your  Bureau  "to  adopt  and  promulgate  suitable 
rules  and  regulations  for  the  construction  of  house  drain- 
age and  cesspools,  and  to  provide  for  the  registration  of 
master  plumbers  and  persons  engaged  in  the  plumbing 
business." 

The  foregoing  does  two  things :  it  empowers  the  adop- 
tion of  rules  relative  to  the  construction  of  house  drainage, 
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etc.,  and  authorizes  the  registration  of  plumbers.  Neither 
of  these  in  my  opinion,  is  sufficiently  comprehensive  to 
give  the  right  of  requiring  plumbers  to  enter  or  file  bonds, 
and  I  would  therefore  advise  you  that  such  a  rule  as  that 
concerning  which  you  inquire,  -svould  probably  be  invalid.

Dear  Sir: — To  your  communication  of  June  3d,  en- 
closing letter  from  the  Chief  Engineer  of  the  Bureau  of 
Filtration  relative  to  the  payment  of  retained  percentage 
in  part  to  the  contractor  under  Contract  No.  44,  with  that 
Bureau,  I  reply,  that  it  appears  from  the  papers  referred 
to  that  when  the  bids  were  originally  invited  under  speci- 
fications for  said  contract,  it  was  contemplated  as  a  pos- 
sibility that  the  contract  for  Item  1  might  be  made  sepa- 
rately from  the  contract  which  was  to  embrace  Items  2 
to  11 ;  that  the  lowest  and  best  bidder  for  each  and  all  of 
the  items  was  the  same  company,  and  that  one  contract 
with  that  company  was  dra^vn  covering  the  entire  number 
of  items  which  ■^^'ere  to  be  included  ;  that  the  work  upon 
Items  2  to  11  has  been  done  and  the  period  of  six  months 
for  the  withholding  of  the  retained  percentage  as  provided 
in  Sections  109  and  137  has  elapsed,  the  work  having 
proven  satisfactory  and  been  approved.  The  inquiry  is 
whether  the  retained  percentage  may  be  separated  and 
that  part  applicable  to  Items  2  to  11  paid,  while  the  part 
applicable  to  Item  1  is  held  to  await  the  conclusion  of  the 
Avork  upon  that  item,  and  the  completion  of  the  test  period 
and  approval  by  the  Department. 

Upon  the  general  subject  of  your  inquiry  I  would  call 
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your  attention  to  the  opinion  of  this  Department  rendered 
to  yourself  on  December  15,  1903.  (Opinions  1903,  p. 
87.)  As  therein  stated,  the  provision  for  the  retention 
of  a  percentage  of  the  contract  price  of  work  done  for  the 
City  is  inserted  for  its  protection,  and  a  large  measure  of 
discretion  relative  thereto  is  vested  in  the  head  of  the 
Department  having  charge  of  the  work.  As  between  the 
City  and  the  contractor  I  do  not  think  the  head  of  the 
Department  is  disabled  from  recognizing  facts  which  equit- 
ably entitle  the  contractor  to  be  paid  a  part  of  his  retained 
percentage  before  the  same  becomes  due  under  the  strict 
letter  of  the  contract.  Especially  is  this  the  case  where 
for  any  reason  it  would  be  to  the  interest  of  the  City  to 
make  such  payment.  Care,  however,  must  be  exercised  in 
all  cases  that  the  interests  of  the  City  are  thoroughly  and 
completely  guarded,  and  that  no  payment  shall  be  so  mad© 
which  may  possibly  impair  the  ^jrotection  to  which  it  is 
entitled  under  the  contract. 

If,  therefore,  the  retained  percentage  under  Items  2  to 
11  is  separable  from  that  under  Item  1,  and  if  you  are 
satisfied  that  the  contractor  should  be  paid  so  much  thereof 
as  pertains  to  the  items  in  question — that  is.  Items  2  to 
11  inclusive — and  that  the  interests  of  the  City  cannot 
suffer  from  such  payment,  then,  so  far  as  affects  the  con- 
tractor alone,  I  do  not  thinly  there  would  be  any  legal 
objection  upon  your  part  to  consent  to  such  payment. 

With  regard  to  the  surety  upon  the  contract,  however, 
the  subject  presents  a  somewhat  different  aspect.  He 
offers  himself  as  security  for  the  contractor  upon  the  faith 
of  the  contract  as  it  stands,  and  he  is  entitled  to  expect 
that  the  City  will  avail  itself  of  all  its  rights  under  the 
letter  of  the  contract,  if  it  intend  to  look  to  him  to  be 
responsible  for  the  fulfilment  thereof ;  at  least,  to  do  other- 
wise would  probably  involve  the  City  in  the  uncertainty 
of  litigation  with  the  surety  if  it  should  ever  attempt  to 
enforce  his  liability  upon  his  bond. 

For  this  reason  I  would  deem  it  inadvisable  to  make  any 
advance  payments  to  tlie  contractor,  or  in  any  other  man- 
ner to  release  him  from  liability  under  his  contract,  unless 
the  consent  of  the  surety  be  given  in  writing  to  such  course, 
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together  with  a  distinct  waiver  of  any  defence  or  advantage 
to  himself  which  might  arise  therefrom.

Deae  Sir  : — To  your  inquiry  of  the  6th  instant,  whether 
the  County  Commissioners  have  the  right  to  appoint 
matrons  in  the  House  of  Detention,  I  reply  that  the  Act 
of  July  2,  1901,  under  which  houses  of  detention  in  cities 
of  the  first  and  second  class  are  provided  for,  directs  in 
Section  2  that  the  Board  of  Managers,  consisting  of  five 
members,  shall  manage  the  same.  Section  4  provides  that 
"The  duties  of  the  said  Board  of  Managers  shall  be  to 
provide  a  house  or  houses,  by  leasing  the  same  or  other- 
wise, for  the  reception  of  children  to  be  placed  therein 
under  the  provisions  of  this  act,  to  alter  said  house  or 
houses  for  such  purpose,  to  keep  the  same  in  repair,  and 
generally  to  fit  and  furnish  said  house  or  houses  so  that 
the  same  may  be  suitable  for  the  care  of  the  children 
intended  to  be  received,  and  especially  to  arrange  such 
house  or  houses  so  that  a  separate  room  (so  far  as  possible) 
may  be  provided  for  the  accommodation  of  each  child  who 
may  be  received  therein,  and  generally  to  supervise  and 
oversee  the  management  of  said  house  or  houses." 

Section  7  is  in  these  terms:  "It  shall  be  the  duty  of 
the  Board  of  Managers  to  appoint  a  man  and  woman  to 
take  charge  of  the  house  and  children  committed  to  such 
house  of  detention,  and  generally  to  maintain  order  and 
discipline  among  the  children  so  committed  into  their  keep- 
ing. The  salary  or  compensation  to  be  paid  to  said  care- 
takers shall  be  fixed  by  the  Board  of  Managers,  and  certi- 
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fied  to  the  County  Commissioners  as  one  of  the  expenses  of 
maintaining  such  house  or  houses  of  detention  as  are  estab- 
lished by  this  act." 

From  the  foregoing  it  seems  to  be  clear  that  the  matron 
is  to  be  appointed  by  the  Board  of  Managers  created  by 
virtue  of  said  Act  of  Assembly,  and  I  do  not  think  that 
this  purpose  is  altered  by  the  Act  of  April  3,  1903,  P.  L. 
137,  or  any  other  statute  of  which  I  am  aware.

You  request  me  to  advise  you  whether  letters  such  as 
you  have  submitted,  should  be  regarded  as  sufficient  waiv- 
ers of  claims  for  damages,  said  letters  being  in  form  sim- 
ilar to  the  following: 

"Messes.  Mason  &  Hoge  Co.^ 

Tacony,  Pa. 
Gentlemen  : — In  reply  to  your  request,  I  hereby  advise 
you  that  the  surface  of  the  gTound  owned  by  the  Pennsyl- 
vania Eailroad  Company,  on  v;hich  you  operated  during 
the  continuance  of  your  contract  on  what  is  known  as 
'No.  8  shaft,  has  been  left  in  a  condition  entirely  satis- 
factory to  me.

This  does  not  in  itself  express  a  complete  and  positive 
waiver  of  possible  claims  for  damages.  If  it  is  intended 
by  Mr.  Rhoads  to  mean  that  the  Pennsylvania  Railroad 
Company  has  no  such  claim,  that  fact  should  be  explicitly 
so  stated,  and  it  would  therefore  be  well  to  require  the 
addition  of  something  similar  to  the  following:  "and  it 
is  hereby  admitted  by  said  company  that  it  has  no  claim 
of  any  character  against  you,  or  the  principal  contractor, 
or  against  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  arising  out  of  said 
operations." 

When  you  secure  releases  under  Section  160  of  the 
specifications  (p.  54),  it  would  be  advisable  to  have  the 
said  releases  drawn  in  a  more  formal  manner.  In  such 
case  a  release  from  all  claims  for  damages  should  be  pre- 
pared and  executed  by  the  parties  or  corporations  who 
might  have  claims  arising  out  of  the  contract  or  the  opera- 
tions thereunder. 

Herewith  I  return  you  the  copy  of  the  contract  as  re- 
quested.

The  ground  upon  which  the  said  building  is  erected  is 
the  property  of  the  Schuylkill  River  East  Side  R.  R. 
Company,  by  deed  from  George  L.  Tupman  and  wife, 
dated  October  23,  1883,  recorded  in  Deed  Book  J.  O.  D., 
Xo.  153,  page  256. 

This  department  has  no  information  or  knowledge  that 
any  lease  from  the  railroad  company,  or  any  former  owner, 
was  ever  made  to  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  nor  have  we 
any  information  as  to  when  the  property  was  first  used  for 
police  purposes. 

If  it  should  be  deemed  desirable  to  accede  to  the  Com- 
pany's request  and  to  accept  from  it  a  formal  lease  for  a 
nominal  consideration,  with  the  purpose  of  protecting  it 
against  any  claim  of  adverse  right  by  occupancy  on  the 
part  of  the  City,  I  would  suggest  that  a  temporary  arrange- 
ment be  first  made  with  the  company,  and  subsequently 
the  authority  of  Councils  obtained  thereto  before  entering 
permanently  into  the  same.

Dear  Sir  : — In  reply  to  your  inquiry  as  to  the  right  to 
manufacture  fireworks  within  the  limits  of  the  City  of 
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Philadelphia,  I  beg  to  refer  you  to  the  Act  of  March  23, 

1865,  P.  L.  744,  by  which  it  was  made  unlawful  to  manu- 
facture any  pyrotechuics  or  fireworks,  cartridges  or  any 
kind  of  fixed  ammunition  in  the  built-up  portion  of  the 
City  of  Philadelphia.  JSTo  penalty  was  provided  by  this 
act,  but  this  omission  was  supplied  by  Act  of  March  12, 

1866,  P.  L.  160,  which  subjected  the  offender  to  a  fine  of 
fifty  dollars  for  each  offence,  to  be  recovered  by  action  of 
debt,  etc. 

The  Act  of  1866  mis-recited  the  date  of  the  Act  of 
1865,  describing  it  as  the  Act  of  February  16th  of  that 
year  instead  of  March  23d,  but  the  citation  of  the  title  of 
the  Act  of  1865  is  sufiiciently  definite  to  properly  identify 
and  apply  to  it  the  penalty  provided  by  the  later  act. 

Other  legislation  upon  this  subject  is  as  follows:  By 
Act  of  August  26,  1721  (1  Smith's  Laws,  129),  Section  4, 
it  is  provided  that  no  person  shall  make  or  cause  to  be 
made,  or  sell,  or  utter,  or  offer  to  expose  to  sale  any  squibs, 
rockets,  or  other  fireworks,  or  shall  cast,  throw,  or  fire 
any  squibs,  rockets  or  other  fireworks  within  the  limits  of 
the  City  of  Philadelphia  without  the  Governor's  special, 
license  for  the  same,  of  which  license  notice  shall  be  given 
to  the  Mayor  of  the  City,  and  such  person  upon  being  con- 
victed shall,  for  every  such  offence,  forfeit  and  pay  the 
sum  of  five  shillings,  provided  that  such  conviction  be 
made  within  ten  days  after  such  offence  is  committed. 

The  foregoing  act  was  held  by  the  Supreme  Court  in 
Homer  vs.  Comm.,  15  W.  K  C,  337  (1885),  not  to  be 
obsolete  or  repealed  by  later  acts  of  Assembly  and  to  re- 
main in  full  force  and  effect,  a  conviction  thereunder  being 
sustained.  The  act,  however,  refers  to  the  old  City  of 
Philadelphia,  and  would  not  apply  to  portions  of  the  pres- 
ent City  not  within  the  old  City  limits.  The  latter  point 
which  is  apparent  from  the  face  of  the  act,  is  said  to  have 
been  decided  by  Magistrate  Pole  in  the  case  of  Comm.  vs. 
South,  referred  to  in  a  note  in  Erightly's  Purdon's  Digest 
of  Statutes,  Vol.  1,  page  916. 

But  by  Act  of  February  9,  1751  (1  Smith's  Laws,  p. 
208),  the  provisions  of  the  Act  of  August  26,  1721,  relat- 
ing to  the  manufacture  and  sale  of  fireworks  were  ex- 
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tended  to  "any  countv,  town  or  other  town  or  borough  in 
this  province  already  built  and  settled,  or  hereafter  to  be 
built  and  settled,  not  hitherto  restricted  nor  provided  for 
by  our  laws." 

By  Act  of  June  10,  1881  (P.  L.  Ill),  the  sale  to  any 
person  under  sixteen  years  of  age  of  deadly  weapons,  gun- 
powder, and  explosive  substances  in  the  Commonwealth 
of  Pennsylvania  is  prohibited,  and  the  vendor  made  guilty 
of  a  misdemeanor  and  subjectdd  to  a  line  not  exceeding 
three  hundred  dollars  upon  conviction. 

The  Ordinance  of  June  20,  1881,  Sect  1,  page  149, 
forbids  the  vending,  selling  or  exposing  for  sale,  or  the 
use  of  any  toy  pistol,  toy  cannon,  devils  bombs,  or  toys  or 
small  hand  weapons  of  any  character  or  description  used 
for  firing  salutes,  for  celebrating  purposes,  and  employing 
gunpowder,  guncotton,  fulminating  powder,  or  other  ex- 
plosive material  in  their  construction,  manufacture  or  use, 
wdthin  the  corporate  limits  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia 
under  penalty  of  one  hundred  dollars  for  each  offence,  con- 
sisting of  the  selling  or  exposing  for  sale  of  the  same,  and 
of  ten  dollars  for  each  offence  by  the  use  of  said  articles. 

The  Act  of  June  11,  1885  (P.  L.  Ill),  makes  it  a  mis- 
demeanor, punishable  by  fine  not  exceeding  five  hundred 
dollars,  or  imprisonment  not  exceeding  one  year,  or  both, 
or  either,  at  the  discretion  of  the  court,  to  knowingly  and 
wilfully  make,  manufacture  and  sell,  or  cause  to  be  made, 
manufactured  or  sold,  any  toy  cannon,  toy  pistol,  revolver 
or  other  such  deadly  weapon,  or  to  knowingly  or  wilfully 
expose  to  sale  any  such  weapons  made  elsewhere  and 
brought  within  the  State,  provided  that  this  Act  shall  not 
interfere  with  the  manufacture  and  sale  of  legitimate 
firearms. 

By  Act  of  June  19,  1901  (P.  L.  577),  any  person  or 
persons  manufacturing  or  selling  fire  crackers  containing 
dynamite,  chlorate  of  potash  or  any  explosive,  except  that 
containing  ordinary  gunpowder  composed  of  saltpetre, 
sulphur  and  charcoal,  is  made  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor, 
upon  conviction  whereof  it  is  provided  that  he  shall  be 
sentenced  to  pay  a  fine  of  not  less  than  fifty  dollars  and  not 
more  than  one  hundred  dollars,  or  suffer  an  imprisonment

of  not  less  than  six  months  and  not  more  than  one  year,  or 
both,  at  the  discretion  of  the  court. 

It  is  to  be  noted  in  reference  to  the  hast  foregoing  Act 
that  the  title  mentions  only  the  manufacture  and  sale  of 
fire  crackers  containing  dynamite,  and  makes  no  reference 
to  fire  crackers  made  from  chlorate  of  potash  or  other  ex- 
plosives except  gunpowder. 

The  acts  and  ordinances  hereinabove  referred  to  are  all 
that  I  find  bearing  directly  upon  the  subject  of  fireworks. 
I  may,  however,  refer  you  to  the  ordinance  of  April  2, 
1901,  page  110,  entitled  "An  Ordinance  to  regulate  the 
manufacturing,  having,  keeping,  selling,  using,  transport- 
ing and  carrying  of  high  explosives,"  with  which  you  are^ 
of  course,  familiar,  as  well  as  with  the  Act  of  Jime  4,  1901 
(P.  L.  361),  validating  said  ordinance  and  others  upon 
cognate  subjects.

Deae  Sie  :— Upon  careful  consideration  of  your  oral 
inquiry  whether  you  would  be  autliorized  to  reject  the 
several  bids  for  the  city  loan  of  $16,000,000  provided  for 
by  Ordinance  of  May  18,  IDOlr,  and  without  an  invitation 
of  further  bidding  to  sell  bonds  through  the  office  of  the 
City  Treasurer  to  such  persons  as  might  be  desirous  of 
purchasing  same,  I  am  confronted  with  the  first  section  of 
the  ordinance,  as  follows,  and  with  which  you  are  familiar : 
"That  the  Mayor  of  the  City  be  and  he  is  hereby  authorized 
to  borrow  at  such  times  and  in  such  proportion  as  in  his 
judgment  the  best  interest  of  the  City  demand,  from  the 
highest  bidder  or  bidders,  at  not  less  than  par,  on  the  faith 
and  credit  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  a  sum  or  sums 
which  in  the  aggTcgate  shall  not  exceed  sixteen  million 
(16,000,000)  dollars,  to  be  expended  as  provided  for  in 
the  second  section  of  this  ordinance." 

By  this  section  is  vested  in  the  executive  of  the  city  a 
wide  discretion  as  to  the  time  and  method  of  borrowing  the 
said  sum,  and  as  to  the  wisdom  of  accepting  tenders  which 
may  be  made  for  all  or  any  part  thereof.  Accordingly, 
in  the  circular  addressed  to  prospective  bidders,  the  right 
was  reserved  to  reject  any  or  all  proposals  which  may  be 
made,  or  to  award  only  a  portion  of  the  loaji,  as  the  Mayor 
might  deem  best  for  the  interest  of  the  city. 

Under  the  provisions  of  said  section,  as  well  as  by  virtue 
of  the  said  notice  to  bidders,  it  is  entirely  competent  for  the 
]\rayor  to  reject  any  or  all  of  the  bids  or  to  award  but  a 
part  of  the  loan,  reserving  the  balance-  for  future  action. 

It  would  seem,  therefore,  that  the  terms  of  this  ordinance 
requiring  the  money  to  be  borrowed  from  the  highest  bid- 
der or  bidders,  are  mandatory,  and  that  thereunder  it  would 
be  the  duty  of  the  Mayor  in  case  of  the  rejection  of  any 
Or  all  of  the  bids,  to  award  the  balance  of  the  loan,  when  it 
is  deemed  wise  to  do  so,  only  to  the  subsequent  highest  bid- 
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der  or  bidders  therefor,  and  not  to  dispose  of  it  by  sale  or 
in  any  other  manner  than  that  which  the  ordinance  directs, 
and  such  view  is  respectfully  submitted  as  the  opinion  of 
this  Department,

Dear  Sir  : — To  your  inquiry  made  at  the  request  of  tlie 
Chief  of  the  Bureau  of  Boiler  Inspection,  whether  a  cer- 
tain boiler  which  is  described  at  length  in  your  communi- 
cation, comes  within  the  provisions  of  Section  11  of  the 
Ordinance  of  February  16,  1882,  page  44,  regulating  the 
inspection  of  steam  boilers,  I  reply,  that  said  section  rer 
quires  that  all  boilers  shall  be  provided  with  man  or  hand 
holes,  through  which  an  inspection  of  the  interior  of  the 
boiler  can  be  made. 

If  the  boiler  in  question  is  such  that  no  proper  inspec- 
tion of  it  can  be  made  through  the  man  or  hand  holes  with 
which  it  is  provided,  the  Chief  of  the  Bureau  of  Boiler 
Inspection  was  right  in  refusing  to  pass  the  boiler.  It  is 
for  him  to  judge,  at  least  in  the  first  instance,  whether  the 
holes  are  or  are  not  such  that  the  boiler  can  be  properly 
inspected  through  them.  This  Department  is  unable  to 
say  whether  any  particular  size  hole  in  a  boiler  of  a  given 
type  answers  the  requirement  of  the  ordinance.

Deae  Sir: — To  your  favor  of  tlie  11th  inst.,  in  refer- 
ence to  the  Ordinance  of  May  9,  1901,  entitled  "An  Ordi- 
nance to  designate  certain  trust  companies  depositories  of 
the  City's  money,"  wherein  yon  state  that  in  order  to  carry 
this  ordinance  into  effect  it  will  reqnire  expenditures  for 
stationery,  books,  clerk  hire  and  an  additional  messenger, 
and  that  Councils  have  made  no  appropriation  for  these  pur- 
poses, and  that  you  therefore  request  information  of  this 
Department  whether  you  have  authority  to  incur  the  lia- 
bility referred  to,  and  if  not,  whether  you  would  assume 
any  responsibility  in  failing  to  make  the  deposits  as  re- 
quired by  the  ordinance,  I  reply  as  follows : 

The  Act  of  April  21,  1858,  P.  L.  386,  provides  that  no 
debt  or  contract  hereafter  incurred  may  be  made  binding 
upon  the  City  of  Philadelphia  unless  authorized  by  law  or 
ordinance  and  an  appropriation  sufficient  to  pay  the  same 
be  previousl}^  made  by  Councils. 

This  Act  of  Assembly  would  prevent  you,  in  reference 
to  city  affairs,  from  incurring  any  debt  for  the  purposes 
mentioned  in  your  letter,  for  which  the  City  would  be 
liable.  But  as  Councils  have  failed  to  make  the  appropria- 
tion, if  such  appropriation  be  absolutely  necessary  in  order 
to  carry  the  Ordinance  of  May  9,  1904,  into  effect,  no  re- 
sponsibility wTiuld  bo  incurred  by  your  failure  to  comply 
therewith.  So  far  as  tlie  expenditure  for  books  and  sta- 
tioneiy  is  concerned,  doubtless  you  could  subsequently  ar- 
range for  an  appropriation  to  pay  the  amount  of  debt  you 
might  incur,  since  the  failure  to  make  the  appropriation 
for  such  expenditures  was  evidently  an  oversight;  and 
\'0U  might,  perhaps,  feel  safe  in  incurring  this  unavoidable 
expense  in  order  to  comply  with  the  ordinance,  relying  upon 
Councils  to  make  the  necessary  appropriation  hereafter.

Dear  Sir: — To  your  inquiry  as  to  the  propriety  of  en- 
tering into  a  fui-ther  contract  for  the  completion  of  the 
grading,  curbing,  etc.,  of  the  JSTortheastem  Boulevard  with 
the  same  contractor  who  has  already  done  a  part  of  said 
work,  when  Councils  shall  have  appropriated  the  money 
now  being  borrowed  for  that  puii^ose,  my  reply  is,  that  by 
several  ordinances  approved  March  28,  1903,  the  Director 
of  the  Department  of  Public  Works  is  directed  to  take 
steps  for  securing  possession  of  the  land  through  which, 
said  Boulevard  was  to  be  located — to  advertise  for  pro- 
posals for  the  necessary  work  of  grading,  curbing,  coping, 
etc.,  of  the  entire  Boulevard — to  enter  into  a  contract  for 
such  work,  with  a  clause  therein  providing  that  the  work 
was  to  be  done  only  when  ordered  by  the  Department  of 
Public  Works  and  when  the  money  in  payment  therefor 
should  be  appropriated ;  and  also  appropriating  the  sum.  of 
$250,000  for  the  commencement  of  the  work.  In  accord- 
ance witli  the  foregoing  directions,  advertisement  was  duly 
made  and  the  contract  was  awarded  to  a  bidder  under  such 
advertisement,  whose  bid  was  made  by  specified  prices  by 
the  linear  foot  and  square  yard.  Thereupon  a  contract  was 
entered  into  between  the  City  and  the  said  bidder  requir- 
ing the  latter  to  furnish  all  the  materials  and  perfonn  all 
the  work  in  question,  and  also  that  said  work  was  to  be 
finished  within  two  years  from  the  date  of  the  notice  to 
begin  the  same,  and  that  the  money  to  pay  for  tlie  same 
should  first  have  been  provided  by  the  necessary  appro- 
priations, as  specified  by  Ordinance  of  March  28,  1903. 
In  said  contract  it  was  further  agreed,  that  the  amount 
to  be  expended  thereunder  should  not  exceed  $250,000, 
that  being  the  sum  tlien  appropriated.  This  amount  by 
subsequent  contract  was  increased  $50,000,  and  a  further 
appropriation  of  that  sum  was  made  therefor. 

From  the  foregoing  facts  it  appears  that  Councils  have 
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directed  the  proper  executive  department  to  enter  into  a 
contract  specifying  that  the  contractor  shall  do  all  the  work 
from  time  to  time  as  appropriations  therefor  shall  be  made ; 
that  advertisement  for  bids  for  the  entire  work  has  been 
duly  published;  that  contracts  aggTegatinj^  $300,000,  as 
with  the  award,  for  the  doing  of  all  of  the  work. 

By  the  Acts  of  February  2,  1854,  Sect.  38,  P.  L.  21; 
April  21,  1858,  Sect  5,  P.  L.  386,  and  June  11,  1879, 
Sect.  3,  P.  L.  130,  the  City  of  Philadelphia  and  the  de- 
partments thereof  are  forbidden  to  enter  into  any  contract 
without  previous  or  contemporaneous  appropriation  for 
the  same. 

By  Acts  of  May  13,  1856,  Sect.  26,  page  573,  and  May 
23,  1874,  Sect  6,'  P.  L.  233,  all  work  to"  be  done  for  the 
City  is  to  be  let  to  the  lowest  responsible  bidder  therefor, 
after  due  advertisement. 

The  requirements  of  botli  series  of  statutes  appear  to 
have  been  fulfilled — that  is,  advertisement  has  been  duly 
made  as  provided  for  by  the  Acts  of  1856  and  1874,  for 
the  entire  work,  and  the  appropriations  to  cover  the  same 
have  thus  far  been  passed,  the  amounts  of  the  two  contracts 
not  having  exceeded  the  sums  so  appropriated. 

Without  entirely  conceding  all  the  legal  propositions  con- 
tained in  the  opinion  of  the  learned  counsel  which  you 
kindly  submitted  to  me,  it  is  enough  to  say  that  the  require- 
ments of  law  would  not  be  violated  by  such  further  con- 
tract being  made  between  the  City  and  the  said  contractor, 
and  that  in  the  light  of  the  Ordinance  of  March  28,  1903, 
directing  that  contracts  be  entered  into  from  time  to  time, 
under  one  bid  and  one  award,  as  appropriations  shall  be 
made  to  pay  for  the  work,  it  is  entii*ely  proper  and  advis- 
able to  follow  such  direction,  and  it  thereby  becomes  the 
duty  of  the  executive  authorities  of  the  City  to  enter  into 
a  further  contract  in  compliance  with  the  provisions  of 
said  ordinance  and  said  award,  whenever  the  necessary  ap- 
propriation shall  be  made  therefor.

Dear  Sik  : — To  your  inquiry  made  at  the  request  of  the 
Chief  of  Bureau  of  Steam  Engine  and  Boiler  Inspection, 
relative  to  the  proper  interpretation  of  the  Ordinance  of 
March  24,  1904,  regulating  the  emission  of  smoke,  etc., 

1  reply  that  Section  1  provides  for  the  establishment  of  a 
scale  as  therein  provided  to  be  known  as  "Xo.  1  scale"  and 
"No.  2  scale." 

Section  2  forbids  and  makes  unlawful  the  suffering  or 
permitting  of  the  emission  of  smoke  from  fires  not  in  mo- 
tion, or  from  burning  or  active  fires  through  a  stack,  flue  or 
chimney,  etc.,  less  than  fifty  feet  high  of  a  color  greater 
(presumably  darker)  than  "Xo.  1  scale."  This  section 
contains  no  prohibition  in  regard  to  chimneys,  etc.,  over 
fifty  feet  high,  and  no  penalty  is  therefore  provided  in 
regard  to  such  chimneys,  except  in  the  special  cases  dealt 
with  in  the  subsequent  sections  of  the  ordinance. 

Section  3  forbids  the  emission  of  smoke  darker  than  "Xo. 

2  scale"  for  the  period  of  more  than  five  consecutive  min- 
ute;i  from  locomotives  or  river  steam  craft  standing  with 
banked  fires  or  engaged  in  shifting,  or  for  a  period  of  more 
than  ten  minutes  where  the  fire  is  in  process  of  cleaning  or 
preparing  for  starting,  provided  that  none  of  the  provisions 
of  this  ordinance  shall  apply  to  locomotives  or  river  steam 
craft  in  continuous  transit  through  or  across  the  City,  or 
entering  or  departing  therefrom. 

Section  4  deals  exclusively  with  pnddling,  open  hearth, 
or  forge  furnaces.  It  permits  the  emission  of  smoke  there- 
from in  such  structures  now  erected  of  a  degree  of  dark- 
ness not  exceeding  "Xo.  2  scale"  through  a  chimney  fifty 
feet  high,  and  permits  the  emission  of  such  smoke  from  any 
puddling,  open  hearth,  forge  or  other  furnaces,  hereafter 
erected  of  a  degi-ee  of  darkness  not  exceeding  "Xo.  1  scale" 
with  a  chimney  not  less  than  one  hundred  and  fifty  feet 
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high,  prohibiting  such  emission  of  smoke  of  a  degi-ee  of 
darkness  greater  than  that  explicitly  permitted  by  said  sec- 
tion. 

Section  5  provides  that  no  fumes  of  a  sulpbnrous  or  ob- 
noxious odor  occasioned  by  the  melting  of  scrap-tin  or  other 
metal  shall  be  permitted  t(T  escape  from  any  foundry  or 
furnace  within  the  built-up  section  of  the  City. 

Section  6  provides  that  those  portions  of  the  ordinance 
relating  to  the  color  of  smoke  shall  not  apply  between  the 
hours  of  4  A.  M.  and  7  A.  M. 

Section  7  fixes  the  penalties  for  violation  of  the  ordinance 
and  the  time  for  the  bringing  of  suit  thereunder ;  it  also 
provides  that  Avithin  forty-eight  hours  after  the  commission 
of  the  offence  a  notice  shall  be  mailed  to  the  offender  by 
the  Bureau  of  Boiler  Inspection  notifying  him  of  the  vio- 
lation of  the  ordinance,  and  the  details  of  such  violation. 

Section  8  fixes  the  time  for  the  ordinance  to  become  effec- 
tive as  October  1, 1904,  and  devolves  the  enforcement  of  its 
provisions  upon  the  Bureau  of  Boiler  Inspection,  subject 
to  such  incidental  rules  and  regulations  as  that  Bureau  may 
establish  and  provide.

Dear  Sir: — To  your  inquiry  of  the  18th  inst.,  as  to 
the  liability  of  the  City  for  hire  of  the  steam  tug  "Hattie 
Killam,"  I  reply  as  follows: 

From  the  communication  to  yourself  of  the  Chief  of  the 
Bureau  of  Survevs,  together  wnth  the  papers  submitted,  I 
gather  that  in  Februafv  last  the  tug  '"'Ilattie  Killam"  was 
hired  by  the  City  of  Philadelphia  at  a  rental  of  $8  per  day. 
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In  March,  1004,  proposals  were  invited  for  a  new  or  second- 
hand steam  tug,  to  which  the  owners  of  the  "Hattie  Kil- 
1am  responded,  offering  said  tug  for  the  price  of  $5,000, 
their  bid  being  accepted  and  contract  awarded  to  them 
on  April  20,  1004.  The  proposals  thus  invited  contained 
the  provision  that  payment  was  to  be  made  by  the  City 
upon  completion,  acceptance  and  delivery  of  the  boat.  The 
bid  made  by  the  owners  of  the  tug  did  not  stipulate  to  fur- 
nish the  same  at  any  particular  time,  the  blank  for  that 
purpose  not  being  filled  up. 

On  May  20,  1004,  a  contract  was  duly  entered  into  in 
jDursuance  of  said  award  by  which  the  owners  of  the  steam 
tug  agreed  to  furnish  and  deliver  the  same  to  the  City  of 
Philadelphia  during  the  year  1004,  the  City  reserving  the 
right  to  reject  the  tug  if  it  were  not  satisfactory,  and  to 
purchase  a  new  one  in  its  place,  the  OAvners  agreeing  to 
make  good  any  loss  thereby  incurred.  A  bill  of  sale  for 
the  tug  was  made  by  the  OAvners,  which  was  dated  and  ac- 
knowledged on  Maj'  20,  1004,  but  was  not  delivered  until 
June  13  of  the  same  year,  at  which  date  a  warrant  for  the 
purchase  money  was  handed  to  the  o^vners.  The  rental 
at  the  rate  of  $8  per  day  for  the  use  of  the  tug  has  been 
paid  up  to  May  1,  1004,  and  the  owners  now  present  a  bill 
for  further  rental  for  the  period  from  May  1  to  June  13, 
1;:>04,  the  date  when  the  bill  of  sale  Avas  delivered  to  the 
City.  I  understand  tlie  Bureau  of  Surveys  to  contend,  on 
the  other  hand,  that  as  the  contract  was  awarded  on  April 
20,  1004,  the  City  at  that  time  became  the  virtual  owner 
of  the  tug,  and  should  not  be  called  upon  to  pay  further 
rental  therefor. 

It  is  obvious  that  the  owTiers  of  the  boat  are  entitled  to 
the  rent  agreed  upon  for  the  use  of  the  same  until  such 
time  as  title  thereto  vested  in  the  City.  The  award  of  the 
contract  did  not  suffice  to  transfer  the  title  from  the  o^mers 
to  the  City,  nor  did  the  contract  of  May  20,  1004,  have  that 
effect.  That  instrument  stipulates  for  a  transfer  to  be  per- 
fected in  the  future,  and  by  virtue  of  its  terms  the  owners 
would  not  have  beeii  in  default  if  they  had  complied  with 
them  at  any  time  during  the  year  1004.  If  the  tug  had 
not  been  already  in  the  possession  of  the  City,  the  date 
upon  which  such  possession  wore  taken  would  have  been 
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the  determining  period,  but  since  tlie  City  was  already  in 
possession  as  hirer,  and  since  no  manual  change  was  made 
when  its  ownership  began,  resort  must  be  had  to  the  written 
evidence  of  title  which  it  took.  The  title  vested  by  virtue 
of  the  bill  of  sale,  and  while  the  date  thereof  is  May  20, 
1904,  yet  a  delivei'y  was  essential  to  said  bill  of  sale  in  order 
to  make  it  effective.  It  follows  that  the  title  to  the  tug  did 
not  accrue  to  the  City  until  the  delivery  of  the  bill  of  sale 
on  June  13,  1904,  and  therefore  that  under  the  agreement 
of  lease,  the  owners  are  entitled  to  be  paid  the  rental  up 
to  that  date. 

I  return  herewith  copy  of  bill  of  sale  and  contract  kindly 
furnished  this'  department  by  the  Chief  of  the  Bureau  of 
Sur^'eys.

Deae  Sie  : — To  your  inquiry  whether  you  may  counter- 
sign warrants  drawn  against  loan  moneys  appropriated  to 
the  Highway  Bureau,  I  reply  as  follows: 

It  appears  that  by  ordinance  of  June  27,  1904,  making 
an  appropriation  of  $10,800,000  out  of  the  loan  of  1904, 
$250,000  is  appropriated  to  Item  6  of  the  annual  appro- 
priation to  the  Bureau  of  Highways  for  grading  streets, 
and  $265,000  to  Item  27,  Bureau  of  Highways,  for  repav- 
ing  with  improved  pavements  streets  not  occupied  by  pas- 
senger railways,  subject  to  future  legislation  by  Councils ; 
that  the  enacting  ordinance  of  June  27,  1904,  designating 
the  streets  to  be  so  graded  and  repaved,  states  that  payment 
therefor  is  to  be  made  out  of  the  annual  appropriation. 

I  find  nothing  in  these  circumstances  which  would  debar 
you  from  countersigning  warrants  dravTi  against  said  loan 
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moneys  for  the  work  designated  by  the  respective  ordi- 
nances, and  I  accordingly  advise  you  that  there  is  no  legal 
objection  thereto.

My  Dear  Sir: — To  your  last  communication  relative 
to  entering  into  contract  for  work  upon  the  IST.  E.  Boule- 
vard, to  which  you  inquire  "v/hether  there  will  be  any 
liability  on  the  part  of  the  City  in  case  of  re-advertisement 
for  bids,"  or,  ''in  other  words,  whether  the  City  of  Phila- 
delphia had  legally  acquitted  herself  of  all  obligations  en- 
tered into"  when  she  has  paid  $300,000  for  the  work 
already  done,  and  will  then  be  at  libertv  to  start  anew,  1 
reply  that  in  the  case  of  Smart  vs.  Philadelphia,  205  Pa., 
329,  it  was  decided  by  the  Supreme  Court  that  the  mere 
award  of  a  contract  by  the  City  imposes  no  liability  upon 
it;  that  such  liability  accrues  only  in  so  far  as  contracts 
may  be  executed  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the 
Act  of  June  1,  1885,  known  as  the  ''Bullitt  Bill." 

In  pursuance  of  this  decision  the  award  of  the  contract 
for  all  the  work  upon  the  Boulevard  did  not  make  the  City 
liable,  if  it  should  decline  to  enter  into  such  contract.  It 
is  also  apparent  that  the  two  contracts  which  have  already 
been  executed  by  the  City  for  this  work  are  limited  by 
their  terms  to  the  respective  sums  of  $250,000  and 
$50,000,  and  that  the  City  is  not  liable  beyond  the  sum  of 
$300,000,  for  which  it  has  actually  contracted. 

Nevertheless,  I  ought  to  say  that  as  long  as  the  ordinance 
of  March  28,  1903,  which  directs  that  one  award  be  made 
and  that  the  contracts  be  entered  into  with  the  successful 
bidder  from  time  to  time  thereunder  as  appropriations 
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shall  be  made,  stands  unrepealed  and  in  full  force  and 
effect,  the  City  cannot  i^roperly  be  considered  as  having 
altered  its  determination  to  proceed  in  the  matter  as  said 
ordinance  provides,  inasmuch  as  such  provision  is,  as 
stated  in  my  former  communication,  an  entirely  valid  and 
legal  exercise  of  legislative  authority  whereby  Councils 
have  assumed  the  responsibility,  which  rests  with  them,  of 
directing  the  contract  to  be  thus  executed.

a  contract  iii  the  manner  suggested  without  such  previous 
advertisement.

Dear  Sir: — To  your  inquiry  whether  an  employee  of 
your  department  can  act  as  Notary  Public  for  the  purpose 
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of  administering  oaths  to  contractors  with  the  City,  and 
collect  the  nsual  fees  for  so  doing,  I  reply  that  the  Act  of 
May  18,  188Y,  P.  L.  124,  provides: 

"'No  person  shall  hold  more  than  one  office  of  profit  in 
any  city  department,  and  no  person  shall  hold  any  office 
of  profit  under  the  city  or  any  department  thereof  while 
holding  any  other  official  or  representative  position  of 
profit  in  or  nnder  the  government  of  the  United  States^ 
or  of  this  Commonwealth,  or  of  such  city,  except  in  the 
militia  service  of  this  Commonwealth :  Provided,  That- 
nothing  herein  contained  shall  apply  to  the  office  of  notary 
public  in  this  Commonwealth." 

From  the  foregoing  it  appears  that  an  employee  or  officer 
of  any  City  department  may  at  the  same  time  be  a  I^otary 
Public.  I  think  it  equally  clear  that  as  such  N^otary  Pub- 
lic he  is  not  violating  the  law  in  administering  oaths  in 
connection  with  municipal  work,  and  receiving  the  usual 
fees  therefor.

Dear  Sir  : — Your  favor  of  the  8th  instant  received.  In 
referring  to  "Contract  No.  78,  Improvement,  Extension 
and  Filtration  of  Water  Supply,"  Avhich  calls  for  the  fur- 
nishing of  steel  flanged  nuts,  cast  iron  washers,  bolts,  etc., 
you  state  that  you  have  placed  advertisements  in  the  news- 
papers for  supplying  these  goods  on  contract,  and  bids  are 
to  be  drawn  on  August  11,  1904.  but  that  the  parties  whom 
you  desire  to  bid,  namely,  Hoopes  &  Townsend  Company

refuse  to  bid  in  public  competition,  and  unless  they  do  bid 
there  will  be  no  real  public  competition. 

You  further  state  that  jou  desire  Messrs.  Hoopes  & 
Townsend  Company's  bid,  or  to  receive  the  order,  because 
they  are  the  most  successful  and  competent  manufacturers 
of  these  goods  in  the  world,  and  that  they  have  on  previous 
occasions  given  entire  satisfaction  to  your  Department  as 
to  the  character  of  material  furnished  and  promptness  of 
delivery. 

In  requesting  my  opinion  on  this  matter,  I  suppose  you 
wish  to  know  whether  you  can  award  the  contract  to 
Hoopes  &  Townsend  Company,  when  they  are  bidding  pub- 
licly in  the  manner  usually  required. 

The  Act  of  May  23,  187-4,  P.  L.  230,  Section  6,  requires 
that  all  work  ancl  materials  required  by  the  City  shall  be 
furnished  and  performed  under  contract  to  be  given  to  the 
lowest  responsible  bidder.  This  Act  evidently  requires 
before  the  awarding  of  the  contract,  that  there  should  be 
bids  made.  In  accordance  therewith,  it  is  essential  in  every 
case  that  there  should  be  bidding  for  the  work.  The  only 
exception  is  where  the  material  required  is  that  of  a  special 
or  patented  article,  as  in  Silsby  Manufacturing  Co.  vs. 
Allen  town,  153  Pa.,  319. 

As  the  v/ork  or  material  can  only  be  furnished  by  the 
patentee,  or  the  o^\Tier  of  the  patent,  it  would,  of  course, 
be  unnecessary  to  advertise  for  or  solicit  bids.  In  every 
case  in  which  the  work  or  material  to  be  performed  or  fur- 
nished is  open  to  more  than  one  party,  it  is  necessary  to 
receive  bids.  If  the  material  to  be  furnished  under  Con- 
tract ]^o.  73,  as  referred  to  in  your  communication,  is 
such  as  can  be  furnished  by  more  than  one  party,  it  will 
be  necessary  under  the  said  Act  of  Assembly  and  the 
ordinance  of  Councils  to  receive  bids.

Dear  Sir: — Your  favor  of  the  12th  inst.,  in  reference 
to  a  communication  from  the  Continental  Title  and  Trust 
Company  objecting  to  the  payment  to  Charles  O'J^eill  on 
account  of  contract  with  the  City  of  Philadelphia  for  the 
construction  of  the  Manayunk  Grammar  School,  received. 

It  appears  that  prior  to  the  receipt  of  the  said  letter 
by  you  from  the  Continental  Title  and  Trust  Company, 
the  final  payment  on  account  of  the  Manayunk  Grammar 
School  was  made  to  Mr.  CiSTeill,  and  that  the  Continental 
Title  and  Trust  Company  request  you  to  withhold  any 
warrants  due  to  Mr.  O'l^eill  on  contract  for  the  erection 
of  school  house  on  Hellerman  street,  in  the  Thirty-fifth 
Section,  and  upon  which  contract  there  is  a  balance  due 
of  $11,087. 

It  further  appears  that  the  Continental  Title  and  Trust 
Company  is  not  the  surety  on  the  contract  in  reference  to 
the  school  house  on  Hellerman  street,  and  you  desire  to 
know  whether  you  have  the  right  to  withhold  payments  on 
contracts  of  the  said  contractor,  Mr.  O'Xeill,  upon  which 
other  companies  are  sureties,  as  requested  by  the  said  Con- 
tinental Title  and  Trust  Company. 

It  is  not  required  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  or  of  you 
as  its  Controller,  to  settle  the  differences  between  the  con- 
tractors and  their  creditors,  and  you  have  no  authority  to 
refuse  to  pay  a  contractor  the  amount  of  money  which  he 
is  entitled  to  receive  merely  because  some  creditor  requests 
you  to  withhold  the  payment.  The  City  by  ordinance  pro- 
vides a  penal  bond  in  order  to  secure  the  laborers  and  ma- 
terial men  who  perform  work  and  furnish  material  for  the 
contractor  with  the  City  of  Philadelphia.  All  such  ma- 
terial men  or  laborers  are  required  to  look  to  the  penal 
bond  for  payment  of  the  amount  due  them. 

The  Continental  Title  and  Trust  Company,  so  far  as 
the  contract  for  school  house  other  than  the  Manayunk 
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Grammar  School,  is  merely  a  creditor  of  Mr.  O'Xeill,  and 
has  no  standing  whatever  as  to  any  of  the  contracts  other 
than  those  upon  which  it  was  surety. 

I  advise  you,  therefore,  that  under  the  facts  as  stated  in 
your  letter,  you  would  not  be  justified  in  withholding  pay- 
ments to  Mr.  O'lSTeill  on  the  contract  for  the  construction 
of  the  school  house  on  Hellerman  street.

Gentlemen  : — Your  favor  in  reference  to  the  invest- 
ment of  the  Fire  Insurance  Fund  received.  The  ordinance 
of  March  29,  1904,  authorizes  your  Commission  to  hold 
and  invest  the  said  fund  the  same  as  other  moneys 
in  your  charge  and  keeping  are  held  and  invested. 
Under  this  authority  3^ou  would  have  the  right  to  invest 
the  Insurance  Fund  in  City  Bonds,  and,  as  such  purchase 
would  not  be  for  the  purpose  cf  the  cancellation  of  the 
bonds  as  might  be  the  case  in  some  of  the  Sinking  Funds, 
you  would  have  authority  to  dispose  of  those  bonds  at  the 
proper  market  prices  at  the  time  when  it  would  be  neces- 
sary to  use  the  money  so  invested  in  accordance  with  the 
said  ordinance.  The  Acts  of  Assembly  which  prevent  City 
loans  from  being  sold  at  less  than  par  refer  to  the  original 
issue  of  such  loans  by  the  City  of  Philadelphia.

Dear  Sir  : — Relative  to  your  inquiry  in  regard  to  Con- 
tract JSTo.  28,  Improvement,  Extension  and  Filtration  of 
the  water  supply,  Lardner's  Point  Pipe  Distribution  Sys- 
tem, from  wliicli  it  appears  that  the  contract  in  question  is 
limited  by  its  terms  to  the  sum  of  $1,300,000,  being  the 
entire  amount  then  appropriated,  and  that  $700,000  having 
since  been  appropriated,  you  desire  to  know  if  you  can 
order  additional  work  to  the  last  named  amount  under  the 
said  contract,  I  reply,  that  certain  terms  of  tlie  specifica- 
tions to  which  3^ou  call  my  attention,  provide  that  the 
amotmt  of  work  and  material  to  be  furnished  'may  be  in- 
creased at  the  instance  of  the  city  authorities.  Whatever 
may  be  the  effect  of  such  stipulations  as  between  the  parties, 
however,  they  cannot  alter  the  legal  requirement  that  all 
commodities  furnished  the  City  must  be  contracted  for  in 
the  manner  prescribed  by  the  Act  of  June  1,  1885.  The 
contract  a.s  it  stands  is  for  the  sum  of  $1,300,000,  and  no 
liability  of  the  City  in  excess  of  that  sum  can  be  incurred 
unless  a  new  or  supplemental  contract  shall  first  be  made. 
Such  new  or  supplemental  contract  may  be  entered  into  by 
the  proper  authorities,  however,  without  renewed  adver- 
tisement and  bidding.  Bids  for  the  entire  work  having 
already  been  duly  invited  and  an  award  made  in  pursuance 
thereof,  it  is  not  necessary  that  this  be  repeated.  The  cus- 
tom which  has  heretofore  uniformly  prevailed  of  entering 
into  supplemental  contracts  in  circumstances  like  these  now 
existing,  is  amply  justified  in  law.  Moreover,  it  has  been 
held  in  the  case  of  Silsby  Mfg.  Co.  vs.  Allentown,  153  Pa., 
319,  that  where  only  one  bidder  is  in  position  to  furnish 
tlie  articles  required  the  necessity  for  advertisement  for 
bids  is  dispensed  with.  From  the  facts  stated,  the  doctrine 
thus  enunciated  seems  especially  applical)le  in  the  present 
instance.

Deak  Sir: — I  am  in  receipt  of  your  inquiry  whether  a 
building  of  tlie  following  description  is  to  be  regarded  as 
within  the  requirements  of  the  laws  governing  the  erection 
of  fire  escapes,  to  wit :  "Three  or  four  ?tory  houses  in  which 
the  tenants  rent  rooms  or  apartments  above  the  second  floor, 
and  which  apartments  or  rooms  are  occupied  by  persons 
who  sometimes  take  their  meals  in  the  house  proper,  in  the 
general  dining  room,  and  at  times  take  their  meals  outside; 
the  rooms  not  being  used  as  living  or  kitchen  flats,  and  no 
cooking  whatsoever  is  done  in  the  apartments." 

The  Act  of  July  12,  1897,  P.  L.,  259,  provides  that  the 
requirement  to  erect  fire  escapes  shall  extend  to  "every 
building  used  as  a  seminary,  college,  academy,  hospital, 
asylum  or  hotel  for  the  accommodation  of  the  public,  every 
storehouse,  factory,  manufactory  or  v/orkshop  of  any  kind 
•  in  which  employes  or  operatives  are  usually  employed  at 
work  in  tlie  third  or  any  higher  story,  every  tenement  house 
or  other  building  in  Avhich  rooms  or  flooi-s  are  usually  let 
to  lodgers  or  families,  every  public  hall  or  place  of  amuse- 
ment, every  parochial  or  public  school  building,  and  every 
building,  used  in  whole  or  in  part  for  offices,  when  any 
such  buildings  are  three  or  more  stories  in  height."     *    * 

It  would  appear  that  buildings  of  the  character  and  used 
for  the  puqDoses  mentioned  by  you  are  correctly  described 
by  the  phrase  "every  tenement  house  or  other  building  in 
which  rooms  or  floors  are  usually  let  to  lodgers  or  families ;" 
and  in  the  opinion  of  this  Department  they  should  be  so 
considered  imless  the  contrary  shall  be  judicially  deter- 
mined.

Dear  Sir: — To  your  oral  inquiry,  wbetlier  the  Act  of 
May  19,  1897,  relative  to  the  creation  of  bone  b(Hlin^  es- 
tablishments, repeals  the  Act  of  March  22,  1865,  which 
prohibits  the  erection  of  such  establishments  in  the  First 
and  Twenty-sixth  Wards  of  this  City,  I  reply  that  the  sec- 
ond section  of  the  Act  of  1897,  repeals  all  local  or  ^^eneral 
laws  inconsistent  with  the  provisions  of  that  statute. 

The  Act  of  1865  is  undoubtedly  a  local  law,  and  as  it  is 
inconsistent  with  the  Act  of  1897,  which  bestows  the  right 
to  erect  such  establishments  upon  permission  being  gi-anted 
by  the  local  Board  of  Health,  the  earlier  Act  is  repealed  by 
the  later  one.

Dear  Sir: — To  your  inquiry  of  August  27th,  relative  to 
proposed  change  in  the  registration  of  property  on  West- 
minster avenue,  east  of  Holly  street,  in  the  Twenty-fourth 
Ward,  I  reply,  that  it  appears  from  your  communication 
that  on  June  1,  1896,  said  propertv  was  conveyed  by 
George  C.  Fuller  to  Margaretta  T.  Fuller,  and  on  June 
4:th  of  the  same  year,  the  description  being  filed  in  the  office 
of  the  Registry  Department  of  the  Bureau  of  Surveys,  the 
property  was  duly  registered  in  her  name  as  of  the  latter 
date.     That  on  October  10,  1903,  a  second  description  of 
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the  sajne  property  was  iiled  in  which  it  appeared  that  the 
premises  in  question  had  been  conveyed,  also  by  deed  of 
George  C.  Fuller  to  Mai-y  T.  Stokes,  on  January  7,  1896, 
about  five  months  previous  to  the  date  of  the  deed  to  Mar- 
garetta  T.  Fuller,  and  that  the  attorney  for  Margaretta  T. 
Fuller  requests  that  no  change  be  made  in  the  registration. 

An  examination  of  the  records  in  the  office  of  the  Re- 
corder of  Deeds  shows  that  the  deed  of  George  CI  Fuller- 
to  Margaretta  T.  Fuller  was  recorded  on  June  2,  1896 
(Deed  Book  W.  M.  G.,  'No.  70,  p.  131,  etc.),  the  considera- 
tion in  said  deed  being  recited  as  the  sum  of  $3,200,  sub- 
ject to  a  mortgage  of  $3,000,  and  that  the  deed  of  George 
C.  Fuller  to  Mary  T.  Stokes,  January  7,  1896,  was  re- 
corded in  said  office  on  October  8,  1903  (Deed  Book  W.  S. 
v.,  No.  249,  p.  230,  etc.). 

By  Act  of  May  19,  1893,  p.  108,  all  deeds  and  convey- 
ances of  real  estate  acknowledged  witliin  this  Common- 
wealth are  required  to  be  recorded  within  ninety  days 
after  the  date  of  their  execution,  and  if  acknowl- 
edged outside  of  the  limits  of  the  State,  within 
six  months  of  that  date.  It  is  furthermore  enacted 
that  -uiiless  so  recorded  within  the  respective  times 
limited  they  shall  be  adjudged  fraudulent  and  void 
against  any  subsequent  purchaser  or  mortgagee  for  a  valid 
consideration.  By  virtue  of  the  provisions  of  this  Act, 
deeds  executed  and  acknowledged  within  this  Common- 
wealth if  not  recorded  within  the  time  fixed  by  the  statute, 
are  postponed  in  favor  of  subsequent  conveyances  to  bona 
fide  purchasers  for  a  valuable  consideration  and  without 
notice  of  the  earlier  deed,  provided  that  such  purchasers 
procure  their  deeds  to  be  recorded  before  the  recording  of 
the  prior  deeds ;  or,  as  succinctly  stated  by  the  Supreme 
Court  of  Pennsylvania  in  the  case  of  Davey  vs.  Ruffell, 
162  Pa.,  443-450,  "Priority  of  deed  pives  priority  in  right 
for  ninety  days.  After  ninety  days  priority  on  the  record 
makes  priority  in  right." 

From  the  facts  already  stated  it  is  seen  that  the  deed  of 
Margaretta  T.  Fuller,  though  later  in  date  than  that  of 
Mary  T.  Stokes,  was  recorded  earlier  than  the  latter,  which 
was  not  placed  on  record  until  long  after  tlie  periods  of 
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ninety  days  and  six  months,  fixed  by  the  Act  of  1903,  had 
expired.  Therefore,  if  the  said  Margaretta  T.  Fnller  was 
a  bona  fide  purchaser  for  vahie  without  notice  of  the  deed 
of  January  7,  1896,  to  Maiy  T.  Stolces,  she  would  accord- 
ingly hold  a  valid  title  to  tlie  property.  Wliile,  perhaps, 
the  recital  in  the  deed  to  Mrs,  Fuller  would  not  be  con- 
clusive as  between  the  parties  upon  the  question  of  valuable 
consideration,  yet  upon  the  record  as  it  stands  I  am  of 
'  opinion  that  the  prima  facie  title  is  in  her,  and  in  view  of 
all  the  facts  I  think  the  protest  of  her  attomey  against  a 
change  being  made  in  the  registration  of  the  premises 
should  be  respected  until  the  holder  of  the  opposing  title 
shall  succeed  in  legally  establishing  her  o\\Tiership  of  the 
property.

In  re  Bills  for  Paving  in  front  of  German  Lutheran  Con- 
gregation Cemetery.

Dear  Sir: — Your  favor  of  the  9th  inst.,  in  reference  to 
the  claim  for  paving  of  Huntingdon  street,  between  Thirty- 
third  and  Patton  streets,  as  against  the  German  Lutheran 
Congregation  Cemetery,  received. 

The  question  to  be  determined  is,  whether  the  Cemetery 
is  one  used  or  held  for  private  or  corporate  profit;  and  if 
it  is,  it  is  liable  for  the  paving,  but  if  it  is  not,  imder  the 
Act  of  June  4,  1901,  it  is  exempt. 

This  is  a  question  tin  at  would  be  as  difficult  for  us  as 
vou  to  determine,  as  it  is  a  question  of  fact  as  to  whether 
the  Cemetery  is  used  or  held  for  private  or  corporate  profit. 
As  you  say,  it  would  appear  that  when  a  cemetery  is  con- 
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nected  with  a  cliurch  and  used  only  for  the  burial  of  mem- 
bers, that  it  would  not  be  considered  a  cemetery  for  private 
or  corporate  profit.  In  suck  cases  we  frequently  follow  the 
Board  of  Revision  of  Taxes,  as  the  expression  used  in  the 
Act  of  1901  is  tliat  used  in  the  Constitution  exempting 
jDroperty  from  taxation. 

I  find  upon  examination  of  the  books  of  the  Board  of 
Eevision  that  the  property  of  the  German  Lutheran  Con- 
gregation Cemetery  on  Lehigh  avenue,  west  of  Thirtieth 
street,  two  and  a  half  story  stone  house,  lot  west  443  feet, 
southeast  646  feet  8^  inches,  east  443  feet,  northwest  694 
feet,  is  assessed  at  $85,000,  and  is  marked  exempt. 

If  this  is  the  property  against  which  the  bill  has  been 
made  out  by  the  District  Surveyor,  the  Board  of  Revision 
have  evidently  considered  it  a  cemetery  not  used  or  held 
for  private  or  corporate  profit,  and  have  therefore  exempted 
it. 

I  do  not  feel  that  I  can  advise  you  in  reference  to  the 
matter,  and  would  suggest  that  if  you  still  have  any  doubt 
about  its  being  such  a  cemetery  as  is  '^xempt  under  the  Act 
of  1901,  that  you  send  the  bills  to  us,  and  we  will  file  a 
lien  and  have  the  question  detenninec!. 

The  liability  of  the  Cemetery  Company,  however,  is  so 
doubtful,  that  it  may  properly  be  that  the  contractor  should 
not  be  required  to  assume  the  responsibility  of  its  collec- 
tion, but  he  should  be  paid  as  against  non-assessable  prop- 
erty, and  the  bills  sent  to  the  Law  Depai'tment  for  col- 
lection.

My  Dear  Sir: — In  reply  to  your  query  as  to  whether 
you  can  re-advertise  for  bids  for  the  collection-  and  disposal 
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of  garbage  for  the  year  1905,  after  prior  bids  had  been 
opened  under  a  previous  advertisement,  and  which  said 
previous  advertisement  contained  notice  that  all  bidding 
Avas  to  be  subject  to  appropriations  subsequently  to  be  made 
by  Councils,  I  would  say,  that  such  notice  having  been  so 
given  in  said  advertisement,  you  can  re-advertise  as  often 
as  you  may  deem  necessary,  and  that  from  those  bidding, 
either  under  the  first  advertisement,  or  any  subsequent 
ones  inviting  new  bids  (relating,  of  course,  to  the  same 
subject  matter),  it  is  within  your  power  to  select  the  bidder 
under  either  or  any  one  of  such  advertisements  who  may 
be  in  your  judgment  the  proper  person  to  be  awarded  the 
contract ;  the  legal  rule  controlling  the  matter  being  always, 
that  such  award  shall  be  made  to  the  successful  bidder 
within  a  reasonable  time,  otherwise  he  will  not  be  bound 
by  his  bid. 

I  cannot  make  this  any  clearer.

Deae  Sir: — Replying  to  your  oral  inquiry  relating  to 
the  vehicles  of  the  American  Sight  Seeing  Company,  I 
Avould  say  tliat  from  the  facts  stated,  I  gather  that  said 
company  is  the  proprietor  of  certain  automobiles  of  large 
size  and  holding  a  considerable  number  of  passengers ;  that 
said  vehicles  leave  Keith's  Theatre  at  Chestnut  and 
TA\'elfth  streets  for  the  purpose  of  carrying  tiie  passengers 
over  a  prescribed  route,  making  one  continuous  ride  to 
various  portions  of  the  City  and  returning  to  the  point  of 
departure,  a  fixed  fare  being  charged  for  such  seiwice.  You 
inquire  whether  these  vehicles  are  to  be  regarded  as  omni- 
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buses  within  tlie  meaning  of  tlie  Act  of  Assembl}^  and  the 
ordinances  dealing  tlierewith. 

The  power  w^as  given  to  the.  Cit.y  of  Philadelphia  by  Act 
of  April  15,  1850,  to  regulate  omnibuses  or  vehicles  in  the 
nature  thereof.     Accordingly  successive  ordinances  were 
passed  for  the  purpose  of  such  regulation,  being  the  Ordi- 
nances of  ]\Iay  10,  1855;  December  2-1,  1870;  April  5, 
1890,  and  March  7,  1893.    In  the  cases  of  Railway  Co.  vs. 
City,  58  Pa.,  119,  and  83  Pa.,  429,  the  Act  of  1850  was 
held  to  be  broad  enough  to  cover  passenger  railway  cajs 
as  Avell  as  omnibuses  strictly  so-called,  and  in  Common- 
wealth vs.  Transportation  Co.,  9  W.  N.  C.,  233,  said  Act 
and  the  ordinances  passed  in  pursuance  thereof  were  held 
applicable  to  tlie  "Herdic"  coaches,  which  were  at  that 
time  run  in  this  City.     I  understand  that  the  vehicles  now 
under  consideration  are  freely  open  to  public  use,  and  that 
all  persons  may  ride  therein  upon  paying  the  proper  fare. 
They  thus  literally  come  within  the  meaning  of  tlie  word 
omnibus  as  remarked  by  Judge  Strong  in  Railway  ^5.  City, 
58  Pa.,  125 :    "They  are  opened  tO'  all,  intended  for  alL'' 
That  they  do  not  take  up  or  let  off  passengers  at  various 
points^  along  the  route,  but  only  at  the  starting  point,  has 
little  if  any  bearing  upon  the  question  whether  they  are 
to  be  considered  omnibuses.     The  Centuiw  Dictionary,  in 
defining  that  word,  states  that  omnibuses  are  generally  run 
between  two  fixed  stations.     However  this  may  be,  since 
they  are  large  vehicles  running  periodically  over  a  stated 
route  and  open  to  all  of  the  public  who  choose  to  pay  the 
rate  of  fare  charged  for  tlie  ride,  they  are,  in  the  opinion 
of  this  Department,   to  be  regarded   as   omnibuses,    and 
therefore,  as  being  within  tlie  requirements  of  the  Ordi- 
nance of  1893  relating  thereto.

Deak  Sik  : — I  am  in  receipt  of  your  coiiununication.  of 
September  29th,  transmitting  copy  of  report  of  the  Police 
Lieutenant  of  the  Thirteenth  District  relative  to  three 
trees  on  Mitchell  street,  above  Green  lane  that  are  stated 
to  project  beyond  the  curb  line  and  to  be  dangerous  to  per- 
sons riding  in  the  trolley  cars,  which  at  that  point  pass 
quite  near  to  the  curb.  The  said  report  further  states  that 
an  accident  has  already  occurred  there,  a  person  being 
knocked  off  of  a  car  by  the  trees  complained  of,  and  that 
the  owner  of  the  property  has  been  notified  to  have  the 
trees  removed,  and  has  replied  that  she  would  consult  her 
lawyer.  You  request  this  Department  to  enter  suit  against 
said  owner  presumably  for  the  purpose  of  having  the  trees 
removed. 

In  my  opinion  it  is  not  necessary  that  suit  should  be 
entered.  The  City  of  Philadelphia  is  vested  with  full 
charge  of  its  streets,  and  is  in  duty  bound  to  maintain  them 
in  safe  condition.  If  the  trees  in  question  constitute  a 
source  of  danger  to  pedestrians  or  riders  upon  the  highway, 
it  is  the  duty  of  the  City  to  see  that  they  are  removed,  and 
it  is  not  necessary  to  secure  the  interposition  of  the  courts 
for  that  purpose,  at  least,  not  in  the  first  instance.  I 
would  suggest  that  the  City  authorities  notify  the  owTier 
of  the  property  that  if  within  a  time  to  be  fi:xed  the  trees 
are  not  removed,  or  such  other  action  taken  as  may  assure 
the  safety  of  the  highway,  the  City  itself  will  take  the 
necessary  steps  to  attain  that  end.

Dear  Sir  : — The  communication  of  the  4th  instant  from 
Mr.  George  S.  Webster,  Chief  Engineer,  in  reference  to 
the  District  Surveyor  surveying  a  lot  fronting  on  Eeach 
street,  north  of  Venango  street,  received. 

It  appears  that  Reach  street  is  30  feet  wide,  and  runs 
from  Venango  street  northward,  but  does  not  run  to  another 
street;  that  it  was  laid  out  upon  plan  of  the  ISTortheastl 
Philadelphia  Land,  Building  and  Loan  Company,  and  said 
plan  was  recorded  in  the  office  of  the  Recorder  of  Deeds. 
It  is  not  a  street  upon  the  City  plan. 

The  Ordinance  of  April  8,  1890,  referred  to  in  the  let- 
ter of  the  Chief  Engineer,  provides : 

"It  shall  be  unlawful  for  the  Board  of  Building  In- 
spectors, Department  of  Public  Works,  or  any  Bureau 
under  it,  or  any  official  of  the  City,  either  to  issue,  cause 
or  allow  to  be  issued,  any  pennit  or  i^ennits  for  the  erection 
of  any  building  or  buildings,  or  for  the  introduction  of  gas, 
water,  sewer  or  drains,  or  to  make  purveys  or  give  lines, 
or  in  any  manner  to  countenance,  authorize  or  permit  the 
erection  of  any  building  or  buildings  fronting  on  any  street, 
unless  said  street  shall  be  of  not  less  than  thirty  (30)  feet 
in  width,  as  provided  in  Section  1  of  this  ordinance,  or  on 
the  City  plan." 

Section  1  of  the  above  ordinance  requires  the  street  to 
be  placed  upon  the  City  plan,  and  that  it  shall  run  from 
one  public  street  to  another. 

The  Ordinance  of  June  9,  1890,  provides  that  the  first 
ordinance  shall  not  apply  to  streets  on  tlie  City  plan  or 
those  actually  opened  at  the  time  of  the  passage  of  the  first- 
mentioned  ordinance.  Eeach  street  was  not  upon  the  City 
plan  at  the  time  of  the  passage  of  that  ordinance,  nor  could 
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it  be  considered  a  legally  opened  street.  It  did  not  meet 
with  the  requirements  of  the  first  section  of  the  ordinance, 
or  of  the  Act  of  Assembly  authorizing  tlie  Board  of  Sur- 
veyors to  plot  streets.  It  did  not  nin  from  one  street  to 
another. 

I  advise  you  that  the  District  Surveyor  would  not  be 
justified,  in  view  of  this  ordinance  and  of  the  Act  of  As- 
sembly, to  make  a  survey  of  a  lot  fronting  upon  the  said 
Reach  street.

Deae  Sie  : — The  communication  of  the  4th  instant  from 
Mr.  George  S.  Webster,  Cliief  Engineer,  relating  to  Sixty- 
second  street,  from  CWar  street  to  l^audain  street,  re- 
ceived. 

If  the  facts  are  as  stated  by  the  District  Surveyor  and 
as  set  forth  in  the  affidavits,  copies  of  which  are  attached 
to  the  communication — namely,  tliat  Sixtv-second  street 
has  been  in  use  by  the  public  of  a  width  nf  sixty  feet  for 
more  than  twenty-one  years,  the  Bureau  of  Surveys  would 
be  justified  in  recording  and  certifving  that  said  street  be- 
tween the  points  named  is  a  legally  opened  street. 

In  view  of  the  fact  that  the  deed  to  the  property  on  the 
West  side  goes  to  the  centre  of  the  street,  it  might  b©  well 
to  ascertain  if  the  Western  portion  of  the  thirty  feet  was 
included  in  that  used  by  the  public  as  a  highway.

Dear  Sir  : — I  am  in  receipt  of  your  inquiry  relative  to 
the  removal  of  obstructions  on  the  ISTortheast  Boulevard. 
Therefrom  it  appears  that  bids  were  invited  for  the  re- 
moval of  tliirteen  separate  houses,  the  o^vners  and  tenants 
of  which  were  likewise  notified  to  remove  the  same.  The 
best  bid  for  such,  removal  was  one  in  which  the  sum  of 
$1,505  was  offered  the  City  for  the  privilege  of  taking 
away  the  material  of  which  the  buildings  consisted.  Mean- 
while, however,  and  before  the  award  of  any  contract,  all 
of  the  properties  had  been  removed  by  the  0'\vners  or  others, 
except  one,  and  the  bidder  now,  of  course,  declines  to  pay 
to  the  City  the  amount  named  for  the  right  to  remove  the 
one  building  which  remains.  The  contractor  for  the  con- 
struction of  the  B(^ulevard  is  willing  to  dispose  of  this  one 
obstruction  without  cost  to  the  City,  and  you  ask  whether 
you  may  permit  him  to  do  so,  or  whether  you  are  required 
to  re-advertise  for  bids  under  the  changed  conditions. 

The  opinion  of  this  Department  is  that  in  view  of  the 
peculiar  circumstances  involved,  it  is  within  your  discre- 
tion either  to  advertise  for  new  bids  or  to  permit  the  re- 
moval of  the  standing  building  by  tiie  contractor  for  the 
Boulevard;  and  that  you  should  follow  whichever  course 
would  in  your  judgment  best  serve  the  interests  of  the 
City.

Dear  Sir  : — To  your  inquiry  whether  there  is  any  ne- 
cessity under  the  law  for  submitting  to  Select  Council  for 
confirmation  the  appointment  of  police  officers,  either  pa- 
trolmen, sergeants,  lieutenants  or  captains,  and  also  as  to 
whether  such  confirmation  is  required  in  the  case  of  fire- 
men, I  reply  as  follows : 

As  to  such  requirement,  I  am  obliged  to  say  that  the 
Act  of  June  1,  1885,  is  silent  upon  the  subject.  The  inter- 
pretation put  upon  the  said  Act  by  the  municipal  authori- 
ties at  the  time  of  its  passage,  and  which  has  been  accepted 
ever  since,  has  been  that  such  appointments  were  required 
to  be  submitted  for  confirmation  This  practice  was  evi- 
dently following  Section  9  of  the  Act  of  February  2,  1854, 
P.  L.'  28,  which  provided  that  "the  Mayor  shall  nominate 
and  by  and  Avith  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  Select 
Council  appoint  the  policemen  and  watchmen."  Section 
42,  of  the  same  Act,  provides  that  Councils  may  organize 
a  police  department  and  a  fire  department,  "and  for  this 
purpose  the  said  Councils  shall  be  and  are  hereby  vested 
with  ample  power  and  authority  in  the  premises."  Section 
50  of  the  said  Act  further  provides  that  "it  shall  be  the 
duty  of  the  City  Councils  to  provide  by  ordinance  for  the 
establishment  and  regulation  of  all  the  departments  indi- 
cated by  this  act,  and  other  laws  in  force  in  said  city  under 
the  proper  heads,  and  with  the  necessary  clerks,  officers  and 
assistants,  to  wit :   For  law,  police,  fire,  etc." 

The  Ordinance  of  January  19,  1871,  Section  1,  page  6, 
provides  that  "All  appointments  by  the  Fire  Commissioners 
under  the  provisions  of  the  Ordinance  to  which  this  is  a  sup- 
plement, shall  be  subject  to  confirmation  by  Select  Council. 
The  Fire  Commissioners  shall  transmit  to  Select  Council 
the  name,  age,  residence  and  occupation  of  each  and  every 
person  appointed  by  them,  as  an  officer  or  member  of  the 
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Fire  Department,  within  one  week  from  the  date  of  such 
appointment." 

This  was  the  way  the  hiw  stood  at  the  time  of  the  pas- 
sage of  the  said  Bullitt  bill,  and  there  has  been  no  express 
repeal  by  it  of  these  prior  Acts  of  Assembly. 

In  Article  3,  Section  1,  of  the  said  Bullitt  bill,  the  only 
one  that  can  be  considered  applicable  to  the  question,  the 
languao-e  is  that  "the  care,  management,  administration 
and  supervision  of  the  police  affairs,  and  all  matters  rela- 
tive to  the  public  health,  to  the  fire  and  police  force,  eta, 
shall  be  in  charge  of  this  department," 

Contemporaneous  construction  of  this  Act  at  the  time 
of  its  passage,  and  which  has  been  the  custom  ever  since, 
has  been  to  submit  such  appointments  to  Select  Council. 
In  corroboration  of  this  view,  Section  15  of  the  Ordinance 
of  December  30,  18 S6,  passed  to  carry  into  effect  the  Act 
of  Assembly  of  June  1,  1885,  provides  that  "the  namesof 
all  appointments  of  officers  under  any  branch  of  the  City 
government  receiving  their  salaries  from  the  City  Treas- 
ury shall  be  subject  to  confirmation  by  Select  Council." 

Considering  tlie  legal  view  as  to  the  weight  contempora- 
neous instruction  should  have  in  determining  the  meaning 
of  an  Act  of  Assembly,  it  may  not  be  inapplicable  to  quote 
the  language  of  the  Supreme  Court  in  the  recent  case  of 
Commonwealth  vs.  Paine,  207  Pa.,  45,  as  follows: 

"But  in  cases  of  doubtful  legislation,  either  because  of 
ambiguity  of  expression  in  a  single  act  or  because  of  ob- 
scurity, or  inconsistence-  arising  from  several  acts  on  the 
same  subject,  cotemporary  interpretation  is  always  signifi- 
cant as  to  the  true  meaning.  If  in  tlie  opinion  of  the  law- 
yers and  the  people  interested  who  lived  at  the  time  and 
were  closely  affected  by  the  legislation,  it  had  a  particular 
meaning  out  of  several  possible  ones,  courts  in  later  years 
will  be  slow  to  adopt  another,  even  though  they  might  not 
on  a  perusal  of  the  acts  be  inclined  to  concur  in  the  co- 
temporary  interpretation." 

It  would  appear  that  City  Councils  and  the  Mayors  did 
not  interpret  the  Act  of  1885  as  in  any  way  affecting  the 
requirements  of  the  Act  of  1854,  requiring  confirmation 
by  Select  Council  in  the  selection  of  police  officers,  etc. 
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The  legislation  is  sufficiently  doubtful,  as  in  the  case 
referred  to,  to  justify  accepting  the  construction  put  upon 
the  Acts  of  1854  and  1885  by  the  municipal  authorities. 

I  would  therefore  advise  you  that  it  would  be  necessary 
to  submit  to  Select  Council  for  confirmation,  the  appoint- 
ment of  police  officers.

My  Dear  Sir: — Your  favor  of  the  18th  inst.,  in  refer- 
ence to  the  German  Lutheran  Cemetery,  received.  The 
question  of  the  liability  of  the  German  Lutheran  Cemetery 
has  been  before  this  Department  on  several  occasions.  The 
first  instmction  with  reference  thereto  was  sent  to  George 
S.  Webster,  Chief  of  the  Bureau  of  Surveys,  on  August 
27,  1902  (See  City  Solicitor's  Opinions  for  1902,  page 
55)  ;  and  again,  on  September  22,  1901,  in  a  communica- 
tion to  P.  E.  C'ostello,  Director  of  the  Department  of  Pub- 
lic Works. 

We  never  had  before  us  sufficient  data  from  which  to 
determine  whether  the  Cemetery  of  the  German  Lutheran 
Congregation  was  not  for  private  or  corporate  profit,  and 
we  therefore  advised  that  liens  should  be  filed  and  the 
question  determined  by  issuing  a  scire  facias.  In  pur- 
suance of  this  the  Director  of  the  Department  of  Public 
Works  sent  to  tliis  Department  four  claims  for  paving 
done  in  front  of  this  cemeterv,  for  which  liens  will  be  duly 
filed. 

At  the  time  we  investigated  the  matter  we  were  not  able 
to  find  many  cases  to  throw  light  upon  what  was  intended 
by  a  cemetery  not  for  private  or  corporate  profit,  as  dis- 
tinguished from  ordinary  cemeteiy  companies.     We  leam 
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that  it  is  the  custom  of  the  Board  of  Eevision  of  Taxea  to 
assess  cemetery  companies  to  the  extent  of  the  unsold  lots, 
and  to  exempt  the  lots  which  had  been  sold  and  were  ia 
actual  use  for  burial  purposes.  In  Brown's  Heirs  vs.  Pitts- 
burg, 1  Monaghan,  8,  a  cemetery  owned  by  a  church  was 
held  to  be  taxable  where  the  proceeds  from  the  sale  of  lots 
went  into  the  church  treasury  and  was  used  for  the  support 
of  the  church. 

We  will  endeavor  to  ascertain  how  this  cemetery  is  man- 
aged and  whether  the  lots  are  sold  and  the  proceeds  used 
for  church  purposes,  or  whether  any  profit  is  or  may  be 
derived  from  the  cemetery.  If  all  of  the  lots  in  this  ceme- 
tery have  been  sold  and  are  in  actual  use  for  burial  pur- 
poses, it  would  not  then  api^ear  to  be  a,  cemetery  for  pri- 
vate or  corporate  profit,  and  if  the  lotholders  only  paid  an- 
nually a  sum  sufiicient  to  maintain  the  cemetery  and  not 
enough  to  produce  any  profit  to  the  church,  it  would  not 
probably  come  ^vithin  the  principle  of  the  case  hereinbe- 
fore referred  to.

Dear  Sik: — Your  favor  of  the  22d  inst.,  with  copy  of 
letter  from  Peter  E.   Costello,  Esq.,  Director  of  Public 
Works,  in  reference  to  the  claim  against  McATeely  &  Com- 
pany, received. 

The  bill  filed  by  McXeely  &  Company  against  the  City 
IS  still  pending.  The  proceedings  have  not"  been  dropped. 
When  the  application  was  made  for  a  preliminarv  injunc- 
tion to  prevent  the  City  from  turning  off  the  water  we 
agreed  with  the  plaintiffs  that  the  water  should  not  be 
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turned  off,  so  that  there  would  not  be  any  necessity  for 
asking  for  an  injunction  until  the  final  hearing  on  the  bill 
and  answer. 

The  plaintiffs  found  it  necessary  to  change  the  bill  in 
equity  in  some  resj)ects,  and  that  required  a  re-printing  of 
it.  This  has  now  been  done  and  as  soon  as  we  receive 
copies  of  the  corrected  bill,  we  will  file  an  answer  and  put 
the  case  down  on  the  equity  trial  list.  We  can  probably 
have  the  matter  finally  disposed  of  in  the  Court  of  Com- 
mon Pleas  ISTo.  1,  some  time  in  November  or  December  of 
this  year. 

Pending  the  proceedings,  it  would  not  be  advisable  to 
turn  off  the  water.

Deae  Sie  : — Relative  to  the  communication  to  the 
Assistant  Chief  Clerk  of  your  Board  from  Messrs.  Shapley 
and  Ballard  on  behalf  of  the  Philadelphia  Rapid  Transit 
Company  regarding  the  taxation  of  horses  of  that  Com- 
pany which  are  not  used  for  the  propulsion  of  the  cars,  but 
for  incidental  purposes  alone,  I  would  say  that  the  case 
of  People's  Passenger  Railwaj^  Co.  vs.  Taylor,  22  Superior 
Court,  156,  referred  to  by  said  counsel,  rules  merely  that 
the  horses  of  a  street  passenger  railway  company  used  for 
the  actual  propulsion  of  its  ears,  that  being  the  only  motive 
power  employed,  are  not  taxable,  though  a  few  of  said 
horses  may  occasionally  be  used  for  other  purposes. 

I  do  not  think  that  the  principles  of  that  case  decide  this 
question.  The  rule  of  law  has  always  been  held  to  be  that 
property  of  a  corporation  is  exempt  from  taxation  only 
in  so  far  as  it  is  indispensably  necessary  to  the  carrying 
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out  of  the  corporate  functions.  Horses  whicli  are  used 
not  to  furnish  the  motive  power  for  propelling  the  cars, 
but  for  purely  incidental  purposes,  I  think  would  not  be 
regarded  by  the  courts  as  indispensably  necessary  to  the 
carrying  on  of  corporate  operations  in  such  measure  as  to 
make  them  except  from  taxation.  On  the  contrary,  in  the 
opinion  of  this  Department  such  horses  would  fall  rather 
within  the  class  referred  to  in  the  opinion  of  the  lower 
Court  adopted  per  curiam  in  Wayne  Co.  vs.  Delaware  & 
Hudson  Canal  Co.,  15  Pa.  State  Keports,  351.  Keferring 
to  horses  used  for  the  incidental  purposes  of  a  railroad  and 
canal  company,  said  Court  in  that  case  employed  the  fol- 
lowing language  (page  35-1)  : 

•'The  property  named  in  the  7th  item,  I  regard  as  tax- 
able for  county  and  State  purposes.  It  is  carrying  the 
principle  of  exemption  from  taxation  too  far  to  say  that 
horses  employed  in  drawing  the  cars  are  so  necessarily  inci- 
dent to  the  construction  of  the  railroad  as  to  exempt  them 
from  taxation  in  the  manner  proposed.  Their  emplojanent 
is  too  uncertain  for  them  to  be  considered  as  necessarily 
appurtenant  to  the  railroad  in  its  construction.  They  be- 
long more  to  the  convenience  for  making  profits  on  the 
road,  and  may  be  changed  from  day  to  day,  and  even  hour 
to  hour,  to  other  purposes,  and  cannot,  under  the  decided 
cases,  be  permanent  fixtures  to  the  road  and  necessary  inci- 
dents to  it."

Dear  Sir  :— The  letter  of  Mr.  George  S.  Webster,  Chief 
Engineer,  of  the  25th  inst.,  in  reference  to  improvements 
on  Berks  street  between  Broad  and  16th  streets,  received. 
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Whether  the  Monument  Cemetery  Co.  is  liable  for  the 
municipal  improvements  is  a  question  which  can  only  be 
determined  by  our  filing  liens  and  proceedings  thereon.  If 
it  be  a  cemetery  company  for  either  corporate  or  private 
profit,  it  will  be  liable  for  all  of  the  street  improvements. 
If,  however,  it  be  a  cemetery  company  not  for  corporate  or 
private  profit,  it  will  only  be  liable  for  sewer  claims,  sewer 
connections,  or  for  the  recurbing,  paving,  rejDaving  or  re- 
pairing the  footways  in  front  thereof. 

As  there  is  some  doubt  as  to  the  liability  of  the  Com- 
pany, it  would  be  just  as  well  to  send  the  claims  to  this 
department  for  all  street  improvements,  and  we  can  then 
file  them  and  have  the  matter  finally  settled. 

The  proceedings  before  the  Road  Jury  did  not  develop 
any  information  or  testimony  as  to  the  character  of  the 
corporation, — whether  it  was  one  of  profit  or  not.

Dear  Sir: — I  am  in  receipt  of  your  communication 
relative  to  a  tree  stated  to  be  in  a  dangerous  condition  and 
situated  on  the  sidewalk  in  front  of  premises  ISTo.  115 
North  16th  street.  You  desire  that  legal  proceedings  may 
be  taken  with  a  view  to  the  removal  of  said  tree. 

In  reply  I  would  say  that  the  City  of  Philadelphia  has 
full  control  of  its  highways,  and  as  the  owner  of  the  prem- 
ises has  refused  to  remove  the  tree,  or  neglected  to  do  so, 
the  City  should  itself  proceed  to  have  the  tree  removed, 
and  the  danger  from  its  presence  upon  the  highway  thereby 
averted.  It  is  not  necessary  that  any  proceedings  need 
be  taken  of  a  legal  character  in  regard  thereto. 
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The  same  course  should  be  followed  with  respect  to  trees 
on  Mitchell  street  above  Green  Lane,  concerning  which 
jou  recently  consulted  this  department.

Dear  Sir: — Your  favor  of  the  2nd  inst.,  in  reference 
to  a  proposed  clause  in  the  specifications  for  the  construc- 
tion of  school  houses,  received.  The  clause  is  as  follows: 
"The  contractor  is  to  include  in  his  contract  price  the  sum 
q£  *  *  *  ^Q  p^y  £qp  ^i^g  preparation  of  the  plans  and 
specifications.  Warrants  to  be  drawn  in  pajanent  thereof 
to  the  order  of  the  architect  employed  for  such  work  by  the 
architect  and  Supervisor  of  school  buildings  and  charged 
against  the  amount  set  aside  by  the  Board  for  the  erection 
and  completion  of  the  building." 

It  appears  that  under  authority  vested  in  it,  the  Board 
of  Public  Education  employs  an  Architect  and  six  Assis- 
tants. That  City  Councils  at  the  request  of  the  said 
Board,  granted  four  additional  assistants,  but  the  Mayor 
vetoed  the  appropriation  for  the  salaries  of  the  four  new 
assistants.  The  veto  of  the  Mayor  was  evidently  sustained, 
and  Councils  have  provided  for  one  Chief  Architect  and 
six  Assistants.  The  clause  as  proposed  in  the  specifica- 
tions is  a  method  of  securing  the  assistants  which  Councils 
refused  to  provide.  As  the  Board  of  Public  Education 
have  been  furnished  by  Councils,  who  alone  have  control 
of  the  appropriations,  one  Chief  Architect  and  six  Assis- 
tants, and  the  necessary  appropriation  has  been  made  to 
pay  the  salaries  of  the  xlrchitect  and  Assistants,  it  would 
not  appear  to  be  within  the  power  of  the  Board  by  the 
clause  referred  to,  to  increase  the  number  of  assistants  in 
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the  Architect's  office.  Councils  have  made  provision  for 
the  Architects,  and  though  it  may  not  be  sufficient,  the 
Board  of  Public  Education  must  abide  by  the  action  of 
Councils,  and  cannot  in  this  indirect  way,  increase  the 
appropriation  for  the  Architect's  office. 

By  Item  19  of  the  annual  appropriation  to  the  Board 
of  Public  Education  for  the  year  1904,  approved  March 
31,  1904,  provision  is  made  for  the  payment  of  an  Archi- 
tect and  six  Assistants,  In  the  judgment  of  Councils  this 
provision  was  considered  sufficient  and  the  Board  is  not 
authorized  to  expend  any  more  money  for  architects  ser- 
vices.

Deae  Sie  : — I  am  in  receipt  of  your  communication  of 
this  date,  relative  to  the  iTse  of  moneys  for  the  extension, 
improvement  and  filtration  of  the  water  supply.  There- 
from it  appears  that  prior  to  the  passage  of  the  ordinance 
authorizing  the  recent  loan  of  $16,000,000,  the  funds  for 
the  above  purpose  were  appropriated  to  the  Bureau  of 
Water,'  and  contracts  relative  thereto  were  made  and  war- 
rants drawn  by  that  Bureau ;  that  the  moneys  available 
from  such  loan  were  appropriated  to  the  Bureau  of  Fil- 
tration; that  some  of  the  appropriations  to  the  Bureau 
of  Water  are  exhausted,  and  in  others  there  is  an  insuffi- 
cient balance  remaining  to  extend  certain  contracts  which 
it  is  desired  so  to  extend  in  order  to  continue  the  work. 
Under  these  circumstances  you  ask  whether  contracts  made 
by  the  Bureau  of  Water  can  be  supplemented  by  new  con- 
tracts with  the  Bureau  of  Filtration,  and  moneys  which 
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are  now  available  and  appropriated  to  the  latter  Bureau, 
applied  upon  such  supplemental  contracts. 

In  reply  I  would  say  that  the  law  requires  the  City  Con- 
troller to  certify  upon  all  contracts  the  items  of  appro- 
priation under  whicli  they  are  made,  and  he  is  forbidden 
to  countersign  warrants  thereon  to  an  amount  in  excess  of 
such  appropriations,  and  I  would  therefore  suggest  that 
the  best  method  of  reaching  the  end  in  view,  would  be  to 
have  Councils  transfer  from  the  appropriation  to  the  Fil- 
tration Bureau  to  the  Water  Bureau  in  the  same  numerical 
item  as  indicated  in  the  original  appropriation  to  the  last 
named  Bureau  a  sufficient  fund  to  enable  the  contracts  to 
be  extended  as  you  desire.

Dear  Sir  : — I  am  in  receipt  of  your  communication  of 
November  19th,  relative  to  assessment  for  water  pipe  laid 
in  front  of  premises  at  the  northwest  corner  of  Fifty-first 
and  Spruce  streets.  From  the  letter  of  Mr.  Bonsall,  of 
wdiich  you  transmit  a  copy,  and  from  that  part  of  the 
report  of  the  Chief  Engineer  of  the  Bureau  of  Surveys 
which  you  incorporated  in  your  own  letter,  I  gather  that 
the  water  pipe  was  laid  in  July,  1901,  wdien  the  legal  title 
to  the  premises  was  in  Eobert  Wilson,  who  had  executed 
a  Declaration  of  Trust  in  favor  of  the  Trustees  of  the 
Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  the  Diocese  of  Pennsyl- 
vania ;  that  said  church  was  the  real  owner  of  the  property 
at  that  time  and  that  worship  therein  had  been  held  there- 
tofore and  has  since  been  continued ;  also,  that  subsequent 
to  the  laying  of  the  ^vater  pipe  Mr.  Wilson  conveyed  the 
property  to  the  Trustees  of  the  church. 
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Section  5  of  the  Act  of  June  4,  1901,  provides  that 
actual  places  of  religious  worship  shall  not  be  subject  to 
tax  or  municipal  claims.  If  the  facts  are  correctly  set 
forth  as  above  I  am  of  the  opinion  that  the  premises  con- 
cerning which  jou  inquire  constituted  an  actual  place  of 
religious  worship  at  the  time  the  Avater  pipe  was  laid, 
within  the  meaning  of  the  statute,  and  that  consequently 
they  are  exempt  from  any  claim  for  such  water  pipe.

Dear  Sir  : — In  reply  to  your  inquiry  what  fees  the  Oil 
Inspector  has  a  right  to  charge  for  inspecting  oil  in  bulk 
contained  in  tank  wagons,  tank  cars  or  tank  barges,  I 
would  say  that  the  subject  is  governed  by  the  Act  of  May 
15,  1874,  P.  L.  ISO,  Section  3,  which  section  is  in  part 
as  follows:  ''The  said  inspector  is  hereby  empowered  to 
receive  and  collect  from  the  manufacturer  or  owner  the 
sum  of  twenty  cents  per  package  for  each  package  in- 
spected, in  any  lot  under  ten;  ten  cents  per  package  for 
each  package  inspected  in  any  lot  not  more  than  fifty; 
seven  cents  per  package  for  each  package  inspected  in  any 
lot  or  lots  over  fiftv,  and  $1  for  each  car  of  bulk  re- 
fined oil." 

From  the  foregoing  it  appears  that  the  fees  are  regu- 
lated rather  by  the  number  of  inspections  required  to  be 
made  than  by  the  quantity  of  oil  inspected.  Provision  is 
explicitly  made  for  inspecting  cars  of  oil  in  bulk,  the  fee 
fixed  for  such  service  being  $1,  but  notliing  is  said  about 
bulk  oil  in  barges  or  tank  wagons.  I  think,  however,  that 
by  analogy  the  fee  for  inspecting  petroleum  so  contained 
should  be  the  same  as  that  which  the  Act  fixes  for  the 
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inspection  of  bulk  oil  in  cars,  to  wit,  $1,  at  least  tlie  statute 
does  not  anthorize  the  charging  of  any  other  sum.

Dear  Sir  : — I  am  in  receipt  of  your  inquiry  of  the  14tli 
inst.,  relative  to  intended  contract  for  the  supply  of  flour 
to  the  Almshouse  and  House  of  Correction  by  Walter 
McCracken.  It  appears  therefrom  that  McCracken  was 
the  successful  bidder  to  supply  such  flour  for  the  quarter 
from  July  1  to  September  30,  1904;  that  the  contract  for 
so  doing,  however,  Avas  never  entered  into,  Mr.  McCracken 
declining  to  execute  the  same,  or  to  supply  some  1,200 
barrels  of  flour  which  were  ordered  by  you  for  said  quarter. 
It  does  not  appear  that  the  City  bought  flour  to  take  the 
place  of  that  which  Mr.  McCracken  refused  to  furnish,  but 
that  it  had  enough  on  hand  to  answer  its  requirements. 

You  now  ask  Avhether  the  difference  between  the  price 
bid  for  said  1,200  barrels  of  flour  and  the  market  price 
thereof  can  be  retained  from  money  owing  to  Mr.  Mc- 
Cracken upon  other  accounts. 

The  subject  is  governed  by  the  terms  of  the  bid  and 
the  proposal  bond  filed  therewith.  The  condition  of  the 
latter  is  that  if  the  bidder  ''shall  decline  to  furnish  said 
flour,  that  we  (the  obligors)  will  pay  to  the  said  City 
the  difference  between  the  amount  of  his  bid  and  the  bid 
of  them  or  him  who  shall  actually  furnish  said  flour,  then 
this  obligation  to  be  void,  otherwise  to  be  and  remain  in 
full  force  and  virtue." 

If  McCracken's  bid  was  accepted  within  a  reasonable 
time  after  he  made  it,  he  and  his  co-obligor  were  bound  by 
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the  foregoing  condition.  That  condition,  however,  requires 
that  the  Citv  shall  obtain  flour  elsewhere  in  lieu  of  that 
refused  to  be  furnislied,  otherwise,  on  the  face  of  the  bond, 
there  is  no  method  bv  which  to  measure  the  damage  in- 
curred. 

As  it  appears  from  your  letter  that  the  City  did  not 
supply  itself  elsewhere  with  the  1,200  barrels  of  flour  in 
question,  I  am  of  opinion  that  it  has  no  right  to  hold  Mr. 
McCracken  liable  for  the  supposed  damages  resulting  from 
his  failure  to  enter  into  the  contract,  or  furnish  the  flour 
ordered,  and  that  consequently  the  money  due  him  upon 
other  accounts  cannot  lawfully  be  withheld.

Dear  Sir  : — I  am  in  receipt  of  your  communication 
relative  to  proposition  of  Edwdn  H.  Vare,  general  con- 
tractor, for  the  borrowing  of  material  from  League  Island 
Park  to  be  used  in  grading  South  Broad  street.  It  appears 
therefrom  that  the  City  is  asked  to  permit  the  use  of  ma- 
terial recently  filled  in  on  League  Island  Park  for  the 
grading  of  South  Broad  street,  such  material  to  be  replaced 
after  the  contract  shall  be  completed,  and  no  bill  be  pre- 
sented for  so  much  of  the  earth  placed  upon  Broad  street 
as  is  thus  removed,  until  it  shall  have  been  replaced,  an 
agreement  with  bond,  to  be  entered  for  the  purpose  of 
securing  the  performance  of  these  conditions.  The  pur- 
pose of  doing  this  is  to  save  time,  it  being  estimated  that 
from  six  months  to  a  year's  delay  may  be  avoided  by  pro- 
ceeding in  the  manner  proposed. 

I  understand  from  your  letter  that  it  is  deemed  advan- 
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tageous  to  accept  the  foregoing  proposition,  and  you  wish 
to  be  advised  in  regard  to  the  power  of  the  City  so  to  do. 

The  matter  is  one  resting  in  the  sound  discretion  of  the 
City's  representative  at  the  head  of  the  Department  of 
Public  Works,  and,  if  it  be  thought  advisable  and  for  the 
best  interest  of  the  City  that  the  suggested  arrangement  be 
carried  into  effect,  I  am  of  the  opinion  that  there  is  no 
legal  objection  to  following  that  course.

contract  regarding  work  or  supplies  for  the  municipality. 
If,  however,  such  Councilman  is  not  a  member  of  the  coun- 
cilmanic  body  at  the  time  the  award  was  made,  the  provis- 
ions of  the  said  Acts  do  not  refer  to  him,  and  you  are  free 
to  award  such  contract.

Dear  Sir: — Your  communication  of  December  20th  in 
further  reference  to  contract  of  Walter  McCracken  for 
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flour,  is  duly  received.  It  quite  materially  changes  the 
aspect  of  the  matter,  though  not  necessarily  the  answer  to 
your  inquiry,  whether  the  City  is  justified  in  withholding 
money  due  upon  other  accounts  to  make  good  the  supposed 
default  of  Mr.  McCracken. 

From  your  earlier  letter  it  seem^ed  plain  that  no  flour 
had  been  purchased  by  the  City  to  take  the  place  of  that 
which  Mr.  McCracken.  refused  to  deliver,  and  I  based  my 
answer  upon  that  supposition.  It  now  appears,  however, 
that  you  purchased  about  September  15,  1904,  from  the 
Philadelphia  Home  Made  Bread  Company,  1,200  barrels 
of  flour  in  lieu  of  that  ordered  from  Mr.  McCracken,  and 
which  he  did  not  deliver. 

The  proposal  bond  obligated  the  bidder  and  his  surety 
to  pay  to  the  City  the  difference  between  the  amount  of 
his  bid  and  the  bid  of  them  or  him  who  shall  actually 
furnish  flour  u}3on  the  original  bidder's  default.  If,  there- 
fore, the  Philadelphia  Home  Made  Bread  Company  made 
a  bid  within  the  meaning  of  the  proposal  bond  (as  to  which 
fact  I  am  not  advised),  and  the  price  bid  by  them  was 
higlier  than  McCracken's  price,  the  latter  and  his  surety 
would  he  liable  for  the  difference  between  the  price  bid 
by  McCracken  and  the  price  of  the  flour  supplied  up  to 
the  limit  of  the  proposal  bond,  to  wat,  the  sum  of  $500 ; 
provided,  as  stated  to  you  in  my  letter  of  December  17, 
that  the  bid  was  accepted  within  a  reasonable  time  after  it 
w^as  made.  The  proposal  bond  is  dated  June  20,  1904, 
and  contemplates  the  furnishing  of  flour  for  the  quarter 
beginning  July  1st  of  that  year.  ]SJ"o  flour  seems  to  have 
been  ordered  in  pursuance  of  such  bid  until  September  9, 
1904.  The  bid  was  to  furnish  flour  under  contract  to  be 
afterwards  executed,  and  the  intent  both  of  the  City  and 
of  the  bidder  was  not  that  the  flour  should  be  supplied  by 
him  as  such  bidder,  but  as  a  party  to  a  contract  to  be 
actually  executed  in  pursuance  thereof,  and  to  be  binding 
upon  both  parties. 

I  infer  that  in  accordance  with  the  usual  practice  the 
bid  was  made  about  the  same  time  as  the  proposal  bond 
was  executed,  to  wit,  June  20,  1904.  The  notice  to  the 
bidder  to  execute  his  contract  bears  date  September  19tb 
of  the  same  year. 
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Flour  is  a  commodity  which  has  a  varying  market  value 
and  is  subject  to  fluctuations  of  considerable  extent. 

In  view  of  all  these  considerations,  while  it  is  a  question 
in  each  case  for  a  jury  to  decide  whether  a  reasonable  time 
has  elapsed,  I  think  there  can  be  little  doubt  that  the  in- 
terval of  three  months  from  June  30th  to  September  19th, 
with  respect  to  an  article  like  flour,  would  be  regarded  as 
unreasonably  long,  so  that  tlie  bidder  would  not  be  bound 
by  his  proposal,  and  therefore  could  not  be  held  liable  for 
the  consequences  of  his  failure  to  enter  into  a  contract  in 
pursuance  thereof,  or  to  furnish  flour  under  his  bid.

My  Dear  Sir  : — Upon  the  subject  of  your  recent  oral 
inquiry,  to  wit,  the  law  relative  to  Baby  Farms,  and  re- 
strictions u])on  those  making  it  a  business  to  board  infants, 
I  would  call  your  attention  to  the  Act  of  Assembly  of  May 
28,  1885,  P.  L.  27.  The  second  and  third  sections  of  that 
Act  provide  that  private  parties  engaged  in  the  business 
of  boarding  and  keeping  infants  under  three  years  of  age 
are  forbidden  to  receive  more  than  two  such  infants,  unless 
they  shall  have  first  obtained  a  license  to  do  so  from  the 
Mayor,  or  a  Justice  of  the  Peace,  or  Magistrate,  which 
ofiicials  are  duly  authorized  to  issue  such  licenses,  to  be 
revocable  by  the  Court  of  Quarter  Sessions  upon  cause 
shown. 

The  premises  of  those  keeping  such  places  are  made  sub- 
ject to  visitation  and  inspection  by  any  member  or  officer 
of  the  State  Board  of  Charities,  or  of  the  Board  of  Health 
of  the  locality  wherein  the  license  is  issued,  or  any  duly 
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authorized  officer  of  any  incorporated  society  for  the  pro- 
tection of  children  from  cruelty,  at  all  reasonable  times. 
Those  violating  the  provisions  of  the  Act  are  declared  to 
be  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and  subjected  to  a  fine  not 
exceeding  $100, 

I  do  not  find  any  other  legislation  upon  this  subject.

Dear  Sir  : — Your  letter  of  the  24th  inst.  was  duly  re- 
ceived. In  it  you  say :  "I  beg  to  inform  you  that  I  have 
just  received  from  the  State  Treasurer  the  precept  show- 
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iiig  the  amount  of  liability  of  the  Citv  of  Philadelphia  to 
the  State  of  Pennsylvania  account  of  State  tax  for  the 
year  190-4.  Inasmuch  as  it  is  very  desirable  that  settle- 
ment be  made  with  the  State  within  the  next  few  days, 
you  will  kindly  advise  me  as  to  whether  I  shall  settle  with 
the  State  according  to  the  precept  received  from  the  State 
Treasurer  or  not." 

In  making  settlement  with  the  State  you  should  pay 
the  amount  of  the  precept  less  the  commission  of  1  per 
cent,  allowed  by  the  Act  of  June  1,  1889,  P.  L.  420,  Sec- 
tion IT,  for  the  collection  of  said  tax. 

While  the  cases  of  Phila.  vs.  McMichael  and  Phila.  vs. 
Moore,  decided  during  the  current  year  by  the  Supreme 
Court,  hold  that  as  between  the  City  and  its  Treasurer, 
the  latter  is  not  entitled  to  retain  commissions  on  personal 
property  taxes  for  his  o^vn  use,  they  in  nowise  affect  the 
State's  liability  therefor,  nor  the  City's  right  to  receive 
them.
